AS BIOSAFETY LEVEL 4 (BSL 4) 


WHEREAS, Boston University Medical Center has 
been awarded a contract by the U.S. 

National Institutes of Health to build a bio-terrorism 
defense research facility on Albany Street in the South 
End of the City of Boston; and 

WHEREAS, The this laboratory will be part of pro- 
posed network of laboratories will be designated to func- 
tion and research at Biosafety Leve/4 (BSL 4), a level of 
security designed for research on the most dangerous and 
exotic categories of disease causing organisms; and 

WHEREAS. Disease-causing organisms used in BSL 
4 laboratories include viruses such as ebola, marbur, 
lassa, machupo, smallpox) and several other forms of vi- 
ruses that cause hemorragic fever. some of which have no 
known cure; and 

WHEREAS, These disease-causing organisms may be 
used as agents in weapons of biological warfare which 
have been termed. by President George W. Bush. as 
“Weapons of Mass Destruction” or “WMD”; and 

WHEREAS, There are four Biosafety Level 4 facilities 
in the United States; none of which are located in concen- 
trated urban areas; and 

WHEREAS. Analysis of modeling systems at the Unit- 
ed States Army and the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency indicate a ten- to twenty-mile downwind disper- 
sion radius in the case of an accidental or intentional re- 
lease of biological agents contained at the Boston Univer- 
sity facility; and 

WHEREAS. There are at least four ways for the bio- 
logical agents to be released: 

(i) An accident during the transportation of the biologi- 
cal agents to the site; 

(ii) A breakdown in security as occurred in December 
2002 at an infectious disease laboratory at Plum Island, 
New York. where a three-hour total power Cailure unden- 
nined the containment system of the biological agents; 

(iii) An infection of workers as occurred at the Center 
for Disease Control in 

Atlanta where two workers died in 2001 after being ex- 
posed to strains of meningitis bacteria that was the subject 
of their research; and 

(iv) An intentional release of the biological agents as 
occurred with the September 2001 release of the anthrax 
strain or through attack. 

WHEREAS, The protection of the health and safety of 
the residents and visitors of the City of Boston and the 
surrounding region is more important than the economic 
development stimulus that could potentially result from 
Boston University receipt of the grant. THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 

CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by adding CBC 
16-47 as follows 


CBC 16-47 PROHIBITION OF BIOSAFETY 
LEVEL 4 (BSL 4) RESEARCH. 


CBC 16-47.1 Prohibition. 

No activities involving laboratory research Biosafety 
Level 4 (BSL 4) may be conducted within the City of 
Boston. 


CBC 16-47.2 Enforcement and Regulatory Authority. 

The Boston Fire Department, the Boston Police De- 
partment, and the Boston Public Health Commission shall 
have the authority to enforce these sections and to pro- 
mulgate rules and regulations necessary to implement and 
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enforce these sections. 


CBC 16-47.3 Severability. 

If any provision of these sections shall be held to be 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
provision shall be considered separately and apart from 
the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


CBC 16-47.4 Implementation. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

Rules of the Boston City Council 
Municipal Year 2009 


Meeting Time 


Rule 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the city 
council shall be on Wednesdays at twelve o’clock noon 
in the Christopher A. Iannella council chamber, One City 
Hall Square, Sth Floor, Boston, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by the council president. Special meetings may be 


called at the council president’s discretion, upon a forty- 
eight (48) hour notice from the time the notices are mailed 
or dispatched by special messenger to the clerk and mem- 
bers of the council, or relayed to each councilor’s office in 
compliance with the open meeting law. Special meetings 
of the council may be called by the council president upon 
less than forty-eight (48) hours notice in the case of an 
emergency, in compliance with the open meeting law, and 
with the consent of two-thirds (2/3) of all members. A roll 
call vote will be taken at the beginning of a meeting called 
on less than forty-eight (48) hours notice to re-affirm that 
two-thirds (2/3) agreement to hold the special meeting. 


Quorum 


Rule 2. A quorum of the council shall consist of seven 
(7) members and any member may call for a roll call on 
the question of the presence of a quorum. If at any time, 
any meeting is called to order, or if during a meeting, a 
roll call shows less than a quorum, the presiding officer 
shall call a recess of not more than ten (10) minutes, after 
which time, if a quorum is not present, the meeting may 
be adjourned by the presiding officer. 


Presiding Officer 


Rule 3. The council president shall serve as presiding 
officer and shall assume the chair at the hour set by the 
previous adjournment, call the members to order after a 
roll call showing a quorum present, and proceed with the 
regular order of business. The council president shall se- 
lect a president pro tempore to act in his or her absence 
and serve as vice chair of the committee of the whole. 
In the event of the absence of both the council president 
and the president pro tempore, the senior member by age 
shall preside. No city council president shall be eligible 
to serve more than two (2) consecutive terms. A member, 
after serving two (2) consecutive terms as president, may 
again serve as president after one (1) year has passed. 


Appealing a Decision of the Chair 


Rule 4. The presiding officer may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, and shall decide 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal from the deci- 
sion of the chair, but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. The question shall 
be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council?” 

The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a majority of the votes is to the 
contrary. 


Matters Properly Before Council 


Rule 5. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from the one under consideration shall be admitted 
under the color of an amendment. Any motion, order, or 
resolution which has been previously debated and acted 
upon in the current municipal year, or which conflicts 
with the city charter, federal, or state constitution or with 
rules prescribed by existing city ordinance, federal law 
or state law, or which in the opinion of the presiding of- 
ficer does not have a direct bearing on the business of the 
council shall be referred to the committee of the whole, 
and shall not be further considered by the council except 
upon report by that committee. The decision of the chair 
may be appealed but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. Prior to the vote, the 
proponent of the motion, order or resolution shall have 
three (3) minutes to explain the issue and the need for the 
City Council to take action on the matter. Afterward, a 
recess of no more than two (2) minutes shall be called so 
that those members who share the opposite view, should 
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they choose to, shall have the opportunity to select one of 
its members to speak for no more than two (2) minutes on 
the opposing view. After the debate, a vote on the matter 
shall be taken. The question shall be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council? 

The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a two-thirds (2/3) majority of all 
the members of the council is to the contrary. 

The committee of the whole may report that any mo- 
tion, order, or resolution, so referred to it, is out of order 
for the reasons contained in Rule 5, and its report shall be 
a final disposition of the matter, subject to an appeal. The 
same provisions as those governing appeals from rulings 
of the presiding officer shall govern such appeal. 


Recess 


Rule 6. The presiding officer may at any time, during 
debate or otherwise, declare a recess for not more than 
twenty minutes, unless the presiding officer declares that 
the council will return to public session at a time certain. 
Such action shall not be subject to appeal, nor shall any 
motions apply thereto. 


Propounding Motions 


Rule 7. The presiding officer shall propound all mo- 
tions in the order in which they are moved unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, provided 
that in naming sums and fixing time, the largest sum and 
longest term shall be put first. 


Deciding Questions 


Rule 8. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the pre- 
siding officer, without debate, shall decide all questions 
relating to priority of business. 


Dividing a Question 


Rule 9. The presiding officer, at the request of any 
member, shall make a division of a question when the 
sense will admit of it. 


Doubting the Vote 


Rule 10. The presiding officer shall declare all votes. 
If any member doubts a vote, the presiding officer shall 
cause the vote to be taken by a roll call. 


Vacating the Chair 


Rule II. When the presiding officer wants to vacate the 
chair, he or she shall call on the president pro tempore to 
take the chair. In the absence of the president pro tempore, 
any member can be asked to assume the chair. The presid- 
ing officer may resume the chair at will. 


Agenda 


Rule 12. The original and seventeen (17) copies of any 
message, ordinance, resolution, vote, or other measure 
submitted by the mayor shall be delivered to the office 
of the clerk before twelve 0’ clock noon one (1) business 
day preceding the council meeting. With the exception of 
consent agenda items, all new councilor-sponsored fil- 
ings shall be submitted by no more than two councillors. 
Other councilors may sign on to the legislation during the 
scheduled council meeting. Such submission is a prereq- 
uisite to any item’s consideration at such meeting. 

The original and two (2) copies of any order, ordinance, 
resolution or committee report (including consent agenda 
items, but not reports of the committee of the whole voted 
during a recess of a council meeting), provided that Rule 
35 has been complied with in the case of reports of the 
committee chair, submitted by a councilor shall also be 
delivered before twelve o’clock noon one (1) business 
day preceding the scheduled meeting of the council. 


Fifteen (15) copies are to be delivered to the city mes- 
senger by the councilor’s office submitting the matter. All 
documents submitted by the mayor and city councilors for 
consideration on the agenda shall be transmitted to the of- 
fice of the clerk via email in PDF/MS Word format before 
twelve o’clock noon one (1) business day preceding the 
scheduled meeting of the council. Such submission is a 
prerequisite to any item’s consideration at such meeting. 
NOTE: The change from strictly paper submissions to 
paper and electronic submissions will be implemented 
during 2009. Until the system, including the appropriate 
technology is in place, submissions and distribution of 
documents will continue to be done as it was in 2008. 


Duties of the Clerk 


Rule 13. It shall be the duty of the clerk, acting as clerk 
and parliamentarian of the council, to prepare and cause 
to be printed for each meeting a listing of all matters 
submitted for consideration to the council, including the 
minutes of the previous meeting, in accordance with Rule 
12; such listing shall be known as the agenda, and it shall 
be divided into two sections, the latter of which shall be 
known as the consent agenda. 

The agenda shall include a list of all pending coun- 
cil matters, such listing being also known as the “green 
sheets.” The green sheets shall include a list of all thirty 
(30) and sixty (60) day orders, matters assigned for fur- 
ther action, matters on the table, unanswered 17F orders, 
home rule petitions not responded to by the mayor, and 
a listing of all matters currently assigned to committees. 
Said matters shall be listed in accordance with the order 
of business as described in Rule 17. Said agenda shall be 
delivered to the city messenger and it shall be the duty 
of the city messenger to compile the agenda, all matters 
listed on said agenda, the legislative calendar, and any 
other documents appropriate to the scheduled meeting. 
Such compilation shall be known as “the packet”, and it 
shall be promptly delivered to the office of each council 
member and individuals or organizations identified by the 
council president. If for any reason “the packet” is not 
ready for distribution by four o’clock P.M., the office of 
each council member shall be notified of such delay by 
the city messenger. 

It shall be the duty of the clerk to post the agenda and 
the documents corresponding to the specific docket num- 
bers listed on the agenda on the city’s web page on the 
business day preceding the scheduled meeting. Revised 
or amended dockets and late file matters shall be posted 
with the minutes within 48 hours of the conclusion of the 
meeting. 


Corrections as to Form 


Rule 14. The clerk with the assistance of the corpora- 
tion counsel if necessary, may make changes to correct 
the form of an ordinance once passed, but prior to its 
presentation to the mayor, provided however that its sub- 
stance is not affected. ; 


Items of the Same Matter 


Rule 15. In the event that resolutions or orders concern- 
ing the same or similar subjects are filed with the clerk 
for consideration by the council, the clerk shall cause to 
have entered on the agenda only that resolution or order 
which was first filed and the name of the sponsor(s) to the 
similar resolution or order shall be added as a sponsor- 
ing member to the resolution or order which is placed on 
the agenda. Such action, however, shall not preclude any 
member from offering an amendment to the resolution or 
order. 


Removal from the Consent Agenda 


Rule 16. Resolutions of condolences and congratu- 
lations filed in accordance with Rule 37 shall be listed 
upon the consent agenda. Any member of the council may 
object to the clerk upon such a filing. The matter being 
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objected to shall be removed from the consent agenda and 
placed on the agenda of the regular council business. No 
such resolution shall bear the name of any councilor not 
indicating consent to sponsorship. 

All matters contained on the consent agenda shall be 
read as one and the question of adoption and passage of 
all said matters shall be by a single motion. The question 
shall be put as follows: 

“The question now comes on approval of the various 
matters contained within the consent agenda”. 


Order of Business and Debate 


Rule 17. At every regular meeting of the council, the 
order of business shall be as follows: 

1. Council Accolades (See Rule 37) 

2. Approval of Minutes 

3. Communications from the mayor. 

4. Petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 

5. Reports of public officers and others (including in- 
terim committee and committee chair reports). 

6. Reports of committees and committee chairs. 

7. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

8. Personnel Orders. 

9. Pending council matters (“green sheets”). 

10. Consent agenda. 

11.Remembrances (see Rule 37) 


Motions and Orders 


Rule 18. When a question is under debate, the follow- 
ing motions shall be entertained and shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged: 

1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. To move the previous question. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 

5. To postpone to a day certain. 

6. To commit. 

7. To amend. 

8. To postpone indefinitely. 


Strike and Insert 


Rule 19. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

At the call of the president, motion(s) to amend shall 
be reduced to writing and copies given to members. Three 
copies shall be given to the clerk. 


Adjourn 


Rule 20. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time except on an immediate repetition or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lie on the 
table, the motion to take from the table, and the motion for 
the previous question shall be decided without debate. 


Remanding Matters to the Mayor 


Rule 21. Any order, ordinance, resolution, vote, or 
other measure submitted by the mayor shall be rejected 
without prejudice, unless when it is filed with the clerk, 
it bears the certificate of the corporation counsel that, if 
adopted or passed in the form submitted by the mayor, 
it will be in accordance with the law. The council, at the 
discretion of the president, may remand a response from 
the mayor to a Section 17F request, if in the determina- 
tion of the president the response does not comply with 
the request. A subsequent response shall be due within 
seven (7) days. 


Withdrawal of Motions 
Rule 22. After the presiding officer has put a motion 


on the floor, the presiding officer may withdraw it on the 
request of the sponsor, providing no objection. 


Committee Assignment and Action 


Rule 23. When a petition, order, or resolution relates 
to a subject that may properly be examined and reported 
upon by an existing committee of the council, such peti- 
tion, order, or resolution, upon presentation, shall be re- 
ferred to such committee by the president in consultation 
with the clerk. Any member offering a motion, order, or 
resolution referred to a committee may request that the 
chair of the committee set, within thirty days, a mutually 
agreeable date for a hearing. No hearing may be sched- 
uled or conducted without the consent and the presence 
of the chair or his or her designee. 


Calling of Matters in Committee 


Rule 24. Within thirty (30) days after a matter is re- 
ferred to a committee, it shall not be voted upon without 
the consent of the committee chair. 

If after thirty (30) days after a matter is referred to a 
committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be called 
by seven (7) members of the council. 

If after forty-five (45) days after a matter is referred 
to a committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be 
called by five (5) members of the council. 

As a part of the council meeting agenda, committee 
chairs may issue formal reports on dockets referred to 
his or her committee. When the meeting moves to the 
docket(s) that are the subject of the committee chair re- 
port, the clerk will read the docket(s) and the presiding 
officer will state: 

“Absent objection, the report of the committee chair 
is accepted and the docket(s) is(are) properly before the 
body.” 

If there is an objection, the clerk will conduct a roll 
call vote of the committee members to ascertain that a 
majority of the committee members support the call of the 
committee chair to remove the docket from committee for 
discussion and action by the full council. 

From time to time, the committee chair may issue an 
interim report to provide to the members information re- 
ceived regarding the topic or the status of a docket. This 
interim committee report does not recommend a final 
disposition of the docket, but provides information. The 
report will be treated as a communication from the com- 
mittee chair and added to the record. The docket remains 
in the assigned committee until final disposition. 

The chair of a committee may call a docket out of his 
or her committee at any time and ask that a vote be taken 
on a matter (“calling from the green sheets”), provided 
that when such a call is made and before the discussion of 
the item, the presiding officer will state: 

“Absent objection, the motion of the committee chair 
is accepted and the docket(s) is(are) properly before the 
body.” 

If there is an objection, the clerk will conduct a roll 
call vote of the committee members to ascertain that a 
majority of the committee members support the call of the 
committee chair to remove the docket from committee for 
discussion and action by the full council. 


Matters Placed on File at Year End 


Rule 25. The clerk shall place on file any council-spon- 
sored matter remaining in committee at the conclusion of 
the last meeting of the calendar year, including matters in- 
troduced and not voted upon at the last meeting of the cal- 
endar year. Sixty (60) day orders and mayoral filings shall 
be exempt from this rule. Items awaiting mayoral action, 
including unanswered 17F orders and Home Rule Peti- 
tions, that are more than two weeks old at the end of the 
municipal year will be removed from the green sheets. 


Voting 
Rule 26. In all votes the form of expression shall be 


“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be “Resolved” for everything expressing opin- 
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ions, principles, facts, or purposes. 
Summons of Members 


Rule 27. Upon request for a roll call vote, the presiding 
officer shall hold open the calling for a period of no lon- 
ger than five (5) minutes during which time the city mes- 
senger shall summon all members who are absent from 
the Iannella Council Chamber. The clerk shall call the 
names of the members in alphabetical order without in- 
terruption. Each member shall respond to his or her name 
when called by the clerk. No member shall be recorded 
after the name of the next member has been called in the 
prescribed manner, except by unanimous consent of all 
members present. 


Majority Vote 


Rule 28. Every member present when a question is put, 
unless he or she is excluded by interest, shall vote in the 
affirmative or negative or shall respond, “present,” unless 
the council has for special reason excused that member 
from voting. Unless otherwise provided, seven (7) mem- 
bers of the council shall constitute a majority vote at a 
meeting of the council. For a hearing of the council, a 
majority of members present and voting shall constitute 
a majority. 


Absence of Sponsoring Member 


Rule 29. In the event that the sponsoring member of 
any order, resolution, or other matter, except the contents 
of the consent agenda, is not present when the clerk reads 
the matter, the presiding officer shall instruct the clerk to 
withdraw the matter from consideration at that meeting. 
The clerk will automatically re-file the document as a part 
of the regular agenda for the next council meeting. 


Reconsideration 


Rule 30. Once a vote has been taken, any member may 
only move reconsideration of the vote at the same meet- 
ing. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
thirty minutes, and no member shall occupy more than 
five minutes. On a vote upon any subsidiary or incidental 
question, debate shall be limited to ten minutes, and no 
member shall occupy more than two minutes. 


Limits on Reconsideration 


Rule 31. When a motion to reconsider has been de- 
cided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsid- 
eration be had upon the following motions: 

1. To adjourn. 

2. The previous question. 

3. To lay on the table. 

4. To take from the table. 

5. To close debate at a specified time. 

A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in ei- 
ther case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Two- Thirds Majority Required and Second 
Readings 


Rule 32. All orders releasing rights, easements, or re- 
strictions on land, all orders for the sale of land, all appro- 
priations for the purchase of land, all loans, voted by the 
council shall require a vote of two-thirds (2/3) of all mem- 
bers of the council, and shall be passed only after two 
separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen 
(14) days after the first, except in cases in which a shorter 
period is authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order 
for any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and votes as was required for the pas- 
sage of the original order. All matters failing to receive a 
two-thirds (2/3) affirmative vote on the first vote shall be 


deemed to have been rejected without prejudice and re- 
moved from further consideration, unless reconsideration 
of the initial vote prevails. 


Adoption of Matters on Day Introduced 


Rule 33. No ordinance, substitution of an ordinance, 
order, or resolution may be adopted at the meeting at 
which it is submitted. This rule may only be suspended 
with unanimous consent. This rule applies only to mat- 
ters not previously filed for council consideration and 
assigned to committee, and any related amendments or 
substitutions and does not apply to reports of committee 
chairs. 


Committees 
Forty-Eight Hour Notice Required 


Rule 34. No meeting, working session, or hearing of 
any committee, except the committee on ways and means, 
in accord with the limitations of the state’s open meeting 
law, shall be called upon less than forty~eight (48) hours 
notice (exclusive of legal holidays and Sundays), unless 
otherwise allowed by the president in accord with the lim- 
itations of the state’s open meeting law, from the time the 
council staff shall have mailed or electronically transmit- 
ted the notices and invitation letters or dispatched them 
by special messenger; provided that meetings of the com- 
mittee of the whole may be held for a specific purpose(s) 
at the call of the president, at the completion of council 
business and prior to final adjournment of any meeting of 
the council without such notice. Only that specific item( 
s) for which a committee of the whole meeting, working 
session, or hearing has been called shall be in order at 
such meeting, working session, or hearing. 

Only a committee chair may schedule a meeting, work- 
ing session, or hearing or reserve time on the council’s 
calendar for a hearing to be scheduled. Notice of all 
scheduled meetings, hearings, working sessions shall be 
posted by the clerk indicating the date, time and place in 
accordance with the requirements of the open meeting 
law. In addition, the notice shall include the item(s) or 
subject(s) to be discussed. Written and electronic notice 
shall be delivered to each councilor and other interested 
parties by council staff. The chair and members of any 
committee shall speak and question witnesses for not 
more than ten minutes at a time. 

The conduct of members of the public at council meet- 
ings, and committee meetings, working sessions, and 
hearings, including those present to testify, shall be gov- 
erned by Rules 41, 42 and 43 and shall be enforced by the 
council staff assigned to the meeting, working session, or 
hearing. 

No committee unless authorized by an order of the 
council shall incur any expense, including, but not limited 
to, advertising and stenographic costs. Committee chairs 
requesting interpreter services will work with the staff 
director, recognizing there are budgetary limitations, to 
arrange for such services at the time the meeting, working 
session, or hearing is scheduled. No committee meeting, 
working session, or hearing, except the committee of the 
whole, the committee on rules and administration, and the 
committee on ways and means, shall be conducted on the 
day of any regular meeting of the council. No committee, 
except the committee of the whole, committee on ways 
and means or committee on rules and administration shall 
be allowed to schedule or conduct a meeting, working ses- 
sion, or hearing on the same day and time as a previously 
scheduled meeting of another committee. 

No committee will hold any hearing, working session, 
or meeting after the last regular council meeting of the 
municipal year. 


Committee Action 


Rule 35. Each item listed on the weekly agenda that is 
to be reported out of committee must be accompanied by 
a report. The committee chair shall draft the report with 
the assistance of central staff committee liaisons. Com- 
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mittee liaisons will be responsible for keeping minutes of 
committee hearings, working sessions, and meetings in 
accordance with open meeting and public records require- 
ments. All reports of the committee chair or the committee 
must contain the following information: docket number, 
title, date referred, sponsor, date(s) of hearings, date(s) 
of working sessions (where applicable), a discussion of 
the provisions of the legislation, summary of information 
received at the hearing, and in the case of amended or 
substituted language, a discussion of the changes and the 
impacts on the original legislation, and the rationale for 
the recommended action. 

The committee chair may issue an informational in- 
terim report as a communication to the council relaying 
information gleaned from committee hearings and the 
status of the issue. The interim report of the committee 
chair will not dispose of the docket. The original interim 
report and two copies shall be submitted to the clerk and 
seventeen copies (17) delivered to the city messenger. 


Working Sessions 


Rule 35A. Committee chairs may schedule working 
sessions for the purpose of revising legislation in commit- 
tee, reviewing a proposed committee report, or to discuss 
with the committee the content of the legislation. The 
chair may issue a report of the committee recommend- 
ing that the legislation be brought to the full council for 
consideration, provided that a quorum of the committee 
is present and a vote is taken in a public meeting, hearing 
or working session. The committee chair may schedule a 
working session under the requirements of the open meet- 
ing law and process established in Rule 34. The purpose 
of the working session will be to discuss and deliberate 
on proposed changes to the legislation before the commit- 
tee. The changes outlined at that working session would 
then be incorporated into the legislation, and included in 
the committee report regarding the legislation. More than 
one working session may be held on the same legislation 
and working sessions may be scheduled to review more 
than one piece of legislation at the same time. Subject to 
the will of the chair, working sessions may be scheduled 
to occur at times separate from the hearings, or directly 
afterward. Public participation and draft materials at 
working sessions shall be limited to councilors and chair 
invitees. 


Committee Appointment, Structure, and Role 


Rule 36. The president of the council shall appoint all 
standing committees, appoint all special committees, and 
fill any vacancy and designate the rank of the members of 
each committee. All standing committees shall consist of 
between three and nine members. 

The role of each committee shall be to provide a forum 
for in-depth review and analysis of all city departments, 
boards, and agencies, and to provide a means for residents 
to address their concerns with regard to services provided 
by the city. 

Committees shall focus upon: (1) public policy, (2) ef- 
ficiency of service delivery, and (3) cost containment, it 
being the goal of the city government to provide appro- 
priate services while ensuring that public monies, which 
derive from our citizenry, are appropriated wisely and 
cautiously. 

Committees of the Council 

There shall be the following committees: 


Committee on Arts, Film, Humanities, and Tourism, 
which shall concern itself with the encouragement of 
the arts and humanities, including cultural development, 
museums, performing arts, film and filmmaking, public 
art, art education, the support and funding of private art 
and cultural amenities, and opportunities to display and- 
lor present art works. The committee shall also concern 
itself with the promotion of visits by individuals and 
convention groups, development of programs where city 
agencies encourage tourism and best display city assets 
to visitors, and development of recommended legisla- 


tion andlor other actions to make the city a welcoming 
place for visitors. The committee shall exercise oversight 
with respect to the Boston Art Commission, Boston Arts 
Lottery Council, Boston Film Bureau, or its successors, 
Midtown Cultural District, and Office of Arts, Tourism, 
and Special Events. 


Committee on City and Neighborhood Services, 
which shall concern itself with the delivery of municipal 
services to the city’s residents and neighborhoods in or- 
der to promote improved service delivery and cost reduc- 
tions, including the activities of and provision of services 
to residents by communication, energy and water service 
providers. The committee shall also concern itself with 
the city’s programs for family~based initiatives. The com- 
mittee shall concern itself with the infrastructure that fa- 
cilitates wireless voice and data communications as well 
as the surface, air and water transportation policies of the 
city, including public transportation, operations at Logan 
International Airport, hackney and jitney licenses, traffic 
calming, highway connections, resident parking program, 
parking freeze, imposition of tolls, and the Central Artery/ 
Tunnel project, including surface restoration and corridor 
master planning, including the planning for the Rose Ken- 
nedy Greenway. The committee shall also concern itself 
with the various inspectional, regulatory, and licensing 
activities used to implement city transportation policies. 
The committee shall be responsible for monitoring issues 
arising from utility facilities and operations, and includ- 
ing facility siting, in order to ensure that consumers are 
provided with the most reliable service, at the lowest pos- 
sible cost, and that ratepayers’ rights are protected under 
federal, state and local regulations. The committee shall 
exercise oversight with respect to Inspectional Services 
Department, Library Department, Office of Neighbor- 
hood Services, Parks and Recreation Department, Public 
Works Department, Registry Division, the Edward Inger- 
soll Browne Fund and the George Robert White Fund, the 
Boston Water and Sewer Commission, the Office of Cable 
Communications, Central Artery Environmental Compli- 
ance Team, Office of the Parking Clerk, Public Improve- 
ment Commission, Public Works Department, and the 
Transportation Department. 


Committee on Economic Development and Planning, 
which shall concern itself with the physical and economic 
development of the city, including financing, planning, 
zoning, licensing, land use policy, labor and workforce 
development and the effects of development on the city. 
The committee shall exercise exclusive oversight with 
respect to all commercial, medical, research, educational 
and large scale residential development and building proj- 
ects, as well as historic preservation programs. The com- 
mittee shall work to ensure community participation in the 
development process, that residents and their institutional 
neighbors are both able to share in the city’s benefits, and 
that the delivery of financial services are accessible, non- 
discriminatory and promote both small and large busi- 
ness and development throughout all neighborhoods. The 
committee shall concern itself with policy issues affect- 
ing organized labor and members of public and private 
collective bargaining units, including wages and hours, 
standards and statistics, and occupational health and safe- 
ty, and the development employment opportunities and 
training programs. The committee shall exercise oversight 
with respect to the care, management, custody, and use of 
public lands and buildings, except parkland. The commit- 
tee shall exercise additional oversight with respect to the 
Back Streets Program, Boston Industrial Development 
Finance Authority, Boston Licensing Board, Boston Re- 
development Authority, Consumer Affairs and Licensing 
Department, Department of Neighborhood Development, 
Economic Development and Industrial Corporation, Em- 
powerment Zones, Inspectional Services Department, Li- 
censing Board, Office of Business Development, Public 
Facilities Commission, Property and Construction Man- 
agement Department, Zoning Board of Appeals, Zoning 
Commission, Back Bay Architectural Commission, Bea- 
con Hill Architectural Commission, Freedom Trail Com- 
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mission, and Landmarks Commission, Office of Labor 
Relations, Empowerment Zone Board, Back Streets Pro- 
gram, Office of Business Development, Boston Resident 
Jobs Policy, Boston Medical Center.. 


Committee on Education, which shall concern itself 
with the quality of educational services provided to all 
school-aged residents by the Boston Public Schools. The 
committee shall monitor educational policy, in particular 
special education, bilingual education, and technical edu- 
cation. The committee shall work to strengthen coopera- 
tion among city and state government, private enterprise, 
and institutions of higher learning, to provide students 
with the necessary education, training, and skills for fur- 
ther education and future career opportunities in the new 
economy. The Committee shall exercise oversight with 
respect to the Boston School Department. 


Committee on Environment and Health, which shall 
concern itself with environmental and public health is- 
sues of residents, including the impact of industry on 
quality of life. The committee shall concern itself with 
the natural resources of the city, issues of air, land, and 
water pollution, and open space conservation as well as 
recycling and other resource recovery efforts issues re- 
lated to waste disposal and land reclamation. The com- 
mittee shall provide a forum for residents to express their 
concerns about a variety of diseases and conditions, espe- 
cially those exacerbated by factors associated with urban 
living. The committee shall have oversight of the Boston 
Public Health Commission, Neighborhood & Community 
Health Centers, the Air Pollution Control Commission, 
Boston Conservation Commission, and the Environment 
Department. 


Committee on Government Operations, which shall 
concern itself with the organization and structure of city 
government, including departmental fees and charges. 
The committee shall have referred to it all proposed or- 
dinances and special laws affecting the structure, duties 
and responsibilities of city departments, agencies and 
commissions. The committee shall also concern itself 
with the review of the city’s policy regarding residency 
for city employees. The committee shall concern itself 
with encouraging cooperation between the city and other 
levels of government to reduce duplicative programs, co- 
ordinate efforts to provide services, and present the coun- 
cil’s views on matters that have a direct bearing on the 
council’s business. In scheduling hearings and working 
sessions, the committee will coordinate with the chair of 
the committee whose jurisdiction covers the policy area 
discussed in the ordinance or special law . The committee 
shall exercise oversight with respect to the Boston Retire- 
ment Board, City Clerk, Election Department, Execution 
of Courts, Graphic Arts Department, Health Benefits 
and Insurance Program, Human Resources Department, 
Law Department, Management Information Services, 
Medicare Payments, Office of the mayor (except those 
components assigned to other committees), Pensions and 
Annuities, Purchasing Division, Residency Compliance 
Commission, and Workers Compensation Program, Of- 
fice of Intergovernmental Relations. 


Committee on Housing, which shall concern itself 
with public policy involving the preservation, creation, 
and rehabilitation of housing in the city, including public 
housing programs. The committee is charged with evalu- 
ation of policies and programs of the city to ensure an 
adequate supply of affordable housing to advocate toward 
the goal of safe, decent, and affordable housing for all res- 
idents in the city. The committee shall exercise oversight 
with respect to the Department of Neighborhood Devel- 
opment, the Fair Housing Commission, Boston Housing 
Authority, and the Rental Housing Resource Center. 


Committee on Human Rights and Services, which 
shall concern itself with promoting equal and fair access 
to public and private services and facilities for all resi- 
dents, regardless of race, color, national origin, national 


ancestry, creed, sex, sexual orientation or expression, age 
or disability. The committee shall also ensure that find- 
ings may be determined with respect to compliance with 
the Boston Residents Jobs Policy program. The commit- 
tee shall also concern itself with programs and services 
designed to improve the quality of life for residents, in- 
cluding veterans, the elderly, new Bostonians and hunger 
and homelessness. The committee shall concern itself 
with building partnerships with immigrant communities. 
The committee shall exercise oversight with respect to the 
Boston Employment Commission, Commission for Per- 
sons with Disabilities, Fair Housing Commission, Human 
Rights Commission, Boston Redevelopment Authority 
Contract Compliance Office, Small and Local Business 
Enterprise Office, Office of Boston Residents Job Policy, 
Office of Civil Rights, Women’s Commission, Veterans’ 
Services Department, the Veterans’ Graves Division of 
the Parks Department, Commission on Affairs ofthe El- 
derly, Emergency Shelter Commission, and the Office of 
New Bostonians .. 


Committee on Post Audit and Oversight, which shall 
concern itself with evaluating the efficiency and effective- 
ness of city operations and programs, and administrative 
compliance with legislative intent, including administra- 
tive regulations of departments, agencies, and programs. 
The committee shall select areas for review, establish 
goals and objectives, collect and analyze data, and report 
to the council with recommendations, including possible 
legislative and programmatic changes based on its review 
and analysis. The committee shall exercise oversight with 
respect to the Auditing Department and the Boston Fi- 
nance Commission. 


Committee on Public Safety, which shall concern itself 
with the adequate delivery of police and fire protection 
to all neighborhoods. The committee shall also concern 
itself with evaluating, encouraging, and facilitating ex- 
isting resident-driven efforts to prevent crime, including 
arson, vandalism, domestic violence, hate crimes, home 
invasion, rape and crimes against women. The commit- 
tee shall also be concerned with all matters related to 
homeland security and efforts to protect residents against 
terrorism in any form. The committee shall exercise over- 
sight with respect to the Boston Fire Department, Boston 
Police Department, Office of Emergency Preparedness, 
Emergency Medical Services, Emergency Storm Center, 
Public Safety Commission, Safe Neighborhood Initiative, 
Suffolk County Jail, Suffolk County House of Correction, 
anti-crime efforts financed by state and federal govern- 
ment sources, and county correctional matters. 


Committee on Rules and Administration, which shall 
concern itself with the rules and administrative functions 
of the council. The committee shall meet to discuss mat- 
ters in accordance with M.G.L. c. 39, s. 23B (the state 
Open Meeting Law) and other issues internal to city 
council operations. The clerk, as clerk of the council, 
shall participate in committee meetings convened to ad- 
dress related rules or parliamentary issues at the request 
of the chair. 


Committee on Ways and Means, which shall exercise 
general oversight with respect to city revenues and ex- 
penditures and all other component units that comprise 
the government entity, as defined by the Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board. The committee may report 
to the council the cost of implementation of any order, 
ordinance, program, or other initiative pending before the 
body, and shall make such report whenever requested by 
another committee or directed to do so by the council. The 
committee shall have referred to it all matters concerning 
appropriations, the city budget, expenditures and loans. 
The committee shall review city policies and actions in- 
volving the purchase of financial services, deposits, bor- 
rowing, and investment. The committee shall concern 
itself with issues related to all city owned or leased facili- 
ties. The committee shall exercise oversight with respect 
to the Assessing Department, Auditing Department, the 
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Office of Budget Management, and the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 


Committee of the Whole, which shall concern itself 
with any litigation involving the council and all other 
matters referred to it. 


Committee on Youth Affairs, which shall concern it- 
self with youth issues. The committee shall work to en- 
courage non-profit youth agencies to work with the city 
to help youth develop into productive and healthy adults. 
The committee shall concern itself with issues related to 
youth, including but not limited to substance abuse, sum- 
mer jobs, youth activities, volunteerism, and the rise in 
gang and youth crime. The committee shall have oversight 
with respect to the Boston Centers for Youth & Families, 
Boston Youth Fund, Neighborhood & Community Health 
Centers, and the Boston Public Health Commission (pe- 
diatric and adolescent issues). 


Special Committee on a Livable Boston, which shall 
concern itself with the impact of the recession on Bos- 
tonians and Boston’s ability to attract and retain people 
from all walks oflife who will call Boston home for a 
lifetime. 


Presidential Committee on Council Centennial, 
which shall concern itself with research on the history 
of the City Council from 1910 until present and the de- 
velopment of programming to promote and celebrate the 
activities and accomplishments on the occasion of its cen- 
tennial year in 2009. The committee shall also report on 
the council’s historical structure and operations and, by 
comparison with other major cities, make recommenda- 
tions for a stronger and more effective body. 


Council Accolades and Remembrances 


Rule 37. The council, or any committee thereof, shall 
have the honor of recognizing persons, groups, and events 
of significant importance to the City of Boston. Any 
councilor wishing to honor such individuals or groups 
at the start of a council meeting shall notify the office 
of the council president in writing by four o’clock PM 
- one business day before the meeting. Three accolades 
will be allowed per meeting and each accolade should not 
exceed five minutes. Said notification shall include the 
names of the individuals or groups and the reason they 
are being honored. The council president, at the request 
of any councilor, shall ask the council to recognize and 
acknowledge a special guest or group of guests seated in 
the Council gallery. 

Directly before the conclusion of a scheduled council 
meeting, councilors may request that the council adjourn 
in memory of persons with importance to the City of 
Boston. Any councilor wishing to do so shall notify the 
office of the council president in writing the morning of 
the meeting. The councilor shall provide the name, with 
correct spelling and pronunciation where appropriate, and 
reason for adjournment. 


Conduct in City Council 


Rule 38. Every member about to speak shall signal the 
chair by electronic means provided and then wait until 
recognized by the chair. No member shall be recognized 
when seated or away from his or her desk. In speaking, 
members shall refrain from mentioning other members 
by name, and shall refer to other members as either the 
councilor from district (cite district number), or the at- 
large councilor from (neighborhood of residence) or as 
the chair of a particular committee, and shall confme 
themselves to the question, shall not use unbecoming, 
abusive, or non-parliamentary language and shall avoid 
personalities. Any member who, in debate or otherwise, 
indulges in personalities or makes charges reflecting upon 
the character of another member, shall make an apology 
in open session at the meeting at which the offense was 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting. If 


the member fails to apologize, the president shall hold the 
member in contempt and suspend the member from fur- 
ther participation in debate and statement until an apology 
is made. 


Order of and Time Limit on Speaking 


Rule 39. No member shall speak more than once on 
a question when another member who has not spoken 
claims the floor and no member speaking shall, without 
consenting, be interrupted by another, except on a point 
of order. A member may speak upon a matter for no more 
than ten minutes, except as further limited by the provi- 
sions of this rule. A member who has not spoken on a 
matter shall have priority and recognition by the chair 
whenever said member shall rise. 

Remarks by councilors at the time a petition, order, or 
resolution has been admitted, and assigned to a commit- 
tee for review shall be limited to three minutes for the 
sponsor and two minutes for any other councilor. The 
appropriate time for questioning and debate is at public 
hearings and working sessions. 

The clerk shall inform the president whenever a mem- 
ber has spoken longer than the allotted time under the 
prescribed time limits. 


Conduct of Councilors - Generally 


Rule 40. The Ethics Commission of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts enforces Chapter 268A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws -- The Conflict of Interest 
Law. The Conflict of Interest Law regulates the conduct 
of all councilors as municipal public officials and governs 
the conduct of municipal public officials. All councilors 
shall review and fully comply with each of the law’s pro- 
visions. The clerk shall distribute a copy of said law at 
the start of each municipal year. At the beginning of each 
year, the council president shall arrange for trainings on 
conflict of interest laws, the open meeting law, and other 
topics as appropriate. 

Rule 40A. Pursuant to the city charter and in accor- 
dance with the open meeting law, the council president 
may refer a matter to the council upon his/her determina- 
tion that any member has engaged in conduct unbecoming 
a member of the Boston City Councilor may be unquali- 
fied to sit on the body. A member may be unqualified by 
violating federal or state law, or any conditions imposed 
by the city’s charter, which includes violating any provi- 
sions of the three oaths of office. 

The council president shall automatically refer a mat- 
ter to the council upon a felony conviction of any member 
by any state or federal court. 

Any action by the council taken in response to any 
referral shall require a two-thirds (2/3) majority roll call 
vote and will be in accordance with local, state and fed- 
eral law. 


Members of the Public on Council Floor 


Rule 41. No person except a member of the council at 
any time shall be permitted to occupy a seat in the Ian- 
nella council chamber or the seats designated for coun- 
cilors at any city council hearing location of any member 
of the council. The city messenger shall strictly enforce 
this rule. 


Use of Handheld Electronic Devices 


Rule 42. Electronic devices, including cell phones, 
pagers, and PDAs must be turned off or put in silent mode 
upon entering the Iannella chamber or any city council 
hearing location, and any person violating this rule shall 
be asked to leave the chamber by the city messenger. 
Some devices interfere with the council audio system. 


Staff on Council Floor 


Rule 43. No person, except the staff of the clerk or 
council staff shall be allowed upon the council floor of 
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the Iannella council chamber, the witness podium (micro- 
phone), or the doorways of the anteroom unless invited 
by the presiding officer. No person shall be permitted 
to speak, testify or otherwise participate in any council 
meeting, hearing, or working session unless permitted to 
do so by the presiding officer or committee chair. Autho- 
rized staff members shall be allowed on the floor of the 
council only to directly communicate with a councilor 
or the clerk and should not remain on the floor. At other 
times, council staff should take seat in the gallery or stand 
in the gallery. Members of the public are welcome in the 
gallery of the Iannella Council Chamber when the council 
is in session, but no one will be admitted to the gallery 
after all seats are occupied. Members of the public are 
welcome into other city council hearing locations, but no 
one will be admitted unless seats or proper standing room 
exists in the interest of public safety. No demonstration of 
approval or disapproval from members of the public will 
be permitted (including, but not limited to signs, placards, 
banners, cheering, clapping, booing, etc.) and if such 
demonstrations are made, the gallery or public seating 
area will be cleared. The city messenger or council staff 
assigned to the hearing shall strictly enforce this rule. Any 
person, upon entering a council meeting or hearing for 
the purpose of viewing or testifying grants permission to 
the city council to record and televise their presence and 
testimony. 


Members of the Press on Council Floor 


Rule 44. Members of the press in attendance shall re- 
frain from discussion within the Iannella Council Cham- 
ber with councilor members during a council meeting. No 
member of the press shall be allowed on the council floor 
without the consent of the presiding officer. The city mes- 
senger shall strictly enforce this rule. 


Lobbying Activities 


Rule 45. No person, who for compensation or reward 
acts to promote, oppose, or influence a matter pending 
before the council, shall be admitted at any time to the 
lannella council chamber or anterooms unless said person 
has registered with the clerk stating the nature of his or 
her business. The clerk shall distribute a complete listing 
of individuals registered under this rule on the first day 
of the municipal year and on the first day of July to each 
councilor. 


Further Rules, Amendment, and Suspension 


Rule 46. Unless inconsistent with any provision of 
these rules, the proceedings of the council shall be gov- 
erned by Robert’s Rules of Order, current edition. 


Suspension of Rules 


Rule 47. With the exception of Rule 5, all portions of 
the council rules that require compliance with the open 
meeting law, and portions of the rules mandated by city 
charter, which may not be suspended, and Rules 12,33 
and 35, which may be suspended only by a unanimous 
roll call, the foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, 
suspended, or repealed at any time, except by a vote of 
two-thirds (2/3) of all members of the council. Provided, 
however, that Rule 12 may be suspended only in the case 
of an order, ordinance, vote, committee report, or other 
measure submitted by the mayor or by a councilor calling 
for action by the council that is of any emergency nature, 
namely that which imposes an imminent threat to the 
peace, health, or safety of the people or their property. 


Adoption of Rules 


Rule 48. The Rules of the City Council shall be ad- 
opted by a majority roll call vote no later than the first 
regular meeting of February of each year. 

The order was passed unanimously under the sus- 
pension of the rules. 


RESOLUTION ASKING GOVERNOR PATRICK TO 
INCLUDE REBUILDING OF BOSTON RETAIN- 
ING WALLS IN MASSACHUSETTS STIMULUS 
PACKAGE (DOCKET NO. 0165) 


On motion of President ROSS, Docket No. 0165 was 
taken out of order. 
Councilor TURNER offered the following: 


WHEREAS: throughout the City of Boston there are 
retaining walls that were built by the City over a hundred 
years ago as part of Boston’s development; and 

WHEREAS: in many of these cases, the City required 
that the owners of the land on which the retaining walls 
were built sign agreements that they would maintain the 
walls in perpetuity; and 

WHEREAS: today many of the walls are in disrepair 
and beginning to crumble while the owners of the land 
on which they were built are not in a financial position to 
repair or rebuild the walls; and 

WHEREAS: the lack of resources to repair the walls is 
creating a public safety problem throughout our city; and 

WHEREAS: new Presidential Administration urging 
passage of a major economic stimulus package including 
billions of dollars to be spent on infrastructure; and 

WHEREAS: Governor Patrick is now preparing his 
plan for the spending of Massachusetts share of these re- 
sources; and 

WHEREAS: these resources present an opportunity to 
solve a significant public safety problem in many Boston 
neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS: the Boston City Council asks Governor 
Patrick to include within his plan for use of Massachu- 
setts share of the federal infrastructure dollars; and 

WHEREAS: the City of Boston should identify retain- 
ing walls throughout the City, assess conditions, and proj- 
ect a cost for repair. Therefore Be It 

RESOLVED: that the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing this matter. 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighbor- 
hood Services. 


RESOLUTION RE: MONEY FOR SCHOOL REPAIRS 
IN FEDERAL STIMULUS PACKAGE (DOCKET 
NO. 0164) 


On motion of President ROSS, Docket No. 0164 was 
taken out of order. 

Councilors TURNER, FLAHERTY, YOON and 
YANCEY offered following: 

WHEREAS: the January 13, 2009 edition of Change. 
gov: The Obama-Biden Transition Team Report states 
that their stimulus package includes $25 billion for the 
repair of roads, schools, and bridges; and 

WHEREAS: in 1998 the Congressional Budget Of- 
fice reported that it would cost $112 billion to make the 
necessary repairs to the infrastructure of American public 
schools; and 

WHEREAS: the American Federation of Teachers re- 
ports that the cost for such repairs would be $255 billion 
dollars today; and 

WHEREAS: the National Education Alliance reports 
that the cost would now be $360 billion; and 

WHEREAS: it is estimated that necessary repairs for 
Boston public school buildings would be in the range of 
$200 million; and 

WHEREAS: it is essential for the country to use this 
opportunity to put our public schools into good repair; 
and 

WHEREAS: the Boston City Council urges the Mas- 
sachusetts Congressional Delegation to request that the 
Obama administration put into this year’s stimulus pack- 
age $75 billion for school repair with a similar amount to 
be requested for each of three following years.

WITH INDIVIDUALS WITH AUTISM SPEC- 
TRUM DISORDERS (DOCKET NO. 0155) 


Councilors CONNOLLY, CONSALVO, FEENEY, 
MURPHY, TOBIN, CIOMMO AND ROSS offered the 
following: 

WHEREAS, Autism spectrum disorders (ASDs), a 
group of disorders which include autistic disorder and 
Asperger syndrome, are developmental disabilities that 
cause substantial impairments in social interaction affect- 
ing a person’s ability to communicate and interact with 
others; 

WHEREAS, ASDs are on the rise nationally; and the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) re- 
cently found that approximately one in every 150 chil- 
dren in the United States is diagnosed with an ASD; and 
the CDC estimates that up to 560,000 individuals between 
the ages of 0 and 21 have an ASD; and ASDs are found in 
all racial, ethnic, and socioeconomic groups and are four 
times more likely to occur in boys than in girls; 

WHEREAS, the number of children ages 6 to 17 years 
classified as having ASD in public special education pro- 
grams increased from 22,664 to 211,610 between 1994 
and 2006; and the number of Massachusetts schoolchil- 
dren having an ASD in public schools has nearly doubled 
to 7,521 students in the last five years; 

WHEREAS, the Boston Public Schools provided the 
Boston City Council with data during the Fiscal Year 2009 
budget hearings showing that the number of students with 
ASD enrolled in BPS has quadrupled in the past decade; 

WHEREAS, there is no single course of treatment for 
a child with an ASD; and treating a child with ASD is a 
large effort often requiring medical, behavioral, and edu- 
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cational services and the help of many professionals and 
non-professionals; 

WHEREAS, early diagnosis is key to maximizing the 
benefits of existing therapies and treatment plans; 

WHEREAS, the parents, guardians, and families of 
individuals with ASD face numerous challenges in ob- 
taining support services for both the family member with 
ASD as well as for all family members.

WHEREAS, Rising gasoline costs and the dire en- 
vironmental problems affecting our world and our city 
make greater investment in sustainable transportation op- 
tions like a bike-share program a necessity for Boston’s 
future.

TRUANCY INTERVENTION PROGRAM FO- 
CUSING ON PARENTAL ACCOUNTABILITY 
AND FAMILY ENGAGEMENT (DOCKET NO. 
0157) 


Councilors CONNOLLY, FEENEY, CONSALVO, 
MURPHY, CIOMMO, ROSS and FLAHERTY offered 
the following: 

WHEREAS, Chronic truancy is a communitywide 


issue adversely impacting the educational, social, and 

psychological development of children of all ages and all 

walks of life living in every neighborhood of the City of 

oe ranging from kindergartners to high school stu- 
ents; 

WHEREAS, There is no single cause of truancy and it 
stems from any number of serious issues affecting both 
the truant and their surrounding family; 

WHEREAS, Chronic truancy is a leading indicator of 
a student’s likelihood of dropping out of school, which 
in turn, has profound economic and social consequences. 
According to a recent study by the Boston Private Indus- 
try Council, school dropouts are much more likely to live 
in poverty, to be incarcerated, to receive public assistance, 
to become single parents, and to develop physical and 
mental health problems, and are much less likely to work, 
to earn median wages, or to have health insurance; 

WHEREAS, According to the U.S. Department of Ed- 
ucation, truant students are likely to be involved in drug 
abuse and threats to school safety; 

WHEREAS, Utilizing all resources is essential to re- 
ducing the obstacles that lead to truancy; 

WHEREAS, Massachusetts law requires every child to 
attend school until the age of 16. Each district may have 
their own policy, but a school may not excuse more than 
seven days or 14 half days within a six month period. 
Although the current procedures allow for some direct 
accountability and interaction with parents, this action is 
infrequently utilized, and the ability to proactively engage 
parents is typically not pursued unless excessive neglect 
issues are present; 

WHEREAS, Waterbury, Connecticut is expanding a 
program that requires parents of truant children to appear 
before probate judges when their children have more than 
18 unexcused absences. This pilot program began in 2007 
at two elementary schools and resulted in a dramatic tru- 
ancy reduction. During the first year of the pilot program, 
parents of 87 children appeared in court, and their total 
number of unexcused absences dropped from 1,072 be- 
fore the program began to just 87 absences through the 
remainder of the school year. Judges could order a child, 
parent, guardian, or family to participate in various pro- 
grams including parenting classes, counseling, drug and 
alcohol treatment, anger management, afterschool pro- 
grams and extra tutoring; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council recognizes that 
truancy is a complex issue that requires innovative ap- 
proaches, and the City and other partners in government 
should establish an intervention based multi-service ap- 
proach which focuses on parental accountability and fam- 
ily engagement. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the ap- 
propriate committee of the Boston City Council hold a 
hearing to establish how best to implement a comprehen- 
sive truancy strategy that requires the parent, parents, or 
guardian of chronically truant students to appear at a ju- 
dicially noticed court hearing to address to causes of such 
truancy and to receive any needed services for the child, 
parent, guardian, or family as a whole including parent- 
ing classes, counseling, drug and alcohol treatment, anger 
management, afterschool programs and extra tutoring. 
Representatives from the Boston Public School Depart- 
ment, Massachusetts Juvenile Court, Massachusetts Pro- 
bate & Family Court, Boston Municipal Court and other 
interested parties shall be invited to attend.

(DOCKET NO. 0208) 


Councilors CONSALVO, FLAHERTY, LAMATIINA, 
LINEHAN, MURPHY, TURNER, CIOMMO, FEENEY 
and CONNOLLY offered the following; 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING 
SALVIA DIVINORUM 


WHEREAS, The Commonwealth’s Controlled Sub- 
stances Act classifies several harmful drugs, such as hal- 
lucinogens like LSD, as controlled substances and im- 
poses imprisonment and/or jail time for violating the Act. 
Unfortunately, these efforts to curb illegal drug use aren’t 
keeping up with the rapid increase of new drugs not previ- 
ously available to the public; and 

WHEREAS, One newly emerging drug in the US. 
named Salvia Divinorum, referred to as Salvia, is in- 
creasing in use and remains unregulated by the federal 
and state government. Salvia is an inexpensive and easy 
to obtain herb that when smoked or chewed has strong 
hallucinogenic effects. According to a report by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services abuse of the 
herb can result in feelings of detachment, distortions 
in time and perception, elevated body temperature and 
blood pressure, mood swings, psychotic-like effects, and 
seizures; and 

WHEREAS, Youths learn of the hallucinogen via in- 
ternet promotions and can easily order it online. Adoles- 
cents are even posting “how to” videos on websites like 
“You Tube” that teach others where to buy Salvia and how 
to abuse it; and 

WHEREAS, The drug continues to gain popularity and 
is becoming an increasing threat to our communities, es- 
pecially our youth that are often tempted by this legal, yet 
dangerous substance; and 

WHEREAS, Representative Viriato Manuel deMacedo 
filed a bill in the last state legislative session that would 
have regulated Salvia. In 2008 the Boston City Council’s 
Committee on Environment & Health held a hearing to 
discuss a Resolution urging the General Court to pass the 
bill. The Council passed the resolution, but unfortunately 
the state bill didn’t pass. Representative deMacedo is 
filing the bill again in the new state session, but Boston 
needs to take action now; and 

WHEREAS, Several states, including Louisiana, Dela- 
ware, Missouri, Tennessee, Oklahoma, Maine, North Da- 
kota, and Illinois have laws regulating Salvia. Since the 
original filing of the resolution in 2008, Mississippi, Suf- 
folk County New York, Virginia, California, Kansas and 
Florida have all regulated Salvia Divinorum. Boston has 


a duty to ensure the general health and protection of our 
citizenry by regulating this dangerous substance; NOW, 
THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 

CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by appending 
the following: 


16-52 Prohibition Against Salvia Divinorum 

a. Sale Prohibited. No person shall sell, offer for sale 
or posses Salvia Divinorum or Salvinorin A within the 
City of Boston. 

b. Exception. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to any drug product approved by the United States 
Food and Drug Administration that contains Salvia Divi- 
norum or Salvinorin A. 

c. Fines. A violation of these sections shall be punished 
by a fine in the amount of three hundred dollars and no 
cents ($300.00). 

d. Enforcement. The Boston Police Department shall 
have the authority to enforce these provisions and shall 
have the authority to promulgate rules and regulations 
necessary to implement and enforce these sections. 

e. Effective Date. The provisions of these sections shall 
be effective immediately upon passage. 

f. Severability. The provisions of this section shall be 
severable and if any section, part, or portion hereof shall 
be held invalid for any purpose by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, the decision of such court shall not affect or 
impair any remaining section, part or portion thereof.

WHEREAS: Clear Channel Outdoor plans to convert 
to improved, environmentally—friendly billboard poster 
that will hold up better to inclement weather and will not

WHEREAS, The City of Boston enters into agree- 
ments regarding Payments in Lieu of Taxes (PILOT) with 
many institutions qualifying as tax-exempt; and 

WHEREAS, The PILOT payments are determined on 
a case-by-case basis; and 

WHEREAS, Transparency and consistency in gov- 
ernment will be enhanced by an articulation of a fixed 
formula for the generation of a minimum amount for a 
PILOT payment. NOW THEREFORE, 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVIII is hereby amended by inserting 
the following section after CBC 18-1.16(20) and re-num- 
bering the remaining sub-sections: 


CBC 18-1.16(21) Payments in Lieu of Taxes. 

In an effort to preserve and promote transparency and 
consistency in government, for any agreement between 
the City of Boston and tax-exempt organizations, includ- 
ing but not limited to educational institutions that includes 
provisions for Payments in Lieu of Taxes (PILOTs), such 
PILOT payments shall be calculated to set a minimum 
amount for such PILOT as follows: 


(a) the Assessor for the City of Boston shall gener- 
ate an assessed value for all of the buildings and lands 
owned by the institution/organization entering into the 
PILOT agreement and exempt from property taxation as 
residential real estate and shall update and shall continu- 
ously update and revise the ownership and/or use of such 
buildings and lands to capture changes in ownership and/ 
or use; 

(b) the Assessor for the City of Boston shall multiply 
the amount in subsection (a) by the commercial real estate 
tax multiplier for the relevant Fiscal Year; 

(c) the Assessor for the City of Boston shall multiply 
the amount derived in subsection (b) by twenty-five per- 
cent (25%); 

(d) the amount derived in subsection (c) shall be the 
minimum amount for any payments under PILOTs. 


Section 2. 
CBC Chapter VIII is hereby amended by appending 
the following section. 


CBC 8-11 Payments in Lieu of Taxes. 

In an effort to evaluate the scope and effectiveness of 
the programs involving agreements to make Payments 
in Lieu of Taxes (PILOTs) as referenced in CBC 18- 
1.16(21), the Treasurer-Collector of the City of Boston 
shall annually prepare a report detailing all of the PILOTs 
in the City of Boston. The report shall include all activity, 
obligations, and payments made for the fiscal year (July 1 
through June 30). The report shall be filed with the Bos- 
ton City Council by filing it with the Clerk of the City of 
Boston no later than October 1 of each calendar year, and 
the Clerk shall include the report on the agenda for the 
next regular meeting of the Boston City Council. 

The report shall include but not be limited to: 

(a) a summary including the number of active PILOTs, 
the number of institutions/organizations that are subject 
to an active PILOT, the aggregate sum of all monetary 
payments scheduled to be made, and the aggregate sum 
of all monetary payments actually made; 

(b) for each and every active PILOT, the name of the 
institution/organization, the address of the institution/or- 
ganization, and the names of the signatories; 

(c) for each and every active PILOT, a summary of 
the non-monetary payment terms of the agreement and a 
summary of the monetary terms of the agreement; 

(d) an overall assessment of the PILOT agreements in- 
cluding a brief description of improvements made to the 
program and plans for future improvements. 


Section 3. 

If any provision of these sections shall be held to be 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
provision shall be considered separately and apart from 
the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full force 
and effect.

WHEREAS, The green economy is growing within 
Boston and the nation as a whole. A recent report by Bos- 
ton-based economic research firm, Global Insight, and the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors revealed that in 2006 there 
were about 750,000 green jobs and millions more will be 
developed over the next few decades. President Obama 
has stated a goal of creating at least five million “green 
collar” jobs and such jobs require an environmentally- 
focused skills set; 

WHEREAS, A “green collar” job is a paid position 
that delivers environmentally friendly products or ser- 
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vices. Examples might include installing solar panels, 
designing and constructing energy-efficient buildings, as- 
sembling hybrid vehicles, weatherizing homes or doing 
many lab or field-based research jobs. The opportunity to 
train Boston’s youth to be competitive in this growing job 
market and to create a more responsible citizen who is en- 
vironmentally literate and practices sustainability in their 
communities should not be missed; 

WHEREAS, An innovative public school that is open 
to all Boston students and that has a rigorous math, sci- 
ence, and trades curriculum will prepare students to com- 
petitively enter every part of the growing green economy 
and/or continue on to higher education; 

WHEREAS, An environmental science academy that 
also promotes environmental responsibility to students at 
a young age will help ensure that each student becomes an 
ecologically responsible, contributing citizen, which will 
help to make Boston a greener and healthier city; 

WHEREAS, A public school that is a model of green 
building standards is not only fiscally responsible, but will 
serve as an example to the City of Boston as a whole; 

WHEREAS, It should be our collective goal to make 
Boston the greenest, most environmentally friendly city 
in the world; 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to establish how best to develop an environmental science 
public school with an environmentally focused math, sci- 
ence, and trades curriculum. Representatives from the 
Boston Public School Department and other interested 
parties shall be invited to attend.

CARBON NEUTRAL NEIGHBORHOOD PILOT 
PROGRAM (DOCKET NO. 0215)

WHEREAS, Greenhouse gases, such as Carbon Di- 
oxide, are gases that trap heat in the Earth’s atmosphere 
by absorbing and re-emitting solar radiation. A buildup 
of these gases is causing the Earth’s climate to change, a 
phenomenon known as global warming. The increase in 
the Earth’s temperature will cause sea levels to rise and 
extreme weather events, which are of particular concern 
to the residents of Boston, a coastal city; 

WHEREAS, Our actions as a society are dramatically 
increasing the GHG (greenhouse gas) levels in the atmo- 
sphere; 

WHEREAS, Being carbon neutral refers to achiev- 
ing net zero carbon emissions by balancing a measured 
amount of released carbon with an equivalent amount se- 
questered or offset; 

WHEREAS, Reduction practices include reducing and/ 
or avoiding carbon emissions and implementing methods 
of offsetting unavoidable emissions; 

WHEREAS, Creation of a carbon neutral neighbor- 
hood pilot program will help Bostonians take responsibil- 
ity for their environmental impact and encourage others 
to make positive changes in their homes and habits; 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to discuss development of a carbon neutral neighborhood 
pilot program in Boston.

AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING REPORTING OF 
CERTAIN FINANCIAL SUBSIDIES 


WHEREAS, All municipalities, including the City of 
Boston, are facing an economic crisis. More than ever it 
is essential to ensure that all our resources and available 
funding are utilized responsibly; and 

WHEREAS, The City’s businesses are also struggling 
and Boston is able to help in certain circumstances by 
offering property tax incentives and other funding pro- 
grams, such as business loans or grants; and 

WHEREAS, The City’s various funding programs, of- 
ten in conjunction with the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority, are vital to encouraging economic development. 
However, this money must be responsibly administered 
and citizens have a right to easily accessible information 
concerning the disbursement of these funds; and 

WHEREAS, Consolidating funding and tax incentives 
afforded businesses into a comprehensive format read- 
ily available online will engage Bostonians and help our 
community understand the benefits of these programs 
while ensuring fiscal responsibility during these tough 
economic times; NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter VI, section 6-2.2 is hereby amended by 
appending the following:- “The Commissioner of As- 
sessing shall prepare a list of all of the City’s current tax 
agreements with an entity, such as tax increment finance 
agreements, and tax exemptions granted to an entity, such 
as those granted pursuant M.G.L. c. 121A. The list shall 
contain the entity’s name, the physical address of the en- 
tity’s principal place of business and the dollar amount 
of the credit or exemption for the current fiscal year. The 
Commissioner of Assessing shall make this list electroni- 
cally available on the City’s website.” 


Section 2. 

That the City of Boston Code be amended by adding 
the following new section:- 

“Reporting of City Funding Initiatives. 

The City’s Office of Business Development shall pre- 
pare a list of all entities currently receiving funding in the 
form of a loan, grant or bond, including bonds issued by 
the Boston Industrial Development Financing Authority, 
from the City of Boston and/or the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority (BRA). The list shall contain the entity’s 
name, the physical address physical address of the entity’s 
principal place of business, the type of funding received 
or program under which funding is granted and the dollar 
amount of the funding. This section shall not apply to any 
funding less than twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). 
The City’s Office of Business Development shall make 
this list and copies of all relevant written agreements with 
entities receiving funding electronically available on the 
City’s website.”

ORDINANCE FOR MANDATORY USE OF (GPS) 
GLOBAL POSITIONING SYSTEM TECHNOL- 
OGY ON ALL EMERGENCY VEHICLES EM- 
PLOYED BY CITY (DOCKET NO. 0217) 


Councilor YANCEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Global Positioning System (GPS) tech- 
nology is used by many police, fire and emergency medi- 
cal services throughout the world to determine which 
emergency vehicles are nearest to emergencies and to 
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identify the shortest routes to destinations; and 

WHEREAS: Early response time for the delivery of 
cardio pulmonary resuscitation (CPR) and defibrillation 
(external electric shock) is imperative for survival of a 
cardiac arrest victim whose brain cells and heart muscles 
will begin to die after four to six minutes without a pulse 
or respiration; and 

WHEREAS: The likelihood of successful resuscitation 
decreases by approximately ten percent with each minute 
following the onset of sudden cardiac arrest; thus, the sur- 
vival rate of a cardiac arrest victim drops to virtually zero 
if defibrillation is delayed for more than ten minutes; and 

WHEREAS: The London Ambulance Service reduced 
its response time by a critical two minutes after imple- 
menting GPS technology; and 

WHEREAS: The American Heart Association esti- 
mates that as many as 100,000 deaths could be prevented 
each year through early response time; and 

WHEREAS: Minnesota; Southeast Michigan; Denver, 
Colorado; and Palm Beach County, Florida have imple- 
mented GPS technology; and 

WHEREAS: Boston EMS has GPS Technology avail- 
able but only uses it during certain events; and 

WHEREAS: The use of GPS technology by Emergen- 
cy Medical Services in the City of Boston would provide 
faster response time and save lives and reduce disabilities 
from injuries and insure that all residents in the City of 
Boston receive rapid medical response whenever they en- 
counter an emergency; Therefore 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as fol- 
lows: 

CBC Chapter XI is hereby amended by appending the 
following: - 

11-11 USE OF GPS TECHNOLOGY FOR EMER- 
GENCY MEDICAL SERVICES 


11-11.1 Definitions 

When used in this section the following term shall, un- 
less the context clearly requires otherwise, have the fol- 
lowing meaning: 

Emergency vehicle means any vehicle that responds to 
911 emergency calls in the City of Boston. It does include 
any vehicles owned or operated by the Commonwealth. 

CAD system means the City of Boston’s Computer 
Aided Dispatch system. 


11-11.2 Employment of GPS Navigational System in 
Emergency Vehicles: 

All emergency vehicles operating in the City of Boston 
shall employ a modem global positioning system naviga- 
tional computer to identify the shortest route to 911 emer- 
gency call destinations. 


11-11.3 Enforcement 

Any City of Boston Department subject to the provi- 
sions of this section shall be responsible for ensuring that 
the department’s contracting activities comply with the 
requirements of this section 


11-11.4 Severability 

If any provision of these sections or the application of 
these sections to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the validity 
of the remainder of these sections and the applicability of 
such sections to other persons or circumstances shall not 
be affected thereby. 


11-10.5 Effective Date: This ordinance, being the ex- 
ercise of a power specifically delegated to the City legis- 
lative body, is not subject to referendum, and shall take 
effect 12 months after passage and publication of an ap- 
proved summary thereof consisting of the title.

WHEREAS: Comcast broadcasts live coverage of most 
of the hearings of committees of the Boston City Council

WHEREAS: Comcast broadcasts these events live dur- 
ing regular business hours; and 

WHEREAS: During the regular business hours that the 
City Council is not is session and no hearing is occurring, 
Comcast broadcasts recorded meetings and hearings of 
the City Council as programmed by the Program Man- 
ager; and 

WHEREAS: Outside of regular business hours, no 
broadcasts of City Council occur on Comcast; and 

WHEREAS: The lack of coverage outside of regular 
business hours may have a detrimental impact on the 
residents, visitors, and constituents of the City of Boston; 
NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council conducts a 
hearing on the lack of coverage of the affairs of the Bos- 
ton City Council on Comcast and the possibilities for ex- 
panding this coverage or these broadcasts.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC 6-2.5 ELDERLY 
PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION (DOCKET NO. 
0219) 


Councilor YANCEY offered the following:

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC 6-2.5 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

City of Boston Code CBC 6-2.5 be amended by adding 
the following new section: 

6-2.6 Elderly Property Tax Exemption. 

The Commissioner of Assessing shall receive applica- 
tions for elderly tax exemptions from residents meeting 
the qualifications of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
59, section 5, clause 41 C once, and it shall be in full force 
and effect until either (a) the Commissioner is notified 
by the resident that he/she no longer meets the income 
requirements prescribed for the exemption; or (b) the 
Commissioner is notified that the resident no longer de- 
clares the property to be the primary residence; or (c) the 
Commissioner is notified that the property has been sold 
or rented to another; or (d) the Commissioner has been 
notified that the resident has passed away.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO INVESTIGATE CURBS, 
RAMPS AND SIDEWALKS IN BOSTON (DOCK- 
ET NO. 0220) 


Councilor YANCEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: The Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) was enacted by Congress to break down barriers 
to the integrated participation of people with disabilities 
in all aspects of community life; and WHEREAS: The 
ADA requires all public entities to install curb ramps at 
intersections where road construction and alterations are 
done and to ensure that all curbs installed after January 
26, 1992, are accessible to and usable by persons with 
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disabilities; and : 

WHEREAS: A person with a mobility impairment and 
without access to a curb cut may be simply unable to ac- 
cess the adjoining sidewalk and may be denied any goods 
and services provided in that space; and 

WHEREAS: A report by the U.S. House Education 
and Labor Committee recognized that the employment, 
transportation, and public accommodation sections of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act would be meaningless if 
people who use wheelchairs were not afforded the oppor- 
tunity to travel on and between the streets; and 

WHEREAS: Sidewalks without curb cuts and side- 
walks that are damaged present permanent barriers and 
safety hazards to people with disabilities; and 

WHEREAS: Cities and towns deliver blatant signs to 
disabled individuals that they are not welcome when those 
cities and towns have sidewalks without curb cuts and 
sidewalks that are damaged; and WHEREAS: The City 
of Boston, according to its Commission for Persons with 
Disabilities, has a policy of installing curb ramps within 
100 feet of a construction site or, in some cases, for indi- 
vidual requests; and 

WHEREAS: It is the policy of the City of Boston and 
the State of Massachusetts to oppose discrimination in 
all of its forms and it is the policy of the United States 
Government to prohibit discrimination on the basis of dis- 
ability by public entities; Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council hold a pub- 
lic hearing to investigate whether or not newly built or 
altered streets, roads or highways in the City of Boston 
have ramps or sloped areas and that sidewalks in the City 
of Boston are assessable to individuals with disabilities 
as required by the Americans with Disabilities Act; and 
Be it Further 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council also investi- 
gate new trends and guidelines and whether or not it may 
be appropriate to establish an ongoing procedure for in- 
stalling curb ramps and repairing sidewalks upon request 
in areas frequented by individuals with disabilities; and 
Be it Further 

ORDERED: That members of Boston’s Commission 
for Persons with Disabilities, Boston’s Public Works De- 
partment, US Access Board, Boston Center for Indepen- 
dent Living, Boston Self Help Center, ABCD Independent 
Living Project, Wellesley College Disability Services, the 
Gustavus Myers Center at Simmons College, the Boston 
University School of Social Work, the Disability Law 
Center, the Jewish Community Relations Council, the 
Institute for Community Inclusion, the Massachusetts Of- 
fice on Disability, the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission, and the general public be invited to attend and 
testify at this hearing. 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighbor- 
hood Services. 


ORDER FOR HEARING RE: INSTALLATION OF 
SPEED BUMPS (DOCKET NO. 0221) 


Councilor YANCEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston is committed to pro- 
viding the safest streets possible for all of its residents, 
especially children and senior citizens, and 

WHEREAS: many residents of Boston have been in- 
jured or killed in automotive accidents involving pedes- 
trians, and 

WHEREAS: “speed bumps” have the effect of reduc- 
ing the speed of vehicles where they are used in heavily 
congested areas, thereby reducing the probability of fatal 
accident, and 

WHEREAS: the Boston Housing Authority (BHA) 
houses approximately ten percent of Boston’s residents, 
and 

WHEREAS: a significant proportion ofBHA residents 
are children and elderly, and 

WHEREAS: in 1998, a two-year old infant was killed 
in an automobile accident at the Gallivan Housing Devel- 
opment where the residents have requested speed bumps 
as a strategy to reduce the likelihood of a recurrence of 


this tragedy, and 

WHEREAS: in August of this year Paris Booker, a 
promising scholar and athlete, was killed on Topliff Street 
in Dorchester when a speeding vehicle struck him while 
he was bicycling, and 

WHEREAS: speed bumps have been installed on some 
private rights of way, private housing developments, in 
some BHA developments as well as certain public streets 
in Boston, Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council convene hearings to determine the 
feasibility of installing permanent or temporary speed 
bumps on certain public and private streets to help reduce 
os speed of vehicles in congested areas, And Be It Fur- 
ther 

ORDERED: That the heads of Transportation Depart- 
ment, the Boston Housing Authority, Emergency Medical 
Services, Police, Fire and Public Works Departments be 
invited to testify, 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighbor- 
hood Services. 


RESOLUTION URGING CITY OF BOSTON, IN CON- 
JUNCTION WITH BOSTON PUBLIC IMPROVE- 
MENT COMMISSION, TO IMPOSE MORA- 
TORIUM ON ANY CELL PHONE ANTENNA 
PLACEMENT IN CITY UNTIL PROPER PUB- 
LIC PROCESS AND DISCUSSION OF PUBLIC 
HEALTH CONCERNS RELATING TO EXPO- 
SURE TO RADIOFREQUENCY SIGNALS OC- 
CURS (DOCKET NO. 0222) 


Councilor Yancey offered the following: 


WHEREAS: Cell phones provide Boston residents 
and businesses with tremendous communication benefits; 
and 

WHEREAS: In order to achieve maximum functional- 
ity, cell phones require a certain proximity to towers or 
antennas; and 

WHEREAS: The installation of cell phone towers and 
antennas is regulated by the City of Boston Public Im- 
provement Commission. Telecommunications companies 
must obtain the Public Improvement Commission’s ap- 
proval before occupying public space with cell phone an- 
tennas. The typical approval process includes a dialogue 
between the telecommunications companies and residents 
of the neighborhood where the proposed antenna is to be 
installed; and 

WHEREAS: Recently, City of Boston residents have 
noticed the installation of cell phone antennas, which 
were installed without public notice or a dialogue between 
telecommunications companies and residents; and 

WHEREAS: In addition to the nuisance and disregard 
for public involvement in antenna placement, existing re- 
search indicates possible health risks for both people and 
animals residing near cell phone antennas. Several stud- 
ies have reported an increase in headaches, dizziness, and 
sleep disturbance for individuals living in close proximity 
to antennas; and 

WHEREAS: NextG Networks plans to install ap- 
proximately 180 antennas throughout Boston as part of a 
five-year-old plan, which failed to include local notice or 
public approval; Be It Therefore 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council urges the 
City of Boston, in conjunction with the City of Boston 
Public Improvement Commission, to impose a morato- 
rium on any cell phone antenna placement in the City of 
Boston until the proper public process and discussion of 
public health concerns relating to exposure to radio fre- 
quency signals occurs and that the City Clerk deliver a 
copy of this Resolution to the City of Boston Public Im- 
provement Commission. 

Referred to the Committee on Environment and 
Health. 


ORDER FOR HEARING RE: CELL PHONE TOWER 
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PLACEMENT (DOCKET NO. 0223) 


Councilors YANCEY and LAMATTINA offered the 
following: 

WHEREAS: Cell phones have revolutionized how 
residents in the City of Boston live their lives; lines of 
communication have increased, both personal and busi- 
ness information flows more smoothly, parents are better 
able to keep track of their children and children are safer 
and able to reach their parents when needed; and, 

WHEREAS: Cell phones require a certain proximity to 
a tower for their signals to be at their strongest and heavily 
populated, dense cities require a certain number of towers 
in order for cell service to be at its best; and, 

WHEREAS: The Public Improvement Commission is 
charged with regulating “how telecom and utility com- 
panies access and occupy the underground and above 
ground cable networks”; this process involves ensuring 
public input on how and where cell phone towers will be 
installed. Cell phone companies are frequently called be- 
fore the neighborhood to explain and discuss their work; 


and, 

WHEREAS: There are certain proposed and present 
cell phone towers that did not appear to have the necessary 
public process; history has shown repeatedly that involv- 
ing communities in public processes allows neighborhood 
improvements to honestly reflect the needs of the commu- 
nity, while placing cell phone towers without community 
input is both disrespectful and counterproductive in terms 
of creating positive business-resident relationships; and, 

WHEREAS: Especially when the health effects of cell 
phone and their towers are as yet unknown, community 
education and awareness is key in this issue. Complaints 
have been received about towers in some neighborhoods, 
and since the community involvement process can always 
be improved upon; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED: That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council holds a hearing to 
examine what public processes have taken place with re- 
gards to cell phone tower and how those processes might 
be improved. Representatives from the Public Improve- 
ment Commission, the Metro Boston Micro Cell Project 
and other interested parties shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighbor- 
hood Services.

Councilors TURNER, YANCEY, TOBIN, YOON, 
FLAHERTY and ROSS offered the following: 

Whereas, youth throughout the City of Boston live in 
very stressful situations; and 

Whereas, citywide our youth are faced with the stress- 
es that every generation of youth go through as part of the 
transition from childhood to adulthood; and 

Whereas, in addition to stresses faced by youth of ev- 
ery generation, Boston youth are also confronted by the 
economic stresses of living in a city where the costs are 
continually rising given the high incomes of the young 
professionals and older professionals who work in lucra- 
tive financial services and biotech industry of the city and 
area; and 

Whereas, it is reported in the recently published North- 
eastern University national report on youth violence that 
today’s youth are experiencing trauma levels relating to 
those experienced by soldiers returning from the battle- 
field; and 

Whereas, in some neighborhoods the violence mani- 
fests as youth on youth violence while in other neighbor- 
hoods youth are inflicting violence on themselves through 
actions such as drug overdoses; and 

Whereas, it is clear that we as adults have a responsibil- 
ity to develop systems of support in every neighborhood 
capable of providing the spiritual, mental, and emotional 
resources necessary to deal with the trauma that arises 
both from major traumatic events, as well as, the day by 
day traumas experienced by both the youth and adults 
throughout Boston; and 

Whereas, the Egleston-Bromley Heath area of Roxbury 
and Jamaica Plain, which is serviced by the Martha Elliot 
Health Center, is benefitting from the development of a 
comprehensive community based trauma support system 
that has been developed by health practitioners at Martha 
Elliot and their neighborhood allies. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a hearing where representatives of the 
Martha Elliot Health Center and its allies can describe the 
development and operation of their comprehensive com- 
munity based trauma support system.

0254) 
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Councilors TURNER, YANCEY, LINEHAN, YOON, 
FLAHERTY, FEENEY and ROSS offered the following: 

Whereas, there have been 1465 homicides in the City 
of Boston between 1988 and 2008; and 

Whereas, nearly 47% of those homicides (699) have 
been between the ages of 14 and 25; and 

while homicides in Boston have declined during the 
last three years, in each of those years the percentage 
of homicides in the 14 to 25 year old category has in- 
creased. 
In 2005: 75 homicides/37 (14-25 year olds) = 49.33% 


In 2006: 69 homicides/37 (14-25 year olds) = 53.62% 
In 2007: 66 homicides/36 (14-25 year olds) = 54.54% 


In 2008: 64 homicides/37 (14-25 year olds) = 57.81%; 
and, 


Whereas, Northeastern University researcher stated at 
a City Council hearing in 2007 that the American Com- 
munity Survey conducted in Boston by the US Census 
Department reported that there were approximately 
11,000 young people between the ages of 16 and 25 who 
were out of school and out of work; and 

Whereas, last year, Mayor Menino agreed to work with 
the City Council on conducting surveys of that age group 
in the various districts of the City; and 

Whereas, the organizing of a pilot survey will begin 
this February in the Grove Hall area; and 

Whereas, the City of Boston has three primary re- 
sources for working with at risk youth and young adults 
ages 14 to 25: the Street Workers Program, the Case Man- 
agers Program of the Boston Public Health Commission, 
and the Boston Center for Youth and Families.

WHEREAS: Census data are used to determine dis- 
tricting in the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts; and 

WHEREAS: Census data, according to the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau, indicate that populations are undercounted at 
different rates. In general, Blacks, American Indians and 
Alaskan Natives, Asians and Pacific Islanders, and His- 
panics are missed at higher rates than Whites; and 

WHEREAS: The Bureau of the Census estimates that 
it missed 5.2 percent of the Hispanic population, 4.8 per- 
cent of the Black population, 3.1 percent of the Asian- 
Pacific Islander population and 5 percent of the American 
Indian population in 1990; Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council convenes a hearing to review the sta- 
tus of the United States Census 2010 in the Boston Area 
to discuss its present and future goals and implementation 
plan, and to determine what measures are taken by the 
U.S. Census to guarantee the accuracy of Census 2010;

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council convenes a hearing to review what 
measures are being taken by the United States Census Bu- 
reau to employ Boston residents in numbers that reflect 
diversity in the City of Boston.

ORDINANCE MANDATING USE OF AUTOMATED 
EXTERNAL DEFIBRILLATORS IN BOSTON PO- 
LICE VEHICLES RESPONDING TO 911 CALLS 
IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0258) 


Councilors YANCEY, MURPHY, LINEHAN, 
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LAMATTINA, FEENEY, CIOMMO and FLAHERTY 
offered the following: 

WHEREAS: An Automated External Defibrillator 
(AED) is a portable electronic device that analyses heart 
rhythms and provides a shock to restore the heart beat of 
a person suffering from cardiac arrest; and 

WHEREAS: The American Heart Association recom- 
mends that all emergency rescue services have an AED at 
their disposal; and 

WHEREAS: Defibrillation is most successful when 
administered within four minutes of the onset of cardiac 
arrest; and 

WHEREAS: AEDs are increasingly available in such 
public places as airports, libraries, shopping malls, movie 
theatres, and community centers; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston, in conjunction with 
the American Red Cross, can provide the Boston Police 
with defibrillator training courses regarding CPR proto- 
cols and the use of AEDs; and 

WHEREAS: National statistics show 300,000 Ameri- 
cans die of sudden cardiac arrest every year, but that 
50,000 of these deaths could be prevented if an AED is 
available; and 

WHEREAS: Boston Police Officers often arrive on- 
scene before the Boston Fire Department and Boston 
Emergency Medical Services; Be It Therefore 

ORDAINED: The City of Boston shall mandate that 
the Boston Police Department utilize functioning auto- 
mated external defibrillators on police vehicles respond- 
ing to 911 calls in the City of Boston. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


11-##.1 Employment of Automated External Defibril- 
lators in Boston Police Vehicles: The City of Boston shall 
mandate the Boston Police Department utilize function- 
ing automated external defibrillators on police vehicles 
responding to 911 calls in the City of Boston. 


11-##.2 Severability Clause for sections 11-10.1 to 11- 
10.2: If any provision of this measure is held invalid or 
the application thereof to any person or circumstance is 
held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provi- 
sions or applications of the chapter, which can be given 
effect without the invalid provisions or applications, and 
to this and the provisions of this measure are declared 
severable. 


11-##.3 Effective Date: This ordinance shall take effect 
12 months after passage and publication of an approved 
summary thereof consisting of the title.

WHEREAS, The purpose of the Boston’s Zoning Code 
is to help maintain, enhance, and promote the character

WHEREAS, Fulfilling its purpose requires that the 
zoning process be open, inclusive and informed by the 
needs and priorities of its citizens; AND, 

WHEREAS, The review process, as articulated by 
Article 80 of the Zoning Code, requires that the City’s 
planning agency - the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA) - review the design and impacts of real estate de- 
velopments that affect the surrounding community and 
the City as a whole; AND, 

WHEREAS, A request for a zoning variation must be 
made to the Zoning Board of Appeals, who will review 
and determine whether deviations from the zoning code 
are appropriate; AND, 


WHEREAS, The BRA and the ZBA’s review processes 
include mandatory public hearings to allow for the com- 
munity’s input. Although public in nature, these hearings 
are held during working hours which often makes it dif- 
ficult for the community to attend; AND, 

WHEREAS, Many cities, towns and counties across 
the country, including San Francisco, CA, City of Allen, 
TX, City of Desoto, TX, and the City of Salina, KS, have 
begun televising, live web streaming and providing “on 
demand” archives of their public meetings, including 
their planning commission meetings; AND, 

WHEREAS, Boston’s City Council currently televises 
and web streams its City Council meetings live; AND, 

WHEREAS, Televising, live web streaming and pro- 
viding “on demand” archives of all BRA and ZBA hear- 
ings allow for citizens to remotely access and be informed 
of the happenings of public meetings, thereby establish- 
ing a new level of transparency and accountability in our 
city’s zoning and development processes; THEREFORE 

BEIT, 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council will convene a public hearing to de- 
termine the feasibility of televising, live web streaming, 
and providing “on demand” archives of all BRA and ZBA 
public hearings. 

Referred to the Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment and Planning. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO DICUSS CREATION 
OF CITYWIDE READING PROGRAM, “ONE 
BOOK. ONE BOSTON” (DOCKET NO. 0260)

WHEREAS: These reading initiatives encourage resi- 
dents to all read the same book at the same time every 
year in effort to boost literacy for all ages and nurturing 
the importance of reading from an early age; and 

WHEREAS: In many cities in the United States, sev- 
eral civic dialogues are organized by the city in collabo- 
ration with local libraries, the school department, local 
business and community organizations, regarding the 
chosen book; and 

WHEREAS: The festivities connected with the book 
include incorporating elementary students, parents and 
teachers in raising money for the cause written in the 
book, high school students receiving extra credit assign- 
ments, the author(s) holding discussions at local libraries, 
schools, on the internet, as well as at community and rec- 
reation centers; and 

WHEREAS: In other cities, the process of selecting a 
book is directed by a committee of representatives from 
the community, based on criteria including its relationship 
to the city, men, women and teens, and that is available in 
a variety of formats and languages, as well as accessible 
to disabled persons; and 

WHEREAS: In August of 2008, Amy Ryan was named 
the new president of the Boston Public Library and has 
already signaled her commitment to strengthening library 
programs and services, particularly across the library’s 26 
community branches; 

WHEREAS: A “One Book, One Boston” program 
would promote reading and strengthen civic engagement 
throughout the city of Boston, as well as build upon the 
strong commitment the City has regarding reading and 
literacy; and 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the cre- 
ation of a citywide reading program, “One Book, One 
Boston.” 
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Referred to the Committee on Education. 


RESOLUTION URGING BOSTON PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
AND SCHOOL COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER 
MAKING NUTRITIONAL INFORMATION PUB- 
LICL Y AVAILABLE FOR ALL MEALS SERVED 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS (DOCKET NO. 0261) 


Councilors TOBIN, ROSS, TURNER, LAMATTINA, 
MURPHY, YOON, FLAHERTY, FEENEY, CONSALVO, 
CIOMMO and CONNOLLY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Obesity is one of the most serious public 
health problems facing the United States, and can lead to 
other health issues including diabetes, hypertension, and 
heart disease; and 

WHEREAS: According to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC), in Massachusetts 18.8 
percent of youths between the ages of 6 and 11 are over- 
weight and 17.4 percent of youths between the ages of 12 
and 19 are overweight; and 

WHEREAS: According to the CDC, the “prevalence 
of obesity has more than doubled over the past three de- 
cades” for children ages 6 to 11; and 

WHEREAS: Obese youths have a higher risk of be- 
coming overweight or obese adults; and 

WHEREAS: According to the CDC, “research shows 
that well-designed, well-implemented school programs 
can effectively promote physical activity and healthy eat- 
ing,” and 

WHEREAS: In 2003, The City of Boston banned the 
sale of junk food and soda in Boston Public Schools in 
order to promote healthy eating habits among school 
children and battle childhood obesity as well as the many 
health risks associated with it; and 

WHEREAS: Boston Mayor Thomas M. Menino 
launched Boston BestBites, a Public Health Commission 
Program to encourage local restaurants to add healthy op- 
tions to their menus as a way to combat obesity in the City 
of Boston; and 

WHEREAS: Mayor Menino also began the Healthy 
Meals Initiative in 2007, a pilot program in two public 
schools designed to help cafeteria managers learn to pre- 
pare healthier food options from a professional chef; and 

WHEREAS: As part of his 2009-2010 Legislative Ini- 
tiatives, Mayor Menino listed his support for legislation 
filed in the Massachusetts Senate that would require “‘cer- 
tain restaurants to provide nutritional information for all 
standard menu items” and “establishes menu and signage 
regulations;” THEREFORE BE IT 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council strongly 
urges the Boston Public Schools and the School Commit- 
tee to consider making nutritional information publicly 
available for all meals served in Boston Public Schools.

WHEREAS: The City of Boston Municipal Code 
Chapter 10, Section 7 was added in 1984 and creates a 
Neighborhood Impact Commission, comprised of several 
City officials; and 

WHEREAS: The purpose of this body is to coordinate 
“as fully as possible the activities of the City with regard 
to institutional expansion”; and 

WHEREAS: The Neighborhood Impact Commission 
meets at least once per month (CBC 10-7.3) to receive

WHEREAS: The CORI system has expanded beyond 
its original mission and capacity providing information 
to both public and private organizations, the agency that 
manages CORI receiving 1.5 million requests in 2004 
alone, triple the request just 8 years prior in 1998; and 

WHEREAS Because of this increased number of 
CORI requests, inaccurate reports, or misunderstandings 
about information in the records, is disseminated which 
adversely affects some constituents; and 

WHEREAS A person will have information on the 
CORI system if s/he has ever been arrested, no matter 
the outcome of the case - including not guilty verdicts or 
cases that have been dismissed; and 

WHEREAS The current CORI system may hinder 
some individuals from obtaining employment by includ- 
ing false information, marks against them for not guilty or 
dismissed cases or other inaccurate information; and 

WHEREAS The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
like the rest of the country, is facing major unemployment 
issues because of the current economic crisis, and with 
Washington about to pass an economic stimulus package 
that will create new jobs here in the Commonwealth, now 
is the time to take action to ensure that comprehensive 
CORI reform is made so that the men and women impact- 
ed by a CORI record will have employment opportunities 
when they are available; therefore be it

WHEREAS, In 2007 the Boston City Council took a 
stand against the deterioration of our neighborhoods and 
quality of life by petitioning the Boston Zoning Code to 
adopt an amendment to the Zoning Code regarding the 
definition of a family; and, 

WHEREAS, By changing the definition to exclude five 
or more undergraduate students, Boston took a substantial 
step in combating unregulated and overcrowded student 
dwellings; and, 

WHEREAS, Protecting Bostonian’s quality oflife is 
necessary to ensuring the continued status of Boston as 
a world class city, but enforcing this Code requires coop- 
eration among students, city departments, neighbors and 
the institutions responsible for these students; and, 

WHEREAS, Universities are already required to com- 
pile student directory information and relay reports to the 
City concerning the impact of off-campus student hous- 
ing. Requiring universities to internally monitor their 
student’s off-campus housing status as it pertains to the 
Zoning Code will dramatically impact the success of the 
Code amendment; and, 

WHEREAS, Universities already have the tools in 
place to combat violations of the Boston Zoning Code and 
owe a duty to the City’s residents to use their resources to 
ensure compliance with local zoning regulations; NOW, 
THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter X is hereby amended by appending the 
following subsection to section 10-3:- 

“(a) All schools shall be responsible for monitoring this 
Directory for compliance with the Boston Zoning Code’s 
applicable use regulations with regards to the Code’s defi- 
nition of the term “family”, which provides that a group 
offive or more persons who are enrolled as full-time, un- 
dergraduate students at a postsecondary educational in- 
stitution shall not constitute a family. Upon determining 
that any student(s) may be in violation of the Code, the 
school shall notify the student(s) of the Code regulation 
and report any such violation to the Commissioner of the 
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Inspectional Services Department.” 


Section 2. 

CBC Chapter X is hereby amended by appending the 
following to the first sentence of the second paragraph of 
section 10-4 immediately after the word “section”:- “and 
an affidavit certifying compliance with subsection (a) of 
section 10-3 of this chapter”.

The provisions of these sections shall become effective 
immediately upon passage.

Whereas, discussion of the job component of the na- 
tional stimulus package has focused on shovel ready proj- 
ects; and 

Whereas, shovel ready infrastructure projects will pro- 
vide jobs for skilled construction workers who have been 
laid off based on the slow down of the economy; and 

Whereas, other components of the stimulus proposal 
focusing on health and education improvements will cre- 
ate professional jobs; and : 

Whereas, investment in state services will also tend to 
focus on administrative and professional positions; and 

Whereas, in the fall of November 2007, a representa- 
tive of the Northeastern University Survey Research Cen- 
ter revealed that the U.S. Census American Community 
Survey indicated there were approximately 11,000 young 
people in Boston between the ages of 16 and 25 who were 
out of school and out of work; and 

Whereas, at the same hearing Connie Doty, head of the 
Economic Development and Industrial Commission, stat- 
ed that while Boston had very good alternative education 
programs, there were only 1,000 slots per year; and 

Whereas, Neil Sullivan, director of the Private Indus- 
trial Council, said that he thought the unemployment 
among young adults was at a level that could only be re- 
solved by a jobs program modeled on the national Certi- 
fied Employment Training and Apprentice Program of the 
1970s; and 

Whereas, the stimulus package seems to have no as- 
pect that will positively impact young adults in our City 
who have been unemployed for many years if not perma- 
nently; and 

Whereas, neither state government or city government 
can ignore the problem of youth unemployment across the 
state and the impact on the health and welfare not only of 
the youth but also the cities and towns as well as the state 
as a whole. Therefore Be It 

Resolved, that the Boston City Council requests that 
Governor Patrick negotiate with the federal government 
to be able to spend 10% of the stimulus money received 
by the state to establish a state wide jobs program tar- 
geting young adults from 18 to 30 who have been unem- 
ployed for two years or more. Be It Further 

Resolved, that the program administration work to- 
wards the goal of having 50% of the participants be those 
with prior criminal histories.

HEALTH COMMISSION PROHIBITION 
ON CONDUCTING BIOLOGICAL EXPERI- 
MENTS USING RECOMBINANT DNA (rDNA) 
THAT REQUIRES BSL-4 CONTAINMENT IN 
CITY(DOCKET NO. 0286) 


Councilors TURNER and YANCEY offered the fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas, in a July 2004 memorandum Boston Univer- 
sity (BU) officials assured the National Institute for Aller- 
gy and Infectious Diseases (NIAID) of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health (NIH) that they could conduct biological 
experiments using recombinant DNA (rDNA) that require 
Biosafety Level 4 (BSL-4) containment in Boston; and 

Whereas, Boston Public Health Commission (BPHC) 
regulations prohibit the use of rDNA that requires BSL-4 
containment; and 

Whereas, BU’s assurances were essential to BU’s re- 
ceipt of NIH funds to construct a laboratory with BSL- 
4 containment to conduct experiments on bioterrorism 
agents using rDNA; and 

Whereas the use of rDNA is as fundamental a tool in 
bioresearch as wrenches are to a car mechanic shop; and 

Whereas, BU’s 2004 memo asserted that, while pledg- 
ing to remain consistent with BPHC’s regulation, it would 
not be deterred from performing experiments that have 
been determined by BPHC staff to be in contradiction 
with its regulation; and 

Whereas, BU has hired Dr. Thomas Geisbert, who is 
developing recombinant viruses that contain rONA as 
possible vaccines for Marburg and Ebola; and 

Whereas, Dr. Geibert stated in BU Today (9/20/07) 
magazine, “One of my goals is to maintain the momen- 
tum I have built at USAMRIID and transition some of 
that work to the NEIDL [the acronym for BU’s bioterror 
laboratory]. I hope to continue to develop interventions 
for biosafety level 4 agents.”; and 

Whereas, such a statement suggests that Dr. Geisbert 
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is either unaware of or plans to disregard BPHC’s prohibi- 
tion of rDNA use in BSL-4; and 

Whereas, Dr. Mark Klempner of BU presented to an 
NIH Blue Ribbon Panel on March 13, 2008, examples of 
research planned for its BSL-4 laboratory and highlighted 
Dr. Geisbert’s work with recombinant viruses as such an 
example. Therefore be it 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a public hearing and invite represen- 
tatives of Boston University to explain how its BSL-4 
laboratory can meet the research expectations asserted by 
its 2004 memo and Drs. Geisbert’s and Klempner’s com- 
ments, given the prohibition on the use of rDNA that re- 
quires BSL-4 containment in Boston. Be It Also 

Ordered, that the Boston Public Health Commission be 
invited to explain its regulations regarding rDNA research 
in Boston and if the regulations would allow the experi- 
ments with rDNA outlined by Boston University officials 
to occur in a BSL-4 laboratory. 

Referred to the Committee on Environment and 
Health.

RESOLUTION RE: LOW POWER FM RADIO 
CAMPAIGN (DOCKET NO. 0329) 


On motion of Councilor TURNER, Docket No. 0329 
was taken out of order. 

Councilors TURNER, YOON, YANCEY and TOBIN 
In City Council offered the following: 

WHEREAS, the passage of the Telecommunications 
Act of 1996 led to increased ownership consolidation in 
the commercial radio industry; and 

WHEREAS, in January 2000 the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission (FCC) responded to the overwhelm- 
ing public pressure to democratize the radio airwaves by 
creating the Low-power FM (LPFM) service. The service 
was designed to allow community groups to launch non- 
commercial, 100-watt radio stations in order to increase 
diversity of programming on the airwaves; and 

WHEREAS, in December 2000 Congress, under in- 
tense pressure from corporate broadcasters, passed the 
Radio Broadcasting Preservation Act, which severely 
curtailed the new LPFM service, with the result that 80% 
of opportunities for new stations were lost. Urban areas 
were particularly affected by the Act, with the result that, 
of the fifty largest American cities, only one now qualifies 
to receive an LPFM license. This is particularly egregious 
because the service is particularly well-suited for densely 
populated urban areas, in which an LPFM station’s small 
signal can reach a large amount of people; and 

WHEREAS, in July 2003 the FCC released an inde- 
pendent study commissioned by Congress to determine 
whether LPFM stations interfere with existing broad- 
casters. The study authors, engineers at the MITRE 
Corporation, not only found that LPFM stations cause 
no significant interference to existing stations; they also 
recommended that the LPFM service be restored to the 
form originally given it by the FCC. Restoring the service 
to its original form would mean that thousands more com- 
munity groups across the country - including in our cities 
- would have access to the airwaves; and 

WHEREAS, Over 800 LPFM stations were allowed to 
proceed which were unaffected by the criteria set by the 
congressional action. These stations are currently on the 
air and are run by local government agencies, groups pro- 
moting arts and education to immigrant and indigenous 
peoples, artists, schools, religious organizations, envi- 
ronmental groups, organizations promoting literacy, and 
many other civically~oriented organizations; and 

WHEREAS, the FCC regularly issues licenses for sim- 
ilarly powered “translator” stations, which can repeat nu- 
merous times across the country the signal of a full power 
station, but currently does not give these channels to local 
groups seeking a first FM signal; and 

WHEREAS, a commitment to localism-local opera- 
tions, local research, local management, locally-origi- 
nated programming, local artists, and local news and 
events-has increased radio listening to noncommercial 
educational radio stations; and 

WHEREAS, there is widespread concern at the cor- 
porate consolidation of media and its ability to serve the 
needs of local communities, inform debate on public poli- 
cy, and ensure citizen access the radio airwaves; and 

WHEREAS, the availability of local, democratically- 
controlled media outlets is essential to promoting citizen 
participation in public affairs, ensuring rapid responses to 
natural disasters, overcoming historic inequalities in ac- 
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cess to the means of communication and a strengthening 
a vibrant democracy. THEREFORE, be it 

RESOL VED, that the City of Boston urges Congress 
and the FCC to restore the LPFM service to its original 
mandate, and to do all within their power to ensure that li- 
cense applications are processed quickly, and that citizens 
are given the opportunity to access the public airwaves. 
BE IT FURTHER 

RESOLVED, that copies of this resolution be sent to 
the Federal Communications Commission, the entire 
Massachusetts Congressional delegation and Intergov- 
ernmental Affairs for the City of Boston.

CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE ADDRESSING ILLEGALLY REG- 
ISTERED OUT-OF-STATE VEHICLES 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston is facing a dire fis- 
cal situation as we prepare for a FY201 0 unprecedented 
projected budget gap of approximately one-hundred and 
forty million dollars; and, 

WHEREAS, The City’s fiscal context for FY2009- 
FY2010, as provided by the City’s Office of Administra- 
tion & Finance, projects a ten percent (10%) decrease in’ 
excise tax revenue within the City; and, 

WHEREAS, Chapter 90 of the Massachusetts General 
Laws requires that all motor vehicles and trailers that are 
operated in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for an 
aggregate of thirty days in anyone year be registered in 
the Commonwealth; and, 

WHEREAS, In 1997, the Inspector General of Mas- 
sachusetts found that the 

Commonwealth loses hundreds of millions of dollars 
annually in tax revenues and insurance premiums due to 
the prevalence of residents who illegally register their ve- 
hicles in other states; and, 

WHEREAS, A 2004 City Council hearing revealed 
that the City of Boston loses hundreds of thousands of 
dollars every year because of vehicles that are registered 
in other states in order to avoid sales and local motor ve- 
hicle excise taxes, registration fees, and high insurance 
rates; and, 

WHEREAS, Though Massachusetts law does not re- 
quire nomesident students to register their vehicles in 
Massachusetts, state law does require students to file 
documentation with local police departments in order to 
avoid a $50 fine; and, 

WHEREAS, The Massachusetts Registry of Motor Ve- 
hicles’ 1- PAY - TAX Program, 

along with the RMV Compliance Department, the 
Massachusetts State Police Compliance Unit, and local 
police departments work together to identify owners of 
illegally registered vehicles and compel them to abide by 
state law; and, 

WHEREAS, Other states and localities, such as Hav- 
erhill and Lawrence, Massachusetts; California, Kittery, 
Maine, Las Vegas, Nevada, and Catoosa, Dade Counties, 
Georgia have instituted programs similar to the I-PAY- 
TAX Program to recoup hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in lost revenue which have been helpful during difficult 
budget times; and, 

WHEREAS, M.G.L. c. 90, s. 3 112 (c) specifically 
allows for criminal and civil punishment for improper 
vehicle registration for purposes of evading excise, sales 
and use taxes or to reduce insurance premiums. Increas- 
ing local enforcement of existing state registration laws 
will aid reducing this fraud and ensure that the City is 


receiving what it is due; NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding 
the following ordinance: 


ORDINANCE ADDRESSING ILLEGALLY 
REGISTERED OUT-OF-STATE VEHICLES 


a. The Commissioner of the Boston Transportation 
Department shall establish a telephone hotline desig- 
nated for the sole purpose of receiving tips on cars lo- 
cated in the City of Boston that may be in violation the 
Commonwealth’s vehicle registration requirements of 
M.G.L. c. 90, s. 3 1/2. This hotline number may be an 
existing telephone number or newly created number. 
The Commissioner shall also establish a mechanism to 
report registration complaints on the City’s website. The 
Commissioner shall designate one individual, a Registra- 
tion Officer, within the Department responsible for this 
hotline and corresponding enforcement. That person may 
be an already existing member of Boston Transportation 
Department staff. 


b. Upon receiving notice of a possible vehicle regis- 
tration violation of M.G.L. c. 90, s. 3 1/2 the Registra- 
tion Officer shall record the complaint into a designated 
database and include the date, location and license plate 
number of the alleged violation. The Registration Officer 
shall send the complaint to either a Boston Transportation 
Department Parking Enforcement Officer or the Com- 
munity Service Officer at the local district Boston Police 
Department station where the vehicle is located. Either 
the Parking Enforcement Officer or Community Service 
Officer, or his or her designee, shall locate the vehicle in 
question and issue a written warning, which shall provide 
notice of the state registration requirements and/or state 
requirements for nonresident students pursuant to M.G.L. 
c. 90. Said officer shall then provide the Registration Offi- 
cer with proof that a warning notice was issued. The Reg- 
istration Officer shall record the date, location and license 
plate number of the issued warning notice in a designated 
database. No warning citation shall be required if the Bos- 
ton Transportation Department has proof of a nonresident 
student statement filing required under M.G.L. c. 90, s. 3. 
The Commissioner of the Boston Police Department shall 
transmit any statement filed by a nonresident student to 
the Registration Officer. 


c. Upon receiving a subsequent complaint regarding a 
vehicle, the Registration Officer shall check the database 
to see if a written warning notice was issued. If no warn- 
ing was issued, the Officer shall undertake the steps out- 
lined in subsection (b). If a warning was issued and more 
than thirty (30) days have passed, the Registration Officer 
shall notify the Community Service Officer at the local 
district Boston Police Department station where the car 
is located. The Community Service Officer, or his or her 
designee, shall locate the vehicle in question and issue a 
civil motor vehicle infraction fine of five~hundred ($500) 
dollars pursuant to the alternative criminal prosecution 
provisions of M.G.L. c. 90, s. 3 1/2 (c). The fine shall be 
distributed according to the alternative criminal prosecu- 
tion provisions ofM.G.L. c. 90, s. 3 1/2 (c). 


d. Any person aggrieved by the requirements of this 
section may seek an administrative appeal to the Massa- 
chusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles. 


e. The provisions of these sections shall become effec- 
tive ninety (90) days after passage.

WHEREAS, Earth Hour is an annual awareness event 
created by the World Wildlife Fund; 

WHEREAS, Earth Hour asks households and busi- 
nesses to turn off non-essential lights and appliances to 
take action on climate change; 

WHEREAS, In 2007 more than 2 million businesses 
and households in Sydney, Australia turned off their lights 
for one hour in order to demonstrate that it is possible to 
take action in the effort to reduce climate change; 

WHEREAS, In 2008, 371 cities across 35 countries 
joined Sydney in switching off their lights in support of 
Earth Hour’s mission including major landmarks such as 
the Golden Gate Bridge in San Francisco, the Colosseum 
in Rome, the Empire State Building in New York City, and 
the Coca Cola sign in New York City’s Times Square; 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston government spent 
more than $54 million in fiscal year 2008 and appropri- 
ated almost $55 million in fiscal year 2009 on utilities; 

WHEREAS, All of Boston shares in the global obli- 
gation to become more sustainable and environmentally 
responsible. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Boston 
City Council calls for the City of Boston to participate in 
Earth Hour March 28, 2009 between 8:30 and 9:30 PM 
by turning off all non-essential city lights to raise aware- 
ness about ways to combat global climate change and the 
importance of each contribution to the effort. 

On motion of Conncilor CONNOLLY, the rules 
were suspended; the resolution was adopted. 


ORDER FOR HEARING RE: MUNICIPAL CAMPAIGN 
FINANCE REFORM (DOCKET NO. 0367) 


Councilor YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS, Regulation and enforcement of cam- 
paign finances are a critical function in reducing corrup- 
tion, limiting the influence of wealthy special interests 
and eradicating pay-to-play politics. Effective campaign 
finance reform opens the governmental process for all 
citizens; and, 

WHEREAS, Several federal acts have enabled laws 
that require candidates to disclose sources of campaign 
contributions and campaign expenditures. Bipartisan leg- 
islative efforts have aimed to further regulate and open up 
the campaign finance process; and, 

WHEREAS, Specifically, New York City established 
a Campaign Finance Board to serve as an independent, 
non-partisan city agency overseeing political contribu- 
tion compliance. This Board was created as a result of 


the Campaign Finance Act of 1988. The Act requires that 
all candidates comply with contribution limits and disclo- 
sure requirements. For candidates to join the Campaign 
Finance Program (also established by the Act), candidates 
agree to comply with strict expenditure limits, and thus 
become eligible to receive public matching funds for their 
campaigns; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of New Haven has been a pio- 
neer in Connecticut in public financing of local political 
candidates. The Connecticut General Assembly passed 
campaign finance legislation that included a provision al- 
lowing up to three municipalities in the state to take part 
in a pilot program for public financing of campaigns for 
locally elected positions. 

WHEREAS, The U.S. PIRG (Public Interest Research 
Groups) maintains that fair elections - systems with full 
public financing of elections - would help improve the 
openness, honesty and accountability of government. 
They would also free public officials to respond to the 
interests of voters without worrying about hurting their 
ability to raise money from deep~pocketed donors, 
There are six elements for a fair elections system in us- 
ing public funding: setting an amount for campaign seed 
money, must show viability in the campaign, must abide 
by spending limits, the process in voluntary, comply with 
spending rules, receive adequate public funds to be com- 
petitive; and, 

WHEREAS, A 21st Century approach, focusing on 
changing the source of campaign funding instead of 
spending limits, will promote candidates to run for office 
on small donations and public funds more than special 
interest monies; NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council holds a hearing to examine munici- 
pal campaign finance reform. 

Referred to the Committee on Government Opera- 
tions.

AN ORDINANCE PROMOTING FAIR AND OPEN 
CONTRACTING PROCEDURES 


WHEREAS. No more is it apparent than now that the 
City has a duty to expend all City funds, including the fair 
awarding of City contracts, responsibly; and, 

WHEREAS, Many states, including New Jersey, Il- 
linois, Colorado and New York City, have implemented 
various forms of pay-to-play legislation. Many prohibit 
contributions to elected officials by those entities receiv- 
ing public contracts. The intent is to limit the opportunity 
for illegal exchanges of contracts for political contribu- 
tions; and, 

WHEREAS, One exception often afforded to entities 
politically contributing and receiving public contracts is 
when a fair and open contracting process is utilized. This 
process usually requires public advertising and awarding 
contracts under a process that provides for public solicita- 
tion of proposals and criteria established in writing by the 
public entity prior to solicitation. The rationale is that if 
a process is clearly defined, open and can be articulated 
based on written criteria, there is no real opportunity for 
pay-to-play; and, 

WHEREAS, Although pay-to-play legislation. is usu- 
ally comprehensive and overlaps both campaign finance 
and public contract laws, the City can do more now to 
ensure that all contracts, regardless of amount, are held to 
the highest standard; and, 

WHEREAS. Public contract procurement procedure is 
outlined by state law and sets forth procedures based on

contract value. The higher the value, the more open and 
fair the process must be. Requiring lower valued contracts 
to be held to the same competitive sealed bidding proce- 
dures as more costly contracts would ensure that all City 
contracts are properly awarded without political consider- 
ation; NOW, THEREFORE: 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section I. 

CBC Chapter IV is hereby amended by appending the 
following new section:~”4-8 FAIR AND OPEN CON- 
TRACTING PROCEDURES 

Pursuant to the authority granted by M.G.L. c. 30B, s. 
4(a), the City’s procurement officer shall utilize the pro- 
cedure outlined in M.G.L. c. 30B, s. 5 for the procure- 
ment of a supply or service in the amount of $5,000 or 
greater, but less than $25,000. The procurement officer 
shall make all invitations for bids, the names of all bidders 
and the amounts of their bids, and notice of the awarded 
bid electronically available on the City’s website regard- 
less of contract value amount.” 


Section 2. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

the report; the amount estimated to be spent by the end 
of the current year on the repairs, renovations and/or up- 
grades; as well as the amount to be spent during the fol- 
lowing year. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate Committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a public hearing and invite the Boston 
School Department to give reports on both of these or- 
dinances.

ORDER FOR HEARING RE: PROPERTY OWNER 
CONTACT INFORMATION (DOCKET NO. 0371) 


Councilors CIOMMO, FEENEY, CONSALVO, LA- 
MATTINA, YANCEY, TURNER, YOON, FLAHERTY, 
ROSS and LINEHAN offerd the following: 

WHEREAS, When issues arise involving residences 
where the property owner doesn’t reside therein, address- 
ing noise complaints, property maintenance issues, sani- 
tary code violations and tenant related problems becomes 
problematic. Residents, community organizations and 
even city officials have a difficult time locating current 
contact information for the property owner; and, 

WHEREAS, Without easily accessible accurate prop- 
erty owner information, it is impossible to remedy a situ- 
ation through community conversation and often times 
people give up on trying to resolve an issue as neighbors 
and turn legal remedies enforced by the Inspectional Ser- 
vices Department; and, 

WHEREAS, Massachusetts General Law c. 58, s. 57D 
requires property owners to file an affidavit of address, 
which must include the name of the owner, street number, 
street name, city, state, and zip code. Owners residing out 
of state must also appoint an agent in the state and the 
affidavit must contain the agent’s name, street number, 
street address, city, zip code, and telephone number. P.O. 
boxes aren’t accepted for out of state owners; and, 

WHEREAS, The State Sanitary Code, 105 CMR 
410.481, also requires an owner of a rental dwelling, who 
doesn’t live there nor has a manager that lives there, to 
post a visible notice containing the owners name, address 
and telephone number; and, 

WHEREAS, Despite these legal mechanisms, the pub- 
lic often struggles to identify who property owners are 
even when the property is next door. Individuals often fail 
to return their affidavits of address and penalties are rarely 
enforced. Many residences lack the required posting pur- 
suant to the State Sanitary Code. This makes it difficult 
for residents, city officials, and even the enforcing depart- 
ment, ISD, to contact delinquent property owners; and, 

WHEREAS, The City should consider all available 
means improve compliance with existing state law and to 
facilitate dialogue when problems arise. The Boston Water 
and Sewer Commission maintains property owner contact 
infonnation as part of the billing process. Combining their 
infonnation with City resources may be a way to resolve 
the constant problem of searching for owner contact in- 
fonnation to resolve tenant and property issues; and, 

WHEREAS, The City recognizes the importance of 
providing accurate property owner information to ensure 
the maintenance and integrity of our neighborhoods. Ac- 
curate contact information would greatly increase city 
services’ response time and aid local officials and depart- 
ments resolving the problem through dialogue as opposed 
to a ticket; and, 
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WHEREAS, In response to the foreclosure crisis, the 
City Council passed an ordinance that initiated a foreclos- 
ing property registration system that requires foreclosing 
institutions to register contact information with the City. 
Similar solutions should be considered in developing a 
better system to retain accurate contact information from 
property owners that don’t reside therein; and, 

WHEREAS, More can be done facilitate a collabora- 
tive effort to contact owners when there is a problem with 
their property instead of relying on overly burdened code 
enforcement officers to issue another ticket, especially 
when the problem may be resolved through community 
discussion; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hear- 
ing to examine the problem of locating property owner 
contact information and discuss collaborative solutions. 
Representatives from the City’s Assessing Department, 
Inspectional Services Department, Management and In- 
formation Services Department, the Boston Water and 
Sewer Commission, and other interested parties shall be 
invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Housing.

ESTABLISH ADVISORY GROUP TO WHITE 
HOUSE OFFICE OF URBAN AFFAIRS (DOCK- 
ET NO. 0372) 


Councilors ROSS, MURPHY, YANCEY, TURNER, 
LINEHAN, FEENEY, CIOMMO, YOON, FLAHERTY 
and LAMATTINA offered the following: 

WHEREAS, United States President Barack Obama 
issued an executive order on Thursday, February 19th 
2009 to establish the White House Office of Urban 
Affairs in order to take a coordinated and comprehensive 
approach to developing and implementing an effective 
strategy concerning urban America; and, 

WHEREAS, America’s urban communities represent 
over 80 percent of our nation’s population and nearly 20 
percent of the United States’ total population reside in cit- 
ies with populations over 200,000. These statistics suggest 
a necessity to devote greater resources and coordinated 
efforts to continually improve our nation’s cities; and, 

WHEREAS, The Office of Urban Affairs will serve as 
a centralized division of the United States Federal Govern- 
ment indentifying common problems facing urban popu- 
lations, in sharing expertise and in facilitating solutions 
to these challenges. Moreover, greater coordination of the 
actions of the many executive departments and agencies 
whose actions impact urban life is needed; and, 

WHEREAS, By adopting this Resolution, the city of 
Boston would join together with the cities of Atlanta, 
Chapel Hill, Chicago, Cleveland, Denver, Fort Lauder- 
dale, Indianapolis, Los Angeles, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Seattle, Wichita and Winston-Salem; and, 

WHEREAS The city of Boston would benefit by hav- 
ing a voice in the formal process for local government 
officials to discuss a comprehensive urban policy in 
conjunction with the United States Federal Government. 
Otherwise, Boston’s urban affairs perspective will not 
be taken into consideration and the city will go without 
proper representation. The suggested advisory coun- 
cil would serve as a direct link between Boston and the 
White House, THEREFORE BE IT 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council urges the 
Obama Administration to form an advisory council to the 
Office of Urban Affairs to best represent the challenges 
facing urban communities across American and to share 
best practices and expertise in all areas of urban policy. 
BE IT FURTHER 

RESOLVED, That the city of Boston City Clerk for- 
mally engross this Resolution and transmit a copy to 
President Obama and to the Office of Urban Affairs for 
their thoughtful consideration.

CESS FOR REPORTING SCHOOL ENVIRON- 
MENTAL AUDITS AND USING FINDINGS TO

FOR FACILITIES MAINTENANCE AND CAPI- 
TAL REPAIR PROJECTS (DOCKET NO. 0373) 


Councilors FLAHERTY, TURNER, YANCEY, YOON, 
MURPHY, CIOMMO and ROSS offered the following: 

WHEREAS, Equal opportunity for success in the 
classroom demands that the city of Boston provide all 
students with a healthy and productive learning environ- 
ment; and, 

WHEREAS, A 2006 study conducted by the Mas- 
sachusetts Coalition of Occupational Health and Safety 
(MassCOSH) and the Boston Urban Asthma Coalition 
found that Boston Public School buildings with higher 
occurrences of asthma triggers such as leaks, mold and 
pests also reported higher asthma rates among students; 


an 

WHEREAS, The city conducts school environmental 
audits at each Boston Public School building which detail 
the occurrences of asthma triggers and repairs needed at 
each facility to provide all students with healthy class- 
rooms; and, 

WHEREAS, As stipulated by a 2006 city ordinance, 
a report about these school environmental audits is sup- 
posed to be submitted to the City Council for a public 
hearing on or before March 1 - before the School Depart- 
ment submits its proposed budget~in order to help city 
officiais make informed spending decisions about school 
repairs; and, 

WHEREAS, While hard data from the school environ- 
mental audits is submitted each year around March 1, the 
report does not provide a detailed analysis of the find- 
ings or link them to student asthma rates in a manner that 
would present school officials with an understanding of 
the health risks posed by particular repair needs; and, 

WHEREAS, The reports are not discussed at a public 
hearing where students, teachers and parents would have 
the opportunity to provide additional information about 
the health of their schools; and, 

WHEREAS, Without knowing the full scope of school 
repair needs, school administrators cannot make truly in- 
formed spending decisions; and, 

WHEREAS, The School Department also lacks a 
mechanism to prioritize spending needs in a way that 
considers the student health risks posed by each repair 
need; and, 

WHEREAS, Lower-income and minority students are 
already more susceptible to asthma, a condition the Na- 
tional Center for Health Statistics maintains is the leading 
cause of school absenteeism; and, 

WHEREAS, High absentee rates inevitably compro- 
mise students’ academic performance and underscore the 
correlation between health disparities and gaps in school 
readiness; and, 

WHEREAS A system for addressing needed school re- 
pairs that is efficient, comprehensive, and places a higher 
priority on removing asthma triggers in our public schools 
will help the city make smarter and more responsible 
spending decisions with its scarce school dollars while 
addressing health disparities and closing the achievement 
gap at the same time; THEREFORE BE IT, 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee ofthe 
Boston City Council thoroughly examine the city’s pro- 
cess for reporting school environmental audits and using 
the findings to help identify and prioritize spending for 
facilities maintenance and capital repair projects.

WHEREAS, In Faneuil Hall, the portrait of Mercy Otis 
Warren was hung to honor an innovative, creative woman 
of thought who contributed to the dialogue which brought 
on the War of American Independence - the Revolution- 
ary War. Warren, a poet, dramatist and anti-Federalist 
wrote “Seventeen Reasons to Oppose the New Constitu- 
tion,’ resides in The Boston Athenaeum and is used in 
many government trainings; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has honored its earli- 
est supporters of the cause, advancement and improve- 
ment of women by dramatically placing on its beautiful 
Commonwealth A venue Mall distinguished statuary of 
three pioneers of women rights; and, 

WHEREAS, The 21st Century has witnessed signifi- 
cant changes and attitudinal shifts in both women’s and 
society’s thoughts about women’s equality and emancipa- 
tion. More women are serving as executives, board mem- 
bers, legislators and role models in every aspect of life.

HOME RULE PETITION 


ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


EVICTIONS ON CERTAIN FORECLOSED 
RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON 


(a) Definitions. 

As used in this Act, the following words shall, unless 
the context clearly requires otherwise, have the following 
meanings: 


Entity means a business organization, or any other kind 
of organization, including without limitation, a corpora- 
tion, partnership, trust, limited liability corporation, limit- 
ed liability partnership, joint venture, sole proprietorship, 
or any other category of organization, and any employee, 
agent, servant or other representative of such entity. 


Eviction means any action, without limitation, by a 
foreclosing owner of a housing accommodation which is 
intended to compel a tenant to vacate or to be construc- 
tively evicted from such housing accommodation. 


Foreclosing owner means an entity that both (1) held or 
owned a mortgage or other security interest in the housing 
accommodation at any point prior to the foreclosure of 
the housing accommodation or is the subsidiary, parent, 
or agent of, or otherwise is related to any entity which 
held or owned the mortgage or other security interest in 
the housing accommodation at any time prior to the fore- 
closure of the housing accommodation; and (ii) holds title 
to this housing accommodation that it acquired at a fore- 
closure sale or by any other method of foreclosure. 

For purpose of this definition, the phrase ‘holds title’ 
shall include an entity which holds title in any capacity, 
directly or indirectly, without limitation, whether in its 
own name, as trustee, or as beneficiary. Any entity which 
attempts to evict tenants from the housing accommoda- 
tion, whether in its own name, as trustee, as mortgage 
servicer, or as beneficiary, or in any other role, without 
limitation, shall be considered to ‘hold title’ for the pur- 
pose of this definition. 

Any institutional mortgagee that holds title to a hous- 
ing accommodation that has been foreclosed upon within 
the last three years shall be considered to be a foreclosing 
owner for the purpose of this Act. 


Foreclosure means a legal proceeding to terminate a 
mortgagor’s interest in property, instituted by the mort- 
gagee, either to gain title or to force a sale in order to 
satisfy the unpaid debt secured by the property, including,

without limitation, foreclosure by action, by bill in equity, 
by entry and continuation of possession for three years, 
and by sale under the power of sale in a mortgage as de- 
scribed in chapter two hundred forty-four of the General 
Laws. 


Foreclosure sale means the foreclosure of a mortgage 
by sale of a housing accommodation pursuant to a power 
of sale in a mortgage deed, as described in section four- 
teen of chapter two hundred forty-four of the General 
Laws. 


Housing accommodation means any building or build-- 


ings, structure or structures, or part thereof or land appur- 
tenant thereto, or any other real or personal property used, 
rented or offered for rent for living or dwelling purposes, 
located in the City of Boston, together will all services 
connected with the use or occupancy of such property. 


Institutional mortgagee means any entity that holds or 
owns mortgages or other security interest in three or more 
properties in the City of Boston or acts as a mortgage ser- 
vicer of three or more mortgages of properties in the City 
of Boston, or is the subsidiary, parent, or agent of, or oth- 
erwise related to any entity which holds or owns mortgag- 
es or other security interests in three or more properties in 
the City of Boston or acts as a mortgage servicer of three 
or more mortgages of properties in the City of Boston. 


Just cause means at least one of the following: 

(i) the tenant has failed to pay the rent in effect prior to 
the foreclosure, but only if the foreclosing owner notified 
the tenant in writing of the amount of rent that was to be 
paid and to whom it was to be paid; 


(ii) the tenant has violated an obligation or covenant 
of the tenancy other than the obligation to surrender pos- 
session upon proper notice and has failed to cure such 
violation within a reasonable time after having received 
written notice thereof from the foreclosing owner; 


(iii) the tenant is committing or permitting to exist a 
nuisance in, or is causing substantial damage to, the unit, 
or is creating a substantial interference with the quiet en- 
joyment of other tenants; 


(iv) the tenant is convicted of using or permitting the 
unit to be used for any illegal purpose; 


(v) the tenant who had a written lease or other rental 
agreement which terminated on or after this Act has taken 
effect, has refused, after written request or demand by the 
foreclosing owner to execute a written extension or re- 
newal thereof for a further term of like duration and in 
such terms that are not inconsistent with or violative of 
any provisions of this Act; or 


(vi) the tenant has refused the foreclosing owner rea- 
sonable access to the unit for the purpose of making nec- 
essary repairs or improvement required by the laws of 
the United States, the Commonwealth or any subdivision 
thereof, or for the purpose of inspection as permitted or 
required by agreement or by law or for the purpose of 
showing the rental housing unit to a prospective purchaser 
or mortgagee. 


Mortgagee means an entity to whom property is mort- 
gaged; the mortgage creditor, or lender, including, but 
not limited to, mortgage servicers, lenders in a mortgage 
agreement and any agent, servant, or employee of the 
mortgagee, or any successor in interest and/or assignee of 
the mortgagee’s rights, interests or obligations under the 
mortgage agreement. 


Mortgage Servicer means an entity which administers 
or at any point administered the mortgage, including, but 
not limited to, calculating principal and interest, collect- 
ing payments from the mortgagor, acting as an escrow 
agent, and foreclosing in the event of a default. 


Post-foreclosure eviction means an eviction of a tenant 
by a foreclosing owner. 


Tenant means any person or group of persons that oc- 
cupied a housing accommodation prior to foreclosure 
pursuant to a written lease, tenancy at will, or tenancy at 
sufferance, exclusive of a homeowner that was also the 
defaulting mortgagor. 


‘Unit’ or ‘residential unit’ means the room or group of 
rooms within a housing accommodation, located in the 
City of Boston, which is used or intended for use as a 
residence by one household. 


(b) Foreclosure Tenant Eviction. 

Notwithstanding any other special or general law to 
the contrary, the foreclosing owner shall not evict a ten- 
ant from a housing accommodation located in the City 
of Boston except for just cause. This eviction limitation 
shall only be in effect for the duration of this Act as out- 
lined in section (h) or until title is properly transferred to 
a bona fide purchaser, whichever is sooner. If the fore- 
closing owner exercises their option to immediately sell 
said housing accommodation to a subsequent purchaser, 
other than an institutional mortgagee, a summary process 
action may be initiated for any reason, including no fault, 
against any tenant upon transfer of title. 


(c) Certain Leases. 

Leases, or other rental agreements, of the foreclos- 
ing housing accommodation entered into by a foreclos- 
ing owner, mortgagee in possession, or receiver shall be 
binding on all parties, including the mortgagor after re- 
demption or the purchaser of the housing accommodation 
pursuant to foreclosure. 


(d) Penalties. 

Any foreclosing owner that evicts tenants in violation 
of any provisions of this Act shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten thousand dollars. Each eviction done 
in violation of this Act constitutes a separate offense on 
a per unit basis. 


(e) Jurisdiction. 

The Boston Municipal Court, Suffolk Superior Court, 
and Boston Housing Court shall have jurisdiction over an 
action arising from this Act and shall have jurisdiction in 
equity to restrain any such violation. No tenant shall be 
evicted in violation of any provision of this Act. It shall be 
a defense to eviction that the foreclosing owner attempted 
to evict a tenant in violation of any provision of this Act. 


(f) Conflict of Laws. 

Any provision of federal law relating to rental units 
owned, operated or subsidized by the federal government 
which are inconsistent with or contrary to the provisions 
of this Act shall supersede the provisions of this Act. 
Where not inconsistent, the provisions of federal law shall 
apply in conjunction with the provisions of this Act. 


(g) Severability. 

If any provision of this Act or the application of such 
provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of this Act and the 
applicability of such provision to other persons or circum- 
stances shall not be affected thereby. 


(h) Effective Date. 

The provisions of this Act shall be effective imme- 
diately upon passage and shall cease to have effect two 
years after passage. Within the three months immediately 
proceeding the expiration date of this Act, the Boston City 
Council may, by majority vote, vote to pass a one-year 
extension of this Act, subject to Mayoral approval.

the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
A MORATORIUM ON FORECLOSURES IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of and general or spe- 
cial law to the contrary, no foreclosures shall be conducted 
on any residential real estate located in the City of Boston 
having a dwelling house with accommodations for four or 
less separate households and occupied in whole or in part 
by an obligor on the mortgage debt for a period of one 
hundred and eighty (180) days after the effective date of 
this act if the mortgage subject to foreclosure is presump- 
tively unfair by virtue of having one of the following: 


(a) an adjustable rate loan with an introductory period 
of three years or less; and a debt-to income ratio in excess 
of 50 percent under the fully indexed rate; and the loan- 
to-value ratio is 97 percent or greater, or the loan carries 
substantial pre-payment penalties or pre~payment penal- 
ties extend beyond the introductory period; 


(b) interest only loans; 


(c) loans with high points, fees or interest in violation 
of the Predatory Home Loan Practices Act, M.G.L. c. 
183C §2. 


Neither the Suffolk Register of Deeds nor assistant re- 
corder of the Boston Land Court shall accept for record- 
ing or filing for registration any foreclosure deed pursuant 
to a foreclosure conducted in violation of this act during 
said one hundred and eighty (180) day period. 


During the one hundred and eighty (180) day morato- 
rium period, mortgage holders shall provide an authorized 
representative to enter into good faith negotiations with 
borrowers who so request, to modify the terms of their 
mortgages, including, reducing the principal, lowering 
the interest rate, eliminating pre-payment penalties, and 
other fees and costs so that qualified homeowners can ob- 
tain affordable mortgages that will allow them to stay in 
their homes. No fees or penalties shall accrue during the 
moratorium period. 


Section 2. ; 

The provisions of this act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage.

the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
A FORECLOSURE MEDIATION PROGRAM IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON 

Section 1. 

A mortgagee shall not initiate a foreclosure of a resi- 
dential real property consisting of a dwelling house with 
accommodations for four or less separate households lo- 
cated within the City of Boston and occupied in whole or 
in part by the mortgagor unless it has made a good faith 
review of the borrower’s financial situation and offered, 
whenever feasible, a loan modification, or other option to 
assist the borrower in bringing the arrears current. A good 
faith review of the borrower’s financial situation includes, 
but is not limited to an evaluation of the mortgagor’s eli- 
gibility for all loan modification programs established by 
the federal government or the mortgage industry, and if 
the mortgagor’s elects, participation in the Foreclosure 
Mediation Program established in subsection 3. Failure 
to comply with this section constitutes a defense to the 
foreclosure. 


Section 2. 

The commissioner of the division of banks shall make 
available to the Boston Rental Housing Resource Center 
a copy of the notice required by M.G.L. chapter 244, sec- 
tion 35A(f) to assist in tracking mortgagees subject to the 
Loss Mitigation and Foreclosure Mediation Program. 


Section 3. 

The City of Boston may establish a Loss Mitigation 
and Foreclosure Mediation Program, which shall be run 
by the Boston Rental Housing Resource Center. Not later 
than one-hundred and eighty (180) days after enactment 
of this act, the Boston Rental Housing Resource Center 
shall establish a foreclosure mediation program in ac- 
tions to foreclose mortgages on residential real property 
consisting of a dwelling house with accommodations for 
four or less separate households located within the City 
of Boston and occupied in whole or in part by the mort- 


gagor. 
Such foreclosure mediation program shall: 


(1) address all the issues related to the foreclosure, in- 
cluding, but not limited to, reinstatement of the mortgage, 
and the restructuring of the mortgage debt; and 


(2) be conducted by mediators who are designated by 
the Boston Rental Housing Resource Center, trained in 
mediation and all relevant aspects ofthe law, as deter- 
mined by Boston Rental Housing Resource Center, have 
knowledge of the community-based resources that are 
available in the City, and have knowledge of any assis- 
tance programs established by the City or other sources. 
Such mediators may refer mortgagors who participate in 
the foreclosure mediation program to community-based 
resources when appropriate and to assistance programs. 


(3) Upon receiving notice from the commissioner 
of the division of banks of a filing pursuant to M.G.L. 
chapter 244, section 35A(f), the Boston Rental Housing 
Resource Center shall send a notice of the availability of 
the mediation program to the mortgagor. The notice shall 
inform mortgagors of the program and encourage mort- 
gagors to meet with a housing counselor or attorney prior 
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to mediation. The mortgagor has fifteen business days to 
return a foreclosure mediation request form to the Boston 
Rental Housing Resource Center. 


(4) The mediation period under the foreclosure media- 
tion program established in this section shall commence 
when the Boston Rental Housing Resource Center sends 
notice to each party that a foreclosure mediation request 
form has been submitted by a mortgagor to the Boston 
Rental Housing Resource Center, which notice shall be 
sent not later than three business days after the Boston 
Rental Housing Resource Center receives a completed 
foreclosure mediation request form. Except as outlined 
in subsection (6), the mediation period shall conclude not 
more than sixty (60) days after the return day for the fore- 
closure action. 


(5) The first mediation session shall be held not later 
than ten business days after the Boston Rental Housing 
Resource Center sends notice to all parties that a fore- 
closure mediation request form has been submitted to the 
Boston Rental Housing Resource Center. The mortgagor 
and mortgagee shall appear in person at each mediation 
session and shall have authority to agree to a proposed 
settlement, except that if the mortgagee is represented 
by counsel, the mortgagee’s counsel may appear in lieu 
of the mortgagee to represent the mortgagee’s interests 
at the mediation, provided such counsel has the author- 
ity to agree to a proposed settlement and the mortgagee 
is available during the mediation session by telephone or 
electronic means. 


(6) Not later than five business days after the conclu- 
sion of the first mediation session, the mediator shall 
determine whether the parties will benefit from further 
mediation. The mediator shall file with the Boston Rental 
Housing Resource Center a report setting forth such de- 
termination and mail a copy of such report to each ap- 
pearing party. If the mediator reports to the Boston Rental 
Housing Resource Center that the parties will not benefit 
from further mediation, the mediation period shall termi- 
nate automatically. If the mediator reports to the Boston 
Rental Housing Resource Center after the first mediation 
session that the parties may benefit from further media- 
tion, the mediation period shall continue for an additional 
thirty days. 


(7) The Boston Rental Housing Resource Center shall 
establish policies and procedures to implement this sec- 
tion. Such policies and procedures shall, at a minimum, 
provide that the mediator shall advise the mortgagor at 
the first mediation session required by subsection (1) of 
this section that: (1) during the mediation period, the fore- 
closure process is suspended; (2) if the parties are unable 
to come to an agreement and the foreclosure process re- 
sumes, such mediation does not suspend the mortgagor’s 
obligation to respond to the foreclosure action in accor- 
dance with applicable law; and (3) a foreclosure sale may 
cause the mortgagor to lose the residential real property. 


(8) If no agreement is reached during the mediation, 
the mortgagor shall receive written notice as to when the 
foreclosure proceeding will resume and a description of 
the ensuing procedure. 


Section 4. 

An affidavit demonstrating compliance with this act 
shall be filed by the mortgagee, or anyone holding there- 
under, in any action or proceeding to foreclose on such 
residential real property.

RESOLUTION URGING GOVERNOR AND GEN- 
ERAL COURT TO SUPPORT AND PASS ACT 
TO AMEND FORECLOSURE STATUTE TO RE- 
QUIRE JUDICIAL FORECLOSURE, HOUSE 
DOCKET NO. 3209 (DOCKET NO. 0398) 


Councilor TURNER offered the following: 


WHEREAS, In 2008 the Boston City Council filed 
various pieces of legislation in an attempt to quell the 
negative effects of what was then being called a housing 
crisis. As the months went on and foreclosures continued 
to rise, it became apparent that the City, along with the 
rest of the nation, wasn’t merely facing an isolated hous- 
ing problem but rather was engulfed in a housing and 
overall economic crisis; and 

WHEREAS, We are now truly learning of the conse- 
quences of irresponsible lending practices, adjustable rate 
loans, subprime rates, and deceptive foreclosure rescue 
schemes. Homeowners face foreclosures at staggering 
rates, leaving many families out in the cold. Low-income 
individuals, minorities, and tenants are often the hardest 
groups hit by this devastating trend; and 

WHEREAS, The number of foreclosures is staggering 
and only continues to grow. According to the Department 
of Neighborhood Development, in 2007 the registered 
foreclosure deeds increased by 169%. Approximately 
29% of properties petitioned ended up in foreclosure 
compared to 19% in 2006. According to a report by the 
Congressional Joint Economic Committee staff, Massa- 
chusetts as a whole is anticipated to have 20,954 foreclo- 
sures in 2008- 2009 as a result of subprime loans. Despite 
various attempts to combat this spread, a state-wide over- 
haul is required; and 

WHEREAS, Various states already provide for manda- 
tory judicial review, such as Connecticut, Delaware and 
Maine. In such states individuals have an opportunity to 
present defenses to unjust foreclosures, thus reducing the 
massive displacement of individuals from their homes; 
and 

WHEREAS, Last year the Boston City Council proud- 
ly passed a similar resolution calling for support of pend- 
ing state legislation that would require judicial review, but 
unfortunately that initiative was unable to succeed at that 
state level and must be re-filed in the current state session. 
Representative Smizik and Senator Morrissey are taking 
on this battle again by filing judicial review legislation 
that would better the lives of all Commonwealth citizens 
by ensuring that everyone has their day it court and limit- 
ing the predatory lenders’ ability to rapidly and unjustly 
foreclose on individuals. Therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council urges the 
Governor and the General Court to support and pass An 
Act to Amend the Foreclosure Statute to Require Judicial 
Foreclosure, House Docket number 3209, sponsored by 
Representative Smizik and Senator Morrissey requiring 
judicial review of all foreclosures throughout the Com- 
monwealth.

WHEREAS, The city respects and recognizes the hard- 
working, responsible Boston citizens that regularly pay 
property taxes; and, 

WHEREAS, Delinquencies regarding taxes owed on 
properties throughout the city of Boston are closely moni- 
tored by the Treasury Department’s Office of the Collec- 
tor. However, Boston’s uncollected taxes represent tens of 
millions of dollars; and, 

WHEREAS, In 2008, The City of Hopkinton, Mas- 
sachusetts successfully redeemed a portion of its 
$1,000,000 outstanding property taxes as a result of 
lien servicing. Reports indicate that upon notification that 
Hopkinton was preparing to renew efforts at collection of 
outstanding property taxes, close to $500,000 was paid by 
residents prior to going to collections. Their community 
anticipates an even greater infusion of revenues in the fu- 
ture from outstanding taxes; and, 

WHEREAS, It is clear that stronger action must be 
taken to reclaim lost revenues and ensure economic jus- 
tice for all citizens of Boston. Especially in this time of 
unprecedented economic instability, it is imperative that 
the city seek these revenues to bridge the city’s budget gap 
and avoid employee layoffs; NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the oppor- 
tunities to collect outstanding property taxes in an effort 
to improve the city’s economic viability. 

Referred to the Committee on Ways and Means.

RESOLUTION FOR INTENSIVE MONITORING AND 
REPORTING ON CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS 
FINANCED BY STIMULUS DOLLARS (DOCK- 
ET NO. 0401) 


Councilor TURNER, FLAHERTY, ROSS, MURPHY, 
TOBIN, YANCEY, LINEHAN, LAMATTINA, FEENEY, 
TOBIN, CIOMMO, CONNOLLY and YOON offered the 
following: 

Whereas, given the economic downturn, there is in- 
tense public discussion regarding the need for an equi- 
table distribution of the stimulus funds; and 

Whereas, the Boston Residents Jobs Policy Ordinance 
(the Boston Plan) was created to ensure equity in the 
distribution of construction jobs to Boston on a trade by 
trade basis on City financed or supported projects; and 

Whereas, the Boston Plan strategy is to achieve an eq- 
uitable distribution through the monitoring of the imple- 
mentation of the Boston Plan standards that 50% of the 


jobs on a trade by trade basis at a minimum go to Boston 
resident construction workers, that 25% go to workers of 
color at a minimum on a trade by trade basis, and that 
10% at a minimum go to women on a trade by trade basis; 
and 

Whereas, experience shows that the more intense the 
monitoring process the better the performance of the sub- 
contractors; and 

Whereas, such experience means that in order to assure 
that the stimulus projects meet or surpass the minimum 
standards on a trade by trade basis, there must be an in- 
tensive monitoring process; and 

Whereas, the effectiveness of this process is enhanced 
to the extent that District Councilors as well as City wide 
Councilors can receive Boston Plan implementation in- 
formation on a biweekly basis regarding every construc- 
tion project in the City is financed with stimulus funds; 
and 

Whereas, a biweekly monitoring process with informa- 
tion flowing to the Councilors will enable the Councilors 
to play an active role in enforcement of the Boston Plan 
standards through discussions with developers, contrac- 
tors, and unions regarding implementation. Therefore Be 
It 

Resolved, that the Boston City Council calls upon the 
Construction Unit of the City of Boston’s Small Local 
Business Enterprise Department and the Contract Com- 
pliance Unit of the Boston Redevelopment Authority to 
prioritize its monitoring of projects financed by the Amer- 
ican Recovery Act in order to provide biweekly monitor- 
ing reports to City Council until all the stimulus projects 
have been completed. 

Councilor Yoon moved to amend Docket No. 0401 by 
adding the words “as well as the Federal Office of Man- 
agement and Budget” before the words “to prioritize its 
monitoring of projects” in the Resolved paragraph. 

The motion prevailed.

WHEREAS, There are certain statutory standards 
that must be met for a zoning change including satisfy- 
ing Article 80 of the Zoning Code requiring a full public 
process, and; 

WHEREAS, Article 80 requires the entity seeking a 
zoning change to respond to the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority’s (BRA) Scoping Determination, and adequate- 
ly and respectfully address the community’s concerns, 
and; 

WHEREAS, Numerous reasonable requests for infor- 
mation from the BRA about the Boston College (BC) In- 
stitutional Master Plan (IMP) were ignored, and; 

WHEREAS, BC did not post updates to their IMP web 
site until a few hours before the BRA vote was scheduled 
to take place on January 29th, and; 

WHEREAS, At the January 29th BRA meeting, after 
four hours of testimony, an affirmative vote to approve the 
IMP was taken without a single minute of debate among 
the BRA’s five board members, strongly suggesting that a 
decision had been reached prior to the meeting, and; 

WHEREAS, The BRA is the agency which petitions 
the Zoning Commission to adopt changes to zoning law, 
and; 
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WHEREAS, Prior to scheduling the March 18th Zon- 
ing Commission hearing, the BRA met the bare minimum 
for public notice and did not have the BC IMP available 
for review, as required by BRA statute, and; 

WHEREAS, Tactical maneuvers such as these can only 
be interpreted as a means to skirt public review, which is 
required by Article 80 of the Zoning Code; 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to review the Article 80 public review process relative to 
Boston College’s Institutional Master Plan.

CLEANING PROGRAM IN SOUTH BOSTON

ORDER FOR HEARING TO CONSIDER IMPLEMEN- 
TATION OF SLIDING FEE SCALE FOR TAXI 
CAB RATES IN BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0478) 


Councilors TOBIN and TURNER offered the follow- 
ing: 
WHEREAS: In September 2008, new rate increases 
went into effect for the 1,825 taxi cabs that are licensed 
by the Boston Police Hackney Carriage Unit; and 

WHEREAS: Prior to these rate increases, a 5 mile rate 
was $13.95 with the initial fee of$2.25 for the first 118 of 
a mile and $.30 for every 118 of a mile thereafter. This 
would result in a charge of $4.35 for the first mile and 
$2.40 for each successive mile; and 

WHEREAS: The newly implemented rate changes of- 
fer a 5 mile rate of $16.20 with the initial fee of $2.60 
for the first 1/7 of a mile and $.40 for every 1/7 of a mile 
thereafter. This would result in a charge of $5.00 for the 
first mile and $2.80 for each successive mile; and 

WHEREAS: With the recent increases Boston cabs 
now charge higher rates then those in New York City, San 
Francisco, Chicago, and Miami according to on-line data 
made available by each of these cities; and 

WHEREAS: A City of Boston press release dated Au- 
gust 29,2008 reports that Police Commissioner Ed Davis 
approved a rate adjustment for taxi drivers due to the es- 
calating cost of fuel; and 

WHEREAS: According to a study conducted by the 


Energy Infonnation Administration, (independent statisti- 
cal agency within the US Department of Energy), as of 
August 12, 2008 the average price of retail gasoline per 
gallon was approximately $3.80; and 

WHEREAS: The same study conducted by the Energy 
Information Administration reported the average price of 
retail gasoline per gallon at approximately $1.65 as of De- 
cember 15, 2008; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to consider the im- 
plementation of a sliding fee scale for taxi cab rates in 
Boston so that they are consistent with the current price 
of gasoline.

ORDINANCE IMPOSING MORATORIUM ON 
MEDALLION TRANSFER (DOCKET NO. 0479) 


Councilors MURPHY, FEENEY, FLAHERTY, YOON, 
YANCEY and TURNER offered the following: 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE IMPOSING A MORATORIUM ON 
MEDALLION TRANSFER 


WHEREAS, In 2008 the Boston Police Department 
implemented new Hackney Carriage Rules. These new 
regulations require drastic changes to taxi cabs, such as 
credit card and hybrid requirements. Although there are 
valid reasons for such changes, these new requirements 
are unfairly adversely affecting certain cab operators; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Unlike smaller large taxi owners, smaller 
owners are unable to financially handle these large and 
expensive mandates. These changes affect the small busi- 
ness owners and employees of Boston, forcing many small 
owners to sell their medallions to operate taxis. With me- 
dallion sale and consolidation of medallion owners comes 
layoffs and less competition; and, 

WHEREAS, Smaller medallion owners are forced to 
sell their City licenses in order to avoid financial ruin 
caused by new regulations and a slow economy. Trans- 
ferring medallion ownership requires approval by the In- 
spector of Carriages within the Hackney Division Unit. 
Although the Boston Police Commissioner is vested with 
the authority to regulate hackney carriages, there is a 
broader welfare issue at stake requiring protective action; 
and, 

WHEREAS, This recession is impacting everyone and 
the City has an obligation to take any action available to 
ensure that our small business owners aren’t crumbled by 
the down-economy. Furthermore, the City has an obliga- 
tion to ensure the welfare of its citizenry by guaranteeing 
that the City’s own regulations don’t unduly hamper cer- 
tain businesses; and, 

WHEREAS, By imposing a temporary moratorium 
on medallion transfer applications, the City would give 
smaller medallion owners the opportunity to find ways to 
comply with the new carriage regulations and will assist 
such owners and lessees by providing them more time 
to obtain necessary financing to make required modifi- 
cations and upgrades in a era of tight credit availability; 
NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by appending 
the following section after subsection (d) in section 16- 
15.5:- “e. The Boston Police Commissioner shall impose 
a one-hundred and eighty (180) day moratorium on all 
applications for transfer of medallion within the City of 
Boston. This moratorium shall apply to all applications 
pending and/or received on or after the date of passage.” 
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Section 2. 

The provisions ofthese sections shall become effective 
immediately upon passage.

Dear Councillors: 

I transmit herewith my Fiscal Year 2010 Recommended 
Budget for the City of Boston. The Recommended Oper- 
ating Budget totaling $2.4 billion is $5.0 million, or 0.2%, 
more than the Fiscal Year 2009 Budget. 

The FY10 budget development process was one of the 
most challenging of the past few decades. While property 
tax continues to grow in FY10, most other revenue ac- 
counts decline. As the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
struggles with its own revenue challenges, State Aid to 
the City of Boston will decline sharply in FY10. The City 
has used a prudent estimate ofa loss of $62.2 million in 
net State Aid for FY10. However, it is important to note 
that State Aid could be reduced even further as the state 
completes its budget deliberations. 

The combination of declining revenue and rising costs 
resulted in an initial projection of a gap of over $140 mil- 
lion. Every effort was made to reduce expenses outside of 
departmental appropriations. The City successfully rene- 
gotiated health insurance premiums, saving nearly $5 mil- 
lion from initial projections. Over the past four months, 
staff across all departments and all layers of management 
joined together to devise strategies to balance the budget. 
In particular, I want to acknowledge the shared sacrifice 
made by the employees of 22 unions that have agreed to 
delay their FY10 wage increases. 

The wage deferral by all non-union and half of the 
City’s bargaining units, together with targeted resources 
from the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act, and 
countless accomplishments of service contract negotia- 
tions, debt refinancing, streamlining of management po- 
sitions, and modernization of operations has resulted in 
a budget that preserves frontline services for the people 
of Boston in the context of an unprecedented global eco- 
nomic downturn. In addition, the City will use a prudent 
allocation of $40 million in reserves in FY 10. 

While this has been an extremely difficult year for 
budget development, I remain confident that the decisions 
contained within the City’s plan appropriately address the 
most critical issues for our City’s future. 

Despite significant challenges, the FY10 Budget con- 
tinues our commitments to investing in youth, strength- 
ening our neighborhoods and improving our economy. 


In the coming year we will expand community learning 
sites, increase the number of pilot schools and respond 
to parents’ interest in supporting K-81 earning communi- 
ties by increasing those offerings for students. Continuing 
our efforts to improve the health of residents and of our 
environment, the City will advance projects that reduce 
the carbon footprint of City assets and support those that 
enable residents to do the same. The City will remain at 
the forefront of the nation’s efforts on foreclosure preven- 
tion, investing in counseling, foreclosure reclamation pro- 
grams, and homelessness prevention activities. In the face 
of global financial constraints, we will support Boston’s 
entrepreneurial spirit by increasing the Boston Invests 
in Growth business loan fund and by helping businesses 
take advantage of bulk purchasing through Boston Buy- 
ing Power. 

As we face the current economic upheaval, the City of 
Boston stands on a firm foundation built through years 
of sound management practice, and we will continue to 
make the investments that will serve the City well when 
the economy improves. 

I look forward to working with you during the budget 
review process, and I respectfully request your favorable 
action on the FY10 Operating Budget and the Five Year 
Capital Plan for FYI 0 to FY14.

I transmit herewith an appropriation order for the 
Boston Public Schools for Fiscal Year 2010, in the amount 
of $817.1 million, submitted pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 224 of the Acts of 1936, as amended by Chapter 
190 of the Acts of 1982, as further amended by Chapter 
701 of the Acts of 1986, Chapter 613 of the Acts of 1987, 
and Chapter 108 of the Acts of 1991. 

This budget represents a decrease of $16.2 million 
from the FY2009 appropriation of $833.3 million. Even 
in this difficult economy, I remain firm in my commit- 
ment to improving education for Boston’s children. While 
posing a significant financial challenge to BPS, this FY10 
decrease is significantly less than initial budget estimates 
as a result of the City increasing the FY 10 BPS appropria- 
tion by $25 million. 

Despite the fiscal challenges, the Boston Public 
Schools FY1O budget includes investments in important 
initiatives that accelerate academic achievement and help 
ensure all children reach their full potential. The FY10 
plan strengthens literacy programs and expands K-8 pro- 
grams and pilot schools. It supports graduation for all by 
providing safety nets such as credit recovery programs 
and improved offerings for English Language Learners. 

In addition to meeting the academic needs of today, 
the FY10 budget makes strategic investments that posi- 
tion the Boston Public Schools for the future. Investing 
in energy efficient technologies will reduce costs and free 
up resources for investing in schools. We will continue 
our multi-year effort to make improvements in student as- 
signment and transportation that will reduce costs while 
preserving high quality choices for families. Investments 
in technology and training will increase school inclusion 
practices for students with disabilities, improving educa- 
tional opportunities. 

Further, the Boston Public Schools will make wise use 
of all available resources from the American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act CARRA). Where allowable under 
the law, these stimulus funds will support restoration of 
teachers in classrooms across the City as well as one-time 
strategic investments in technology and educational sys- 
tem-building whose benefits will be felt in future years. O 
fthe $30 million in ARRA funding that BPS will receive 
in FY10, more than half will support BPS operating ex- 
penses.

I transmit herewith for your approval an acceptance 
of the provisions of Massachusetts General Law, Chap- 
ter 32B, Section 20, as added by Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of 2008. When adopted, this local option statute will al- 
low the City to set up a special trust fund, the Other Post 
Employment Benefits (OPEB) Liability Trust Fund. This 
statewide legislation signed by the Governor in January 
2009, gives cities and towns the mechanism to invest 
under the “prudent investor rule,” allowing investment 
which typically would generate more substantial returns. 

OPEB is a part of the compensation that employees 
earn each year, even though these benefits are not received 
until after employment has ended. Unlike pensions, gov- 
ernments were never required to quantify and report what 
these costs are, as well as the cost associated with prom- 
ises already made. The City’s total OPEB obligation ac- 
cording to its actuary’s updated valuation as of June 30, 
2007, was estimated at over $5 billion on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. Assuming a rate of return indicative of returns ex- 
pected under the prudent investor rule, the OPEB liability 
is estimated at $3.1 billion. 

This year’s appropriation should be thought of as an 
acknowledgement payment, an amount which only par- 
tially funds the annual required contribution. The City’s 
OPEB financing plan continues to strive to balance the 
requirement to provide public services with providing 
health benefits for our employees both now and when 
they retire.

WHEREAS, The city of Boston’s Inspectional Ser- 
vices Department (ISD) is comprised of five regulatory 
divisions whose aim is to protect and improve the quality 
of life for all Boston residents by effectively administer- 
ing and enforcing building, housing, health, sanitation 
and safety regulations mandated by City and State gov- 
ernments; and, 

WHEREAS, In light of the recent tragedy in Quincy, 
Massachusetts where an illegal apartment caught on fire 
and resulted in three deaths, the city of Boston must take 
aggressive and clear action to avert similar conditions in 
this city. An organized, surprise inspection in Quincy re- 
vealed several illegal housing arrangements with multiple 
fire hazards and other code violations; and, 

WHEREAS, In addition to ISD’s regular inspections 
schedule, the department receives complaints concerning 
illegal housing arrangements from citizens. From a public 
safety perspective, it is critical to have a thorough plan of 
action to resolve these issues. It is absolutely unaccept- 
able for illegal housing units to exist and to ultimately put 
legal residents and families at risk; and, 

WHEREAS, In an effort to better understand the use 
of resources within ISD and the department’s response to 
these complaints, it is important to know the methods of 
tracking, archiving and following-up on violations such 
as illegal apartments; NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the issue of 
illegal apartments in Boston and how the City addresses 
the issue. Representatives from the appropriate City De- 
partments, as well as the public are invited to give their 
perspectives on these issues.

MUNITY MEDIATION PILOT PROGRAM 
(DOCKET NO. 0518) 


Councilors CONSALVO, FEENEY and TURNER of- 
fered the following: 

WHEREAS, City government is the place that many 
citizens go to have their problems solved. In many cases, 
however, the problems do not have an easy solution that 
a city agency can solve. Often times, the problems are 
between neighbors on a street, a condominium complex 
or an apartment building. Some of these complaints range 
from loud stereos, barking dogs, loud exotic birds, prop- 
erty boundaries, parking or even foul language just to 
name a few; and, 

WHEREAS Residents often call on elected officials 
and city government to step in and try to solve these dif- 
ferences. In many cases, the city can’t solve the dispute 
between two parties and it is often suggested that they 
take the problem to court or to the police department. This 
is ineffective as it takes an enormous amount of time, bogs 
down the court system and, if the parties hire a lawyer, it 
can be costly; and, 

WHEREAS, One way to possibly address these types 
of issues is through a community mediation program. 
Mediators, or impartial third parties, assist individuals in 
finding a mutually acceptable solution to their problem. 
Mediators do not blame, judge who is right or wrong, or 
make decisions about what should happen; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the National Association 
for Community Mediation (NACM), a recent survey in- 
dicated that 82 percent of Americans would prefer using 
a mediator to resolve a dispute instead of going to court; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Community mediation programs have 
shown to be successful across the nation, and the number 
of programs have grown. Ten years ago, it is estimated 
that there were approximately 150 community mediation 
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centers; today there are more than 550. NACM indicates 
that there are close to 20,000 active volunteer community 
mediators and 76,000 trained citizens. Mediation con- 
ducted by trained volunteers reduces the pressure on the 
court system and offers disputants information and refer- 
ral services as well; and, 

WHEREAS, Some states have been very active in 
supporting community mediation statewide, including 
New York, Michigan, North Carolina, New Jersey and 
Nebraska. The Massachusetts Office of Dispute Resolu- 
tion & Public Collaboration builds capacity for conflict 
resolution and prevention and facilitates collaboration 
and consensus-building within public entities and across 
sectors statewide; and, 

WHEREAS, Many cities, including Chicago, Phoenix, 
San Francisco, Baltimore, Denver, Long Beach, Charlotte 
and Albuquerque offer mediation services in conjunction 
with non~profit entities or directly though municipal ser- 
vices; and, 

WHEREAS, There are many non-profit institutions, 
Colleges and Universities and law schools in Boston that 
could partner with the City to help create this program at 
little or no cost to taxpayers; NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the creation 
of a community mediation pilot program.

Dear Mr. Chairmen: 

We the members of the Boston City Council wish to 
have our opinions known on the issue of the local option 
meals tax. 

As you know, cities and towns serve as the economic 
engines for Massachusetts. Whether funded at the nation- 
al, state, regional or local level, the most crucial and vis- 
ible interactions between government and citizens - edu- 


cation, public safety, transportation, sanitation, recreation 
and more - occur locally. 

For too many years, our cities and towns have relied 
on the property tax to fund our basic operations. Even 
under normal circumstances, this places an undue burden 
on many of our most vulnerable residents. But these are 
not ordinary times. Today we are in the worst recession in 
more than three generations. The demand for services has 
never been higher and the flow of funds from the State 
never lower. Today, our choices are which schools shall 
we close, what teachers should we layoff, and how can we 
reduce police resources in our city. 

Allowing Boston to increase its meals tax by 2 percent 
is an investment in our city and our region. It’s an invest- 
ment in safe streets, dynamic parks, and strong schools. 
As these investments grow, so grows the success of our 
region and our economy -- from jobs to tourists. 

Massachusetts currently has the lowest meals tax in 
New England, and one of the lowest in the nation. If we 
are to address the challenges we now face, we can’t do 
so with one arm tied behind our back. Boston brings in 
18 million visitors each year, accounting for over $7 bil- 
lion in spending in the city, and $14 billion statewide. 
The region benefits with over 125,000 travel-related jobs. 
Two-thirds of the anticipated revenue for the City would 
come from non-residents, as the average Bostonian would 
only be paying an additional $l-a-week. By reducing ba- 
sic services, we create unsafe streets, unkempt parks, and 
failing schools, threatening tourism dollars, but more im- 
portantly, failing our residents. 

We urge this Committee to give Boston the flexibility 
around the meals tax option. In the short term, this will 
help us weather our current fiscal crisis. In the long term, 
it will allow Boston to emerge from this recession stron- 
ger than ever.

ORDER AUTHORIZING CHIEF OF ENVIRONMENT 
AND ENERGY TO ACCEPT AND EXPEND GRANT

ORDER FOR HEARING RE: REIMBURSEMENT 
FOR CITY LAND AND BUILDINGS TAKEN BY 
STATE (DOCKET NO. 0555) 


Councilors MURPHY, YANCEY, TURNER and 
LINEHAN offered the following: 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is often constrained 
by the Commonwealth’s limitations and discretion. Some- 
times this bifurcation of authority is beneficial, but other 
times the unilateral actions of the state appear unjust; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Prior to 1988 the City of Boston owned 
the land and buildings of the Brighton district court, 
Charlestown district court, Dorchester district court, East 
Boston district court, West Roxbury district court, Rox- 
bury district court and South Boston district court. How- 
ever, in 1988 the state legislature passed a law transferring 
ownership of said buildings as part of an overall initiative 
to improve all of the Commonwealth’s courthouses; and, 

WHEREAS, Section 15 of chapter 203 of the acts of 
1988 mandated a transfer of all rights, title and interest 
in the land and buildings of the aforementioned courts 
without any compensation to the City; and, 

WHEREAS, The 1988 law specifically limited the 
consideration for the transfer to the Commonwealth’s as- 
sumption of the operation and maintenance of the build- 
ings and lands, but did require the City to continue to fund 
all short-term and emergency capital repairs and improve- 
ments prior to the transfer; and, 

WHEREAS, Now more than ever the City is looking 
for all possible revenue sources, including compensation 
for past takings without consideration. The City has a 
duty to inquire into this transfer and surrounding circum- 
stances; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the Commonwealth’s 1988 taking of various 
City land and buildings utilized as district courts without 
compensation and possible reimbursement. Representa- 
tives from the City’s Administration and Finance Depart- 
ment, the Commonwealth’s Division of Capital Asset 
Management and Maintenance, the Massachusetts Judi- 
cial Branch and other interested parties shall be invited 
to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment and Planning. 


ORDER FOR HEARING RE: ECONOMIC IMPACT OF 
MUNICIPAL EMPLOYEES LIVING OUTSIDE 
CITY AND EMPLOYED BY CITY OF BOSTON 
(DOCKET NO. 0556) 


Councilors LINEHAN, YANCEY, YOON, MURPHY, 
CIOMMO, FEENEY, TURNER and CONNOLLY of- 
fered the foUowing: 

WHEREAS: 5444 City of Boston municipal employ- 
ees live outside the City of Boston, according to records 
provided by the Department of Administration and Fi- 
nance; and 

WHEREAS: Less than one third of the City’s employ- 
ees, fewer than 5000 of over 17,419 employees, are sub- 
ject to residency requirements; and 

WHEREAS: City workers who are residents contrib- 
ute to the economic well being of our neighborhoods, 
are more invested in their jobs, are more reflective of 
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the community they serve and more available in cases of 
emergencies; and 

WHEREAS: The lowest paid City workers (who must 
reside in the City) are often the first municipal employees 
to have their jobs terminated in times of fiscal restraint; 
and 

WHEREAS: Municipal workers who reside outside of 
Boston pay no property tax on primary residency, no ex- 
cise tax on their auto and fewer fees and fines compared 
to residents; and 

WHEREAS: Since nearly 65% of the City’s annual rey- 
enue is generated from these sources, it seems reasonable 
to conclude that non-resident municipal workers should 
pay a local earnings tax or non-resident fee to assume a 
fair share of the burden for City services. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED: That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council holds a hearing re- 
garding the economic impact of non-residents employed 
by the City of Boston. Representatives from the appropri- 
ate City Departments, as well as the public are invited to 
give their perspectives on these issues. 

Referred to the Committee on Government Opera- 
tions. 


ORDER FOR HEARING RE: ECONOMIC IMPACT OF 
MASSACHUSETTS RESIDENTS LIVING OUT- 
SIDE CITY BUT WORKING IN CITY OF BOS- 
TON (DOCKET NO. 0557) 


Councilors LINEHAN, YANCEY, YOON, TOBIN, 
MURPHY, CIOMMO, FEENEY, CONSALVO, TURN- 
ER and CONNOLLY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: 319,474 Massachusetts residents live 
outside the City of Boston but work in the City, according 
to the most recent American Community Survey; and 

WHEREAS: This number does not account for out of 
state residents who are employed in the City of Boston; 
and 

WHEREAS: Over one third of these Massachusetts 
residents working Boston but living outside the City, ap- 
proximately 111,402 workers, are employed by non-profit 
universities, hospitals and organizations, who are tax ex- 
empt institutions; and 

WHEREAS: 111,402 non-residents, not including 
those who live out of state, use the City of Boston as a 
place to generate income for their families and commu- 
nities but neither these employees nor their tax-exempt 
employers contribute financially to the City provided ser- 
vices; and 

WHEREAS: Non-residents pay no property tax on pri- 
mary residency, no excise tax on their auto, and fewer fees 
and fines compared to residents; and 

WHEREAS: Since nearly 65% of the City’s annual rev- 
enue is generated from these sources, it seems reasonable 
to conclude that non-resident employees of tax-exempt 
institutions should pay a local earnings fee to assume an 
fair share of the burden for City serVIces. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED: That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council holds a hear- 
ing regarding the economic impact of non-residents em- 
ployed within the City of Boston. Representatives from 
the appropriate City Departments, as well as the public 
are invited to give their perspectives on these issues.

ORDINANCE REQUIRING CITY COUNCILORS TO 
FILE STATEMENTS OF FINANCIAL INTER- 
ESTS (DOCKET NO. 0558) 


Councilors MURPHY, CONSALVO, FLAHERTY, 
CONNOLLY, ROSS, LINEHAN, TURNER, FEENEY, 
CIOMMO and TOBIN offered the following: 

CITY OF BOSTON 


IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING CITY 
COUNCILLORS TO FILE STATEMENTS OF 
FINANCIAL INTERESTS 


WHEREAS, The City Council is dedicated to ensuring 
transparency and good governance and feels the disclo- 
sure of financial interests furthers these important goals; 

WHEREAS, Under Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 268B, Section 5 certain public employees and 
public officials at the state and county level, including 
state legislators, must file Statements of Financial Inter- 
ests; 

WHEREAS, In 1994 the Mayor issued an Executive 
Order requiring every designated public employee to file 
an annual Statement of Financial Interests; and 

WHEREAS, Neither Massachusetts General Law 
Chapter 268B nor the 1994 Executive Order applies to 
the City Council; 

WHEREAS, Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
268A, the Conflict of Interest Law, does apply to the City 
Council; and 

WHEREAS, Financial disclosures are an effective way 
to prevent conflict of interest problems and ensure trans- 
parent operations; NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding 
the following ordinance: 


Statement of Financial Interests Ordinance 


Section 1 Title and Purpose 

This Chapter shall be known at the “Statement of Fi- 
nancial Interests Ordinance.” The purpose of this Chapter 
is to ensure that all City Councillors are fully reporting 
their relevant financial interests on a yearly basis. Such 
disclosures are in the interest of transparency and good 
governance and will help to prevent conflict of interest 
problems. 


Section 2 Definitions 

(a) Business shall mean any corporation, partner- 
ship, sole proprietorship, firm, 

franchise, association, organization, holding company, 
joint stock company, receivership, business or real estate 
trust, or any other legal entity organized for profit or char- 
itable purposes; 


(b) Business Trust shall mean a business (or 
“Massachusetts”) trust generally organized pursuant to 
M.G.L. c. 182, or some other similar statue, for the pur- 
pose of conducting a business. It is similar to a corpora- 
tion in that its ownership interest is generally divided into 
transferable shares or certificates which are held by the 
beneficiaries. These beneficiaries are similar to a corpora- 
tion’s stockholders. See also Trust; 


(c) Charitable Trust shall mean a type of busi- 
ness trust, generally a not-for-profit entity organized for 
charitable trust purposes such as supporting certain edu- 
cational, scientific or religious goals. The provisions of a 
charitable trust are usually enforceable by the Attorney 
General and such trusts are sometimes tax-exempt pursu- 
ant to IRC 501 (c) (3). See also Trust; 


(d) Debt shall mean loan or liability and all col- 
lateral associated therewith, excluding installment loans, 
educational loans, medical and dental bills, credit card 
purchases, support or alimony obligations, or debt owed 
in the ordinary course and day-to-day operations of rurm- 
ing a business; 


(e) Direct Interest in Legislation, Legislative Ac- 
tion or a Matter Before the City Council shall mean when 
a person has an interest in, at any time during the rel- 
evant calendar year, (i) the use or value of his property, 
or (ii) the conduct of his business or (iii) the use or value 
of the property of or the conduct of the business of a per- 
son with which he is affiliated as an employee, officer, 
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director, trustee, general partner, proprietor, or in a simi- 
lar managerial capacity, that could be or was affected by 
legislation, legislative action or a matter before the City 
Council, unless the effect is not substantially greater than 
the effect generally on persons residing in Massachusetts. 
Any business, which is regulated by the City Council has 
such an interest; 


(f) Equity shall mean any stock, partnership 
share, beneficial trust interest, proprietorship interest, or 
similar ownership interest in a business; 


(g) Fair Market Value shall mean the value that a 
willing buyer would pay a willing seller for property in 
an arm’s-length transaction. The fair market value can be 
determined in several acceptable ways including an actual 
sale or a certified valuation by an independent accoun- 
tant; 


(h) Family Trust shall mean a trust that is gener- 
ally organized by a family member on behalf of some 
other family member to protect assets from being used 
by the beneficiaries (except as permitted by the trust’s 
provisions). A family trust may be created by a written 
document, but need not be. See also Trust, Depending on 
the nature of the trust, the beneficiary may have either a 
“present interest” (a right to trust assets now) or a “future 
interest” (for example, an interest that will not occur until 
someone’s death). A “future interest” may be further clas- 
sified s either “vested” or “contingent,” meaning that the 
interest mayor may not be certain to occur at some future 
point. Generally, if you have the right to receive any of the 
assets of the trust right now, you have a “present” inter- 
est in those assets. Accordingly, you would have to report 
ownership of those assets if valued at $1,000 or more. On 
the other hand, if you do not have the right to receive any 
ofthe assets of the trust right now, you do not have a “pres- 
ent” interest in those assets. Accordingly, you would not 
have to report anything about those assets; 


(i) Gifts are anything given when full value is 
not retumed for what was received and may include pay- 
ment, entertainment, subscription, advance, discount, or 
services having in the aggregate a fair market value in 
excess 0f$100. This does not include gifts from a spouse, 
immediate family or close family (parents, grandparents, 
children, siblings) member nor does it include political 
contribution which must be otherwise disclosed in accor- 
dance with relevant laws; 


Honoraria mean a payment of money or any- 
thing of value as consideration for an appearance, speech, 
article or the like; 


(k) Income shall mean any income from whatever 
source derived including a fee, salary, allowance, forbear- 
ance, forgiveness, interest, dividend, royalty, rent, capital 
gain, or any other form of recompense or any combina- 
tion thereof. Excluded only are the following: 


* Interest from savings accounts and certificates of de- 
posit; 


¢ Interest from governmental obligations other than 
those ofthe Commonwealth or any political subdivi- 
sion or any public agency or authority created by the 
state legislature; 

« Alimony and support payments; 

* Proceeds from a life insurance policy; 

¢ Interest or dividends from money market funds; retire- 
ment or disability benefits profit- sharing plans, 401 
(k) plans; and 

* Social security payments; 


(1) Investment shall mean any tangible or intan- 


gible property, whether personal property or realty, held 
primarily for the purpose of attaining an economic ad- 
vantage, whether directly (as in the case of income or ap- 
preciation) or indirectly (as in the case of Tax Shelters). 
Excluded from this definition are, for example, proper- 
ties held chiefly for enjoyment, certain retirement plans, 
profit-sharing plans, 401 (k) plans, insurance policies and 
your primary residence; 


(n) Legislative Agent shall mean-any person who 
for compensation or reward does any act to promote, op- 
pose or influence legislation, or to promote or oppose or 
influence the governor’s approval or veto thereof or to 
influence the decision of any member of the executive 
branch where such decision concerns legislation or the 
adoption, defeat, of postponement of a standard, rate, rule 
or regulation pursuant thereto. The term shall include 
persons who, as any part of their regular and usual em- 
ployment and not simply incidental thereto, attempt to 
promote, oppose or influence legislation or the governor’s 
approval or veto thereof, whether or not any compensa- 
tion in addition to the salary for such employment is re- 
ceived for such services; 


(0) Person shall mean a business, individual, cor- 
poration, union, association, firm, partnership, committee 
or other organization or groups of persons; 


(p) Realty Trust shall mean a type of business 
trust generally organized for the primary purpose of buy- 
ing, selling, holding, or investing real property usually 
created by a written instrument. These trusts are some- 
times also Real Estate Investment Trusts or “REITS.” See 
also Trust; 


(q) Reimbursement is a payment for money ex- 
pended or to be expended (for example, travel, meals, or 
lodging), which is for actual expenses incurred or to be 
incurred reasonably related to the event to which they are 
connected; 


(r) Security shall mean any note, stock, bond, de- 
benture, evidence of a debt owed to you or to your spouse, 
certificate of interest or participation in any profit-sharing 
arrangement, certificate of interest in any mutual fund, 
stock, or commodity option, or similar evidence of own- 
ership or interest, or a receipt or certificate of deposit for, 
or warrant or right to subscribe to or purchase, any of the 
foregoing; 


(s) Tax Shelter shall mean any device used by tax- 
payer to reduce or to defer payment of taxes. Tax shelters 
organized either as a business or as an investment and are 
reportable on Statements of Financial Interests as such. 
Retirement plans are not considered Tax Shelters and are 
generally not reportable; 


(t) Trust shall mean a legal entity in which the 
actual (or “beneficial’’) ownership of property is separated 
from its legal ownership. The legal ownership is held by 
a Trustee who owes certain duties to the beneficiaries. 
Those duties usually arise by a written document (a “Dec- 
laration of Trust,” for example); 


Section 3. Statement of Financial Interests 


All City Councilors must file an annual Statement of 
Financial Interests with the City Clerk on or before June I 
of each calendar year for the preceding calendar year. The 
forms for such Statements will be provided by the City 
Clerk and all Councilors must fill out the forms in their 
entirety. Information required to be provided in the State- 
ment of Financial Interest shall include the following: 


(a) The Councillor’s name and home address and 
the name of the Councillor’s spouse if he or she resides 
with the Councillor; 


(b) Any other governmental position(s) held by 
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the Councillor and the Councillor’s spouse in any federal, 
state, county, district, or municipal agency, compensated 
or uncompensated, full or part-time in the relevant cal- 
endar year, income of Councillor’s position(s) must be 
disclosed, but not the income of the Councilor’s spouse; 


(c) Each business, including non-profit organi- 
zations, with which the Councillor or the Councillor’s 
spouse were associated in the relevant calendar year as 
an employee, or as a partner, proprietor, director, or in 
any managerial capacity, full or part-time, compensated 
or uncompensated, income of Councillor’s position(s) 
must be disclosed, but not the income ofthe Councilor’s 
spouse; 


(d) Any business, the equity of which the Coun- 
cillor and/or the Councillor’s spouse owned more than 1 
% during the relevant calendar year; the Councillor’s per- 
centage ownership must be disclosed, but not the percent- 
age ownership of the Councillor’s spouse; 


(e) Any equity in a business with which the Coun- 
cillor is associated which the Councillor transferred to the 
Councillor’s spouse within the relevant calendar year;

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council is committed to 
constantly exploring initiatives to make our community a 
safer place and to improving youth development oppor- 
tunities; and, 

WHEREAS, There have been recent reports of an 
alarming trend affecting our neighborhoods and youth in 
the City. After a four year-old was shot in Roxbury, a five 
month-old was harmed in Mattapan, a seven year-old was 
injured while playing in Mission Hill and a three month- 
old was almost injured by a bullet in Dorchester it is clear 
that no one escapes the horrors of violence; and, 

WHEREAS, On September 18, 2008 the Boston Globe 
reported that the number of shooting victims seventeen 
years old and younger has almost tripled from 2002. In 
2002 there were 23 and 67 in 2007. Last year alone the 
Globe reports that there were 53 seventeen year-olds and 
younger victimized by Boston crime; and, 

WHEREAS, These reports require a multi-faceted ap- 
proach and any attempt to combat this horrific trend re- 
quires continuous, updated reporting. The Boston Police 
Department already provides crime statistic reporting, but 
more can be done to educate City officials on the number 
of crimes involving youth. Increased reporting will assist 
in developing responsible, accurate responses to these 
crimes. NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows:

WHEREAS: The teachers and staff of these programs 
offered to leave vacant positions unfilled, freeze wages 
and otherwise help reduce costs in order to save the posi- 
tions that were slated for elimination which would create 
savings over $1 million - roughly equal to the savings in 
proposed cuts, and; 

WHEREAS: These positions are in large part grant 
funded; however, BCYF has stated that the City will not 
apply for the grants this year. BCYF has put the respon- 
sibility for seeking replacement funding on Community 
Center Councils, some of which are not prepared to 
shoulder the additional burden and administrative respon- 
sibility. 

WHEREAS: This will create unnecessary disruptions 
for many hundreds of families and force parents to seek 
pre-school and after schools services elsewhere in the 


City. Even if some of the Councils are successful in seek- 
ing grants, there will likely be an increase in fees and an 
increase in the financial burden placed on working fami- 
lies and that in fact some families may not be able to find 
or pay for replacement services; therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council calls for 
the full restoration of FY10 cuts to Boston Centers for 
Youth and Families Preschool and Afterschool program- 
ming. This resolution shall be duly signed by the President 
of the City Council and attested to and a copy, thereof, 
transmitted by the Clerk of the City of Boston.

AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING ENFORCEMENT OF 
PENSION LAWS 


WHEREAS, State law already imposes hour and sal- 
ary caps on any public retiree who then is hired by the 
Commonwealth or political subdivision, but the employee 
and treasurer of the hiring body is responsible for enforce- 
ment and it is easy to see how this would fall through 
thecracks; and, 

WHEREAS, Imposing a requirement that the officer 
executing the contract ensures state pension law compli- 
ance is a simple way to ensure that violations don’t occur 
and that the City is legally and responsibly spending its 
money on consultants and contractors; NOW, THERE- 
FORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter IV, section 4-6 is hereby amended by ap- 
pending the following new subsection: 

4-6.5 Enforcement of Pension laws. 

Prior to hiring a consultant or contractor, the officer in 
charge of the City of Boston Department executing the 
contract with said consultant or contractor shall inquire 
about the individual’s pension or retirement allowance 
status and shall confirm that said individual’s contract 
terms, including work schedule and salary, will be in con- 
formance with M.G.L. c. 32, s. 91. The officer in charge 
of the City of Boston Department executing the contract 
shall certify compliance with this subsection as an adden- 
dum to said contract. The officer in charge of the City 
of Boston Department executing the contract with the 
consultant or contractor shall also periodically review the 
individual’s service to ensure continued compliance. 


Section 2. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately.

RESOLUTION URGING BOSTON REDEVELOP- 
MENT AUTHORITY TO IMMEDIATELY IMPLE- 
MENT A PROCEDURE IMPOSING CONDITION 
ON ALL CONTRACTS EXECUTED WITH CON- 
SULTANT OR CONTRACTOR THAT ENSURES 
COMPLIANCE WITH STATE PENSION LAWS 
(DOCKET NO. 0657) 


Councilor YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS, In this era of fiscal insecurity, the City 
Council is committed to ensuring that all City policies 
properly conform with pension laws, which so greatly af- 
fect our City’s fiscal resources; and 

WHEREAS, The State-Boston Retirement System and 
City finances cannot be distinguished and as such the City 
has a responsibility to ensure that the system is properly 
administered; and 

WHEREAS, Unfortunately, instances of pension mis- 
conduct have become increasingly familiar throughout 
various agencies that comprise the State-Boston Retire- 
ment System, including instances of abuse in the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA); and 

WHEREAS, As a quasi-independent agency the BRA 
has certain autonomy from the City, but this independence 
only goes so far. The Boston Globe’s April 21, 2009 story 
about pension abuse within the BRA and the consultant in 
question’s open defiance of the law is startling. When the 
irresponsible practices of the BRA impact our retirement 
obligations and the agency openly flouts existing state 
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pension laws, something must be done; and 

WHEREAS, M.G.L. c. 32, s. 91 limits the public work 
hours and public salary of someone receiving a govern- 
mental retirement allowance. The public retiree cannot 
work at a governmental body more than 960 hours in any 
calendar year and their salary is also constrained by stat- 
ute. These laws are clear, but the enforcement is often left 
to the retiree; and, 

WHEREAS, More can and should be done to ensure 
that any consulting contract executed by the Boston Re- 
development Authority with an individual receiving a 
government pension is legal and proper. One way to do 
this is to make compliance with state pension laws a pre- 
requisite to any contract formation. Therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council urges the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority to immediately imple- 
ment a procedure imposing a condition on all contracts 
executed with a consultant or contractor that ensures 
compliance with state pension laws.

ORDINANCE REGULATING NOISE LEVELS OF 
MOTORCYCLES (DOCKET NO. 0658) 


Councilors LAMATTINA, YOON, CONNOLLY, 
YANCEY, TURNER, ROSS and FEENEY offered the 
following: 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE NOISE 
LEVELS OF MOTORCYCLES 


WHEREAS, On a daily basis, City of Boston resi- 
dents contend with noise pollution from various sources. 
A chief contributor of this excessive noise is motorcycle 
exhaust systems. 

WHEREAS, To combat excessive noise pollution, the 
Environmental Protection Agency has codified a motor- 
cycle and a motorcycle exhaust system labeling program, 
40 C.ER. §§205.158, 205.169 respectively, which requires 
motorcycle and motorcycle exhaust system manufactur- 
ers to attach a permanent label to their manufactured 
products stating that the product meets the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s noise emission requirements. The 
purpose of the labels is to ensure that specific motorcycles 
and exhaust systems fully comply with their tested noise 
emission requirements. 

WHEREAS, Neither this problem nor its remedy are 
unique to Boston. Other local governments, including 
Denver and Fairfax County, Virginia, have enacted ordi- 
nances requiring exhaust system labels to combat exces- 
sive noise pollution; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has the authority to 
control and abate excessive noise produced by the op- 
eration of motor vehicles, pursuant to M.G.L. chapter 40, 
section 21(22) and does so by regulating excessive noise 
from motor vehicles and by prohibiting certain motor 
vehicle exhaust system modifications. However, enforce- 
ment is often difficult and more can be done. By creat- 
ing new mechanisms based on existing standards, we can 
improve the City’s mission of reducing noise pollution. 
NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1 

CBC Chapter XVI, Section 16-47 is hereby amended 
by adding the following immediately after the first para- 
graph:- 

(a) Motorcycle Exhaust System Labeling 

1) No person shall park, use or operate a motorcycle, 
within the City of Boston, manufactured subsequent to 
December 31, 1982 that does not bear the required appli- 
cable Federal EPA exhaust system label pursuant Code of 


Federal Regulations Title 40, Volume 24, Part 205, Sub- 
parts D and Subpart E. 

2) All violations of subsection (a)(I) shall be pun- 
ishable by a fine of three hundred dollars and no cents 
($300.00). 

3) Commissioner of the Boston police Department, or 
his or her designee, shall have the authority to enforce 
subsection (a) of this section.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS BANNING 
MOTORCYCLES ON CERTAIN STREETS IN 
NORTH END (DOCKET NO. 0659) 


Councilor ROSS and FEENEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS, Many Boston residents utilize motor- 
cycles in neighborhoods across the city, including dense 
residential and business districts. When motorcycles are 
operated properly, they are extremely enjoyable and use- 
ful machines. Unfortunately, some riders have illegally 
bought and installed aftermarket exhaust systems to in- 
crease noise; and,

vironmental Protection Agency has established federal 
guidelines regarding motorcycle noise emissions stan- 
dards.

WHEREAS, In all parts of the country, there have been 
citizen efforts to speak up about this problem of loud mo- 
torcycles; and, 

WHEREAS, Specifically, residents and business own- 
ers in the North End neighborhood have voiced concerns 
and outrage against riders operating loud motorcycles on 
Hannover Street; and, 

WHEREAS, In an effort to preserve public health in 
the community and secure a high quality of life in the 
North End, the Transportation Department must take bold 
action to reduce motorcycle noise; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the adopted Traffic Rules 
and Regulations by the City of Boston, there is a list of 
“streets or parts thereof’ that is on file with the Transpor- 
tation Department that limits vehicular traffic on specific 
streets; and, 

WHEREAS, The Commissioner of Transportation 
should strongly consider banning motorcycles on certain 
streets in the North End, with an exemption for North End 
motorcycle owners only, and amend the City of Boston’s 
Traffic Rules and Regulations; NOW THEREFORE BE 
IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss banning 
motorcycles on certain streets in the North End.

WHEREAS, The City is committed to reducing un- 
necessary noise pollution and existing ordinance CBC 
Chapter 16-26 regulates noise levels to maintain the best 
quality of life for Bostonians; and, 

WHEREAS, There is an increasing problem stemming 
from loud power vent exhaust systems. These power vents 
are often installed by professionals or homeowners who 
fail to ensure compliance with City noise standards; and, 

WHEREAS, It is in the interest of all community mem- 
bers to limit the amount of noise pollution in our neigh- 
borhoods. One way to do this is to ensure that power vent 
exhaust system installers are aware of these standards and 
take all means possible to ensure installation complies 
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with appropriate noise levels; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Cambridge faced a similar 
issue and resolved it by implementing a program within 
their Inspectional Services Department that ensures any- 
one receiving a permit for this type of installation, as re- 
quired by state law, signs an affidavit certifying that the 
applicant is doing everything possible to ensure that in- 
stallation will not violate Cambridge’s noise code; and, 

WHEREAS, Imposing this affidavit requirement as 
a condition of receiving a permit will assist in ensuring 
that our noise standards are met and that City residents 
can continue to enjoy their neighborhoods free from noise 
pollution. NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by appending 
the following new paragraph after the first paragraph of 
section 16-26.10:- “As a condition of any permit issued 
by the Commissioner of Inspectional Services for any 
power vent exhaust systems installation associated with 
plumbing or gas fitting work pursuant to M.G.L. c. 142 
and state building code regulations, the applicant shall 
be required to submit a written affidavit, duly sworn, on 
a form provided by the Commissioner certifying that he 
or she will take the necessary actions to ensure that the 
installation will not result in noise levels exceeding those 
allowed by this section. However, said applicant shall not 
be responsible for a power vent exhaust system that does 
not comply with noise levels permitted by this section if 
said noncompliance is wholly unrelated to the original 
installation and said applicant is not the power vent ex- 
haust system’s owner. The Commissioner of Inspectional 
Services shall make a copy of this section available to all 
applicants upon permit application. “

WHEREAS, In 2003 the City enacted an ordinance 
aiding enforcement of the Boston Zoning Code by grant- 
ing the Commissioner of Inspectional Services the ability 
to enforce the Code through the City’s non-criminal dis- 
position authority; and, 

WHEREAS, The ordinance specifically addressed 
Boston Zoning Code violations involving yard parking, 
auto repair and work without a building permit. It allows 
for non~criminal disposition of these violations along 
with the normal zoning code enforcement and appeal 
process; and, 

WHEREAS, Under the existing ordinance the Com- 
missioner has the discretion to issue a warning instead 
of a fine for a first offense, but the unique problems as- 
sociated with the habitual violation of the Zoning Code’s 
sign regulations warrant a stricter enforcement procedure; 
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NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVI, section 16-46.3 is hereby amended 
by appending the following new subsection after subsec- 
tion (c):- 

“d. Signs. Any person who violates any section of the 
Boston Zoning Code, including but not limited to Article 
11, as it may be amended, by failing to comply with any 
sign requirement shall be in violation of CBC 16-46. 
Each day a violation occurs or remains unremedied shall 
be considered a separate violation.” 


Section 2. 

CBC Chapter XVI, section 16-46.4 is hereby amended 
by appending the following after the last sentence in the 
first paragraph:- “For any violations of CBC 16-46.3( d) 
the Commissioner shall immediately issue the aforemen- 
tioned fine by a non-criminal disposition as provided in 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 21 D 
and shall not issue a written warning for a first offense in 
lieu ofa fine for violations of CBC 16-46.3(d).” 


Section 3. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

WHEREAS: The act encourages schools and training 
programs to register all juniors and seniors at the start of 
the year; and 

WHEREAS: The legislation would allow citizens to 
register and vote on the same day as long as they are able 
to show proof of residence, provide identification and sign 
an oath of eligibility; and 

WHEREAS: The bill would allow troops serving over- 
seas to request and receive absentee ballots via e-mail;

WHEREAS: The act would require that all broadcast 
campaign commercials be closed captioned for the hear- 
ing impaired; and

PROCEDURES USED BY FIRST RESPONDERS 


WHEN RESPONDING TO SITUATIONS WHERE 
INDIVIDUALS ARE EXPERIENCING MENTAL 
HEALTH CRISIS (DOCKET NO. 0727) 


Councilors CONNOLLY, CONSALVO, CIOMMO, 
FEENEY, FLAHERTY, YOON, YANCEY, TURNER, 
TOBIN, LINEHAN and ROSS offered the following: 

WHEREAS, The “Health of Boston 2009” draft re- 
port prepared by the Boston Public Health Commission 
reported that almost ten percent of adult Boston residents 
reported that their mental health was not good fifteen or 
more days during the previous month in 2006 and about 
one in five adults and one in four high school students 
reported experiencing a depressive episode (depressive 
symptoms for two weeks straight) during the past year; 

WHEREAS, In the absence of specialized training in 
mental illness and knowledge of local treatment systems 
and their points of access, first responder response to an 
individual who is experiencing a mental health crisis may 
result in arrest, incarceration, and possibly injury, when 
treatment and referral may be the appropriate course of 
action; 

WHEREAS, The National Alliance on Mental Illness 
(NAMI) was founded in 1979 and is now the largest grass- 
roots organization in the nation dedicated to improving 
the lives of all people affected by mental illness. NAMI 
is a non-profit organization whose mission is to advocate, 
educate, and support individuals with mental illness and 
their families; 

WHEREAS, NAMI has twenty-three local affili- 
ates and over 2,500 members including individuals with 
mental illness, family members, and others in the men- 
tal health community. NAMI affiliates in Massachusetts 
include NAMI Dorchester, NAMI Greater Boston CAN, 
and a recently organized NAMI Latino Metro Boston 
group which holds meetings in Spanish and is designed to 
address the specific needs of the Latino community; 

WHEREAS, A discussion between the first respond- 
ers and representatives from NAMI regarding current re- 
sponse procedures may lead to improved services for in- 
dividuals experiencing a mental health crisis, and a safer 
work environment for first responders; 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hear- 
ing to discuss current procedures used by first respond- 
ers when responding to situations where individuals are 
experiencing a mental health crisis. Representatives from 
NAMI, the Boston Police Department, the Boston Fire 
Department, Boston Emergency Medical Services, Bos- 
ton Public Health Commission and other interested par- 
ties shall be invited to attend.

Councilors LINEHAN, FEENEY, CONNOLLY, 
CIOMMO, LAMATTINA, TOBIN, YANCEY, FLA- 
HERTY and YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Massachusetts general law, chapter 140 
sections 137 and 141 and city ordinances mandate that 
every dog owner must obtain a license for their pet each 
year; and 

FVHEREAS: On June Ist of each year, using a com- 
puterized list, dog officers conduct a door to door survey, 
whereas unlicensed dogs are fined $25.00, plus $15.00 for 
every day the dog is not licensed; and 

WHEREAS: Massachusetts general law, chapter 140 
section 173 and City of Boston ordinance 16-1.9 requires 
all dog owners to keep their dogs on leashes to protect the 
public from free roaming dogs; and 

WHEREAS: Leash law violators first receive a written 
warning, then a $25 fine for a second offense, $30 fine 
for a third offense and a $50 fine for a fourth offense and 
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every offense thereafter; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston’s dog fouling ordi- 
nance, section 16-1.10a of the city code requires all dog 
owners to remove and properly dispose of feces left by 
their dog or be subject to a $50 fine; and 

WHEREAS: Fines for dog fouling, leash law and unli- 
censed dog infractions are outdated and much lower than 
municipalities of comparable size and density throughout 
the U.S.; and 

WHEREAS: Enforcement can be strengthened by 
authorizing and instructing all municipal enforcement 
agencies, including Park Rangers, Code Enforcement and 
the Boston Police Department to cite dog owners for dog 
related infractions. Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council holds a hearing to strengthen en- 
forcement and increase fines for existing regulations re- 
lated to dog ownership. Representatives from the appro- 
priate City Departments, as well as the public are invited 
to give their perspectives on these issues.

Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council supports 
and urges the passage of State House bill 3588, An Act 
Related to Unpaid Municipal Fines in an effort to create 
an effective appeals process for Boston residents.

Whereas, the federal stimulus project will provide 
$33,329,733 to the BHA for rehabilitation over the next 
two years; and 

Whereas, the BHA will use over $10 million for the 
rehabilitation of the Washington Beech development as 
well as $10 million for upgrading and modernizing over 
600 bathrooms and/or ventilation at three of the BHA’s 
oldest family developments, Charlestown, Mary Ellen 
McCormack, and Old Colony; $3.5 million to complete 
boiler replacements and upgrades at the Charlestown, Le- 
nox, Cathedral, Bellflower, and Peabody developments; 
and $800,000 for replacing outdated underground fuel 
tanks for heating oil at six buildings at Commonwealth; 
and 

Whereas, in addition, the BHA will use $1.8 million 
of the stimulus funds to make elevators at 4 family devel- 
opments and elevators and lobbies at 24 elderly develop- 
ments ready to receive security cameras; $3 million for 
roofs at 10 buildings at Lenox and 7 buildings at Charles- 
town; $800,000 for repair of building envelope at Walnut 
Park development; and $200,000 to complete drainage 
and waterproofing affecting the Old Colony Teen Center 
space; and 

Whereas, at the BHA hearing on the stimulus pack- 
age, residents raised concerns regarding how decisions 
were made and when their developments were to receive 
needed similar upgrades. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a public hearing and invite represen- 
tatives of the Boston Housing Authority to present the 
BHA long term plan for rehabilitation of their housing 
infrastructure including repairs and rehabilitation needed 
at each development, the estimated cost of the repairs, and 
the time table for implementing the repairs.

Whereas, the Boston Public School System has had 
an ongoing problems with the build up of mold and the 
development of air quality problems, many believe have 
resulted in respiratory problems on the part of students 
and teachers; and 

Whereas, problems at the Agassiz School in 1996 led 
to the development of an ordinance by former Councilor 
Hennigan which requires twice yearly inspections of the 
schools; and 

Whereas, in 2003, the School Department, Public 
Health Commission, and Boston Asthma Coalition com- 
ing together as the Boston Healthy Schools Task Force 
implemented an ongoing once a year inspection system 
of air quality and mold at each school; and 

Whereas, at an April 27th, 2009 hearing on the rela- 
tionship between BPS infrastructure repairs and health 
problems, teachers from the Agassiz, William Monroe 
Trotter, and the John D. O’Bryant schools reported seri- 
ous health problems, among teachers and students, stem 
from, they believe, particulates effecting air quality; and 

Whereas, it is critically important that the City take any 
and all steps that can help us to identify mold and air qual- 
ity problems within the Boston Public Schools; and 

Whereas, the state requires each school system to send 
data to the State Department of Public Health each year 
regarding the health of every student; and 

Whereas, the matching of this data base with a data 
base that could be developed through a teacher survey 
regarding respiratory illnesses of teachers could help us 
identify schools where there are mold and air quality 
problems that are not being identified by the technology 
being used by the Healthy Schools Task Force in their 
yearly school inspections. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a public hearing and invite represen- 
tatives of the Boston Health Commission, the Boston 
School Department, the Boston Teachers’ Union, and the 
Boston Asthma Coalition to discuss their views on the 
use of student and teacher health data to identify schools 
where there are continuing mold and air quality problems 
unidentified by present technology.

ORDINANCE REQUIRING LICENSURE OF ARMED 
SECURITY GUARDS (DOCKET NO. 0733) 


Councilors CONSALVO, TURNER, LINEHAN, 
FEENEY and CIOMMO offered the following: 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING LICENSURE OF 
ARMED SECURITY GUARDS 


WHEREAS, State law requires anyone engaged in the 
private detective, watch, guard or patrol agency business 
to be licensed. This requirement does not apply to agents 
or employees of such companies. However, many of these 
companies employ armed security guards that patrol in- 
side businesses and on public ways and the only permit- 
ting requirement for these guards is firearm licensure; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Often times these individual security 
guards are dressed in army fatigues or other official look- 
ing uniforms and this appearance coupled with a gun 
presents an air of authority and responsibility; yet many 
of them don’t carry any special security 

guard license; and, 

WHEREAS, Several other states require individual 
security guard licensing. Connecticut, New York, Rhode 


Island and Vermont require some form of individual se- 
curity guard registration and company licensing structure; 
an 


WHEREAS, Some security guard agencies already 
register their guards as special officers licensed by the 
Boston Police Commissioner. The Commissioner is 
granted the authority to appoint individuals as special 
police officers and set the conditions of becoming such 
an officer. Special officers aren’t paid by the City and no 
liability is imposed on the City for his or her actions, but 
these officers have additional police powers to preserve 
order and enforce laws. The scope of this authority is lim- 
ited and set by the conditions of their license; and, 

WHEREAS, Currently, there is no mandatory require- 
ment that armed security guards register as special of- 
ficers. Those companies that have already encouraged 
employees to register are ensuring that their employees 
have the qualifications necessary to be in a position of 
responsibility, but more can be done to protect our general 
welfare; and, 

WHEREAS, Requiring any armed security guard in 
the City of Boston to be licensed as a special officer by the 
Boston Police Department would ensure that said armed 
individuals are aware of their rights and limitations un- 
der the law. Although companies must register with the 
state, a municipality has a strong interest in protecting its 
citizens and keeping the peace by requiring individuals 
that carry weapons in their official capacity to be properly 
licensed; and, 

WHEREAS, There is too much room for error and the 
consequences to grave if someone carrying a weapon and 
dressed as an official goes un-regulated. Licensing armed 
security guards is a reasonable mechanism to ensure the 
security of our community. The Boston Police Depart- 
ment already has rules and procedures in place for such 
licensing and imposing this requirement will not create an 
undue burden; and, 

WHEREAS, It is in the best interests of the City, em- 
ployers and security guard employees to ensure that those 
with the appearance of authority are properly licensed and 
legally have said power. NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVII is hereby amended by appending 
the following new section:- 

17-17 LICENSURE OF ARMED SECURITY 
GUARDS 

17 -17.1 Licensing requirement. 

Any person employed as an armed security officer 
within the City of Boston must be licensed as a Boston 
Police Department special officer pursuant to Boston Po- 
lice Department Rules and Procedures. For purposes of 
this section only, the term ‘“‘armed” means authorized to 
carry a firearm, as defined in M.G.L. c. 140, s. 121, under 
the laws of the Commonwealth and in conformance with 
M.G.L. c. 147, §§22-30. 


17-7.2 Fines. 

Any person serving as an armed security officer within 
the City of Boston without the license required in sub- 
section 17.1 shall be punished by a fine in the amount 
of three hundred dollars ($300) for each week the officer 
fails to obtain the proper license. 


17- 7.3 Enforcement. 
The Boston Police Commissioner shall have the au- 
thority to enforce these provisions. 


Section 2. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage, but no monetary fine shall be 
imposed pursuant hereto until ninety (90) days after pas- 
sage.

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OF MASSACHUSETTS TO IMPLEMENT REGU- 
LAR LICENSE PLATE REISSUANCE AND RE- 
PLACEMENT PROGRAM (DOCKET NO. 0734) 


Councilors CONSALVO, CONNOLLY, FEENEY, 
CIOMMO, FLAHERTY, LINEHAN, YOON, TURNER, 
TOBIN, LAMATTINA and ROSS offered the following: 

WHEREAS, License plates, validation stickers and 
inspection stickers provide a visual display of properly 
registered and legally insured motor vehicles in the Com- 
monwealth; and, 

WHEREAS, Motor vehicle registration generates 
nearly $1 billion in revenues from fees for titles, registra- 
tions and tax collections from vehicle sales; and, 

WHEREAS, The city of Boston has collected approxi- 
mately $91.5 million in revenues from motor vehicle ex- 
cise taxes paid by motorists at the time of motor vehicle 
registration renewal in 2009; and, 

WHEREAS, In 2010, the city of Boston projects to 
collect $79.8 million in total revenues - a decrease of ap- 
proximately $12 million from 2009 - from motor vehicle 
registrations; and, 

WHEREAS, A Council of State Government study in- 
dicated that 4-7% of U. S. motor vehicles are unregistered 
and uninsured. Registration avoidance threatens to not 
only undermine public safety, but also the economic vi- 
ability of the state and its local governments; and, 

WHEREAS, The Massachusetts Department of Rev- 
enue estimates that nearly 5% of vehicles are unregistered 
and a Massachusetts Inspector General’s report indicates 
that 10-15% of vehicle registrations are non- compliant; 
and, 

WHEREAS, The reissuance and replacement of li- 
cense plates on a regular basis would enhance driver com- 
pliance with the motor vehicle process, would ensure the 
display of proper plates and stickers and promote greater 
insurance coverage; and, 

WHEREAS, Currently, more than 35 states in the U.S. 
conduct a regular replacement or reissuance of motor 
vehicle license plates, including New York, New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island, Connecticut and Maine; and, 

WHEREAS, In uncertain economic times and declin- 
ing excise tax revenues, it is critical to the city of Boston 
to seek out all sources of income while enforcing the ex- 
isting laws and regulations. It is estimated that well over 
$1 million in excise tax revenues are untapped and would 
be used to offset the city’s current budget deficit; THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

RESOLVED, That the city of Boston recognizes the 
continued need to improve the quality of life for all citi- 
zens across the state and those residing in the city of Bos- 
ton in particular. The Boston City Council calls on the 
State of Massachusetts to implement a regular license 
plate reissuance and replacement program. Such a pro- 
gram would make our citizens safer, more compliant with 
existing laws and generate much needed revenues for the 
state and its local governments during this time of fiscal 
adjustment.

WHEREAS, In particular, there have been reports of 
several small retailers selling stolen cell phones. This 
market is not only illegal, but encourages further unlaw- 
ful behavior by conveying that it is ok to steal property 
because you will be compensated for it; and, 


WHEREAS, During these hard economic times ev- 
eryone is desperate for more money or lower cost items, 
but selling stolen goods is not the answer. Pawn shops 
and retailers are reportedly selling these stolen goods in 
defiance of state law underneath the table in back rooms. 
There are a myriad of stolen property laws and consumer 
protection regulations that may be a resource tool to com- 
bat this escalating problem; and, 

WHEREAS, Although there are already laws on the 
books concerning receiving and buying stolen property, 
more should be done to examine current enforcement of 
these laws and research how the City can curb this illegal 
behavior; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine the City’s current efforts to curtail the resale of 
stolen property and investigate new mechanisms of com- 
bating this issue. Representatives from the Boston Police 
Department, Boston Office of Consumer Affairs and 
Licensing, local business groups and other interested par- 
ties shall be invited to attend.

ES BOSTONIANS FACE I CALLING BOSTON 
THEIR HOME FOR A LIFETIME (DOCKET NO.

Councilors CONNOLLY, YANCEY, LINEHAN, 
YOON, TURNER, CIOMMO, FEENEY, FLAHERTY, 
LAMATTINA, TOBIN, ROSS and CONSALVO offered 
the following: 

WHEREAS, According to the most recent Census, 
taken in 2000, the population of Boston was 589,141. The 
United States Bureau of the Census estimated the popula- 
tion in 2005 and 2006 to be 599,351; 

WHEREAS, According to The Boston Foundation’s 
“The Greater Housing Report Card 2006-2007: An As- 
sessment of Progress on Housing in the Greater Boston 
Area” (“The Boston Foundation report”) between July 
2005 and June 2006, Massachusetts registered an incre- 
mental increase in population since the 2000 Census, with 
the increase attributed to foreign immigration; 

WHEREAS, Boston’s population is strengthened by its 
diversity - a population of new Bostonians and lifelong 
Bostonians; 

WHEREAS, Boston’s Office of New Bostonians at- 
tributes the growing population to several communities 
and people, including Haitians, Dominicans, Chinese, 
Vietnamese, EI Savadorians, Jamaicans, Cape Verdeans, 
Colombians, Irish, Brazilians, and others; 

WHEREAS, Young professionals and students also 
contribute to Boston’s growing population. The Boston 
Redevelopment Authority’s ONEin3 program recognizes 
that 33 percent of all Boston residents are in the 20-34 age 
demographic, which is the second-highest percentage of 
any major city in the country. Forty-three percent of the 
20-34 year old demographic have attained a Bachelor’s 
degree and ONEin3 notes that 32 percent of the 20-34 age 
demographic is currently enrolled in school; 

WHEREAS, The Boston Foundation report notes that 
since 2003 the net outmigration of Massachusetts resi- 
dents has ranged between 50,000 and 62,000 per year, 
with the largest population loss being residents in the 
20-24 and 25-34 year old cohorts. The Boston Indicators 
Project estimated that between 2003 and 2005, 12,600 
residents between the ages of24 and 35 moved out of Suf- 
folk County; 

WHEREAS, Between 1990 and 2000, Boston experi- 
enced a 9.2 percent increase in single persons and non- 
related households and a 0.6 percent increase in family 
households according to the Boston Indicators Project; 

WHEREAS, The Boston Public Health Commission’s 
“Health of Boston 2009” report included surveys of vari- 
ous neighborhoods and demographics to which residents 
responded that barriers to high quality of life in the city 
include high cost of healthcare, drug usage, and safety; 
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WHEREAS, A 2003 report by the u.s. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics Consumer Price Index noted a 3.8 percent 
increase in the “cost of living” index within Boston City 
limits, compared to a nationwide increase of 2.3 percent. 
In the early 2000s, both the proportion of owner-to—renter 
occupied units and the housing vacancy rate within the 
city were on the rise; 

WHEREAS, The Boston Foundation Report notes that 
Boston was the third most expensive home buying market 
in the nation in 2001 and is currently ranked fifteenth; 

WHEREAS, People from all walks of life committed 
to making Boston “home for a lifetime” strengthen neigh- 
borhoods and improve the quality of life for all Bosto- 
nians; 

WHEREAS, Challenges that individuals and fami- 
lies face in making Boston their lifelong home are not 
insurmountable and local government, community orga- 
nizations, faith-based organizations, neighborhood asso- 
ciations and crime watches, and many other groups serve 
the important purpose of improving the quality of life for 
Bostonians. 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine and discuss the challenges Bostonians face in 
calling Boston “home for a lifetime.” Interested parties 
shall be invited to attend.

I hereby transmit for your approval an Ordinance au- 
thorizing the City of Boston to establish guidelines for 
parking motor vehicles in marked bike lanes and shared 
bike lanes. Presently, the City lacks an effective method to 
discourage drivers of motor vehicles from stopping, stand- 
ing or parking in marked bike and shared bike lanes. 

This Ordinance would allow a fine of one hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00) for stopping, standing or parking motor 
vehicles in marked bike or shared bike lanes, and would 
promote greater bicycle safety. I urge your Honorable 
Body to adopt this Ordinance as soon as possible.

AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING PARKING 
IN A MARKED BIKE LANE OR MARKED 
SHARED BIKE LANE 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston is lacking an effective 
method to ensure public safety as members of the public 
not only travel in motor vehicles in marked bike lanes and 
shared bike lanes but also park in said lanes; and 

WHEREAS, This Ordinance shall establish the follow- 
ing guidelines for parking motor vehicles in marked bike 
lanes and shared bike lanes; and 

Be it ordered by the City Council as follows: 


a. Purpose. The purpose of this ordinance is to estab- 
lish guidelines for parking motor vehicles in marked bike 
lanes and shared bike lanes. 


b. Prohibition from Marked Bike Lanes and Shared 
Lanes. No driver shall stand or park any motor vehicle in 
a marked bike or shared bike lane in the City of Boston. 


c. Penalties. Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be subject to a fine of one hundred dollars 
and no cents ($100.00) for each offense. This fine shall in- 


crease by thirty-three dollars ($33.00) if it remains unpaid 
at least twenty-one (21) days after issuance of a notice of 
the violation. 

d. Exceptions. Nothing in these sections shall prevent 
standing or parking a motor vehicle in a marked bike lane 
or shared bike lane: (i) when necessary to avoid conflict 
with other traffic or pedestrians; (ii) in compliance with 
the lawful direction of a police officer or official traffic 
sign; or (iii) unless authorized to do so under existing 
regulations (including but not limited to designated resi- 
dential parking lanes or parking meters). 


e. Enforcement. The Boston Transportation Depart- 
ment and the Boston Police Department shall have the 
authority to enforce this section. The provisions of Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws c. 90, s. 20A1/2 may be used to 
enforce these sections, and the adjudication provisions of 
this chapter and of Chapter 190 of the Acts of 1982 shall 
apply to this section. The Boston Police Department and 
Boston Transportation Department shall have the author- 
ity to impound any motor vehicle in violation of these 
sections. 


f. Regulatory Authority. The Commissioner of the Bos- 
ton Transportation Department and the Commissioner of 
the Boston Police Department shall have the authority to 
promulgate rules and regulations necessary to implement 
and enforce these sections. 


g. Severability. If any provision of these sections is 
held as invalid, then such provision shall be considered 
separately and apart from the remaining provisions, which 
shall remain in full force and effect. 


h. Implementation. The provisions of this section shall 
be effective immediately after passage.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING BOSTON FIRE 
DEPARTMENT APPARATUS STANDARDS 


WHEREAS, On January 9, 2009, Boston was remind- 
ed of the sacrifice that our public safety officers make 
when Boston Fire Department Lieutenant Kevin Kelley, 
Ladder 26, was killed in a tragic fire truck accident. Un- 
fortunately, it took the loss of a honorable firefighter’s life 
to call to attention the lack of maintenance and deteriorat- 
ing condition of some of our fire vehicles; and, 

WHEREAS, Given the great sacrifice that fire fighters 
make every day to our community, the least the City can 
do is ensure that equipment is kept in conformance with 
manufacturer standards and provide for replacement ap- 
paratus in a timely manner; and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston Fire Department’s apparatus 
is heavily utilized. Unlike other small town or volunteer 
departments, the City of Boston’s Fire Department is a 
professional group that relies heavily on their equipment 
and as such uses their apparatus a great deal. This great 
burden necessitates a uniform replacement standard; and, 

WHEREAS, Boston can and must do more to ensure 
that our public safety officers are offered the best and 
safest equipment, nothing less should be acceptable. A 
minimum standard of replacement for fire apparatus will 
ensure that future needless tragedies are avoided; NOW, 
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THEREFORE 


; Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
ows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XI is hereby amended by appending the 
following: 

11-4.8 FIRE APPARATUS STANDARDS 

a. Definitions. 

As used in this subsection, the following words shall, 
unless the context clearly requires otherwise, have the fol- 
lowing meanings: 

Frontline fire apparatus means all Boston Fire Depart- 
ment engines, ladders, tower ladders, rescues, and spe- 
cialty vehicles that are staffed twenty-four (24) hours a 
day, three-hundred and sixty-five (365) days per year. 

Reserve fire apparatus means all Boston Fire Depart- 
ment engines, ladders, tower ladders, rescues, and spe- 
cialty vehicles utilized as temporary replacements for 
out-of-service frontline fire apparatus. 

b. Apparatus Standards. 

All frontline fire apparatus and reserve fire apparatus 
shall be maintained according to manufacturer’s specifi- 
cations. All frontline fire apparatus shall be replaced after 
10 years of use. All reserve fire apparatus shall be unfit 
for duty after five (5) years of additional service after be- 
ing used as a frontline fire apparatus, totaling no more 
than fifteen (15) years of service for said fire apparatus. 
Notwithstanding any of these provisions, a frontline fire 
apparatus or reserve fire apparatus may be declared unfit 
for duty at any time prior to the maximum allowed years 
of use. 


Section 2. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

Whereas, teachers complain about respiratory illnesses 
that they believe are caused by the environmental prob- 
lems. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the City 
Council hold a hearing and invite representatives of the 


Boston School Department to review the history of the 
environmental problems at the Louis Agassiz Elemen- 
tary School; to explain why the water infiltration prob- 
lems continue to exist despite capital improvements over 
the last ten to fifteen years; to explain why they believe 
that the present capital improvement plans will cure the 
problem while past strategies have not succeeded; and to 
explain why scheduling window replacement in an occu- 
pied building will not affect the air quality, particularly 
while the building is occupied by students and staff who 
already have air quality related health problems. And Be 
It Further, 

Ordered, that the public, particularly, parents and stu- 
dents be invited to testify.

We recently received notification that the Boston 
Police Department -will receive $949,599.00 of the Ed- 
ward J. Byrne Memorial Justice Assistance Local Law 
Enforcement Formula Grant Program GAG) from the US 
Department of Justice, Bureau of Justice Assistance. As 
a requirement of the grant application, we must provide 
a copy of the proposed spending plan to our local gov- 
erning body for review, at the next available hearing op- 
ponunity. The award is dependent upon this requirement 
being completed. 

I am requesting that you distribute this letter along 
with the attached spending plan to your fellow City 
Councilors, so that they can review at the next available 
hearing opponunity, and provide any comments back to 
me. Please note, that once this grant is awarded, City 
Councilors -will have an additional opponunity to review 
and discuss this spending plan at the requisite Accept and 
Expend Hearing. 

In summary, under this fifth round of Byrne/JAG fund- 
ing, we plan to continue to fund 11 staff who are currently 
funded under Year Four JAG grant. These employees 
would face potential layoffs after the current JAG grant 
ends absent this continuation funding.

RE: ESTABLISHMENT OF CHARTER SCHOOL 
SMART CAP IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET 
NO. 0812) 


Councilor YOON offered the following: 
HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, The Boston City Council is committed to 
providing the best education to all families living in the 
City. The establishment of public charter schools under 
state law directly enhances the quality of education for all 
Boston students by creating new education models and 
competitive choices for families; and, 

WHEREAS, Not all public charter schools are success- 


ful, but those that are can reduce the achievement gap in 
Boston education, Due to charter school student success, 
enrollment applications are sky rocketing, At one charter 
school, Edward W. Brooke Charter School, there are over 
1, 1 00 applications for 100 seats; and, 

WHEREAS, State law imposes limits on how many 
students may be enrolled at charter schools. Although in- 
dividual schools set seat numbers, they are constrained by 
state law that limits attendance if it would cause the local 
school district’s charter school tuition payments to exceed 
9% of the district’s net school spending, Although these 
financial limits are appropriate for certain charter schools 
that may be just starting or underperforming, such a strin- 
gent enrollment cap doesn’t make sense for high perfor- 
mance schools; and, 

WHEREAS, The demonstrated enrollment demand for 
certain institutions illustrates the need to consider raising 
the cap for certain schools that have a proven academic 
success rate. The Commonwealth already sets vigorous 
standards to become a charter school and continue in op- 
eration, Basing enrollment caps and tuition funding based 
on clear student achievement will increase opportunities 
for Boston students while recognizing fiscal concerns. 
THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


ESTABLISHMENT OF A CHARTER SCHOOL 
SMART CAP IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. 

Notwithstanding section 89 of chapter 71 of the Gener- 
al Laws or any other general or special law to the contrary, 
in any fiscal year, the Boston Public School district’s total 
charter school tuition payment to commonwealth charter 
schools established pursuant to M,G.L. c. 71, s. 89 shall 
not exceed nine (9%) percent of the Boston Public School 
district’s net school spending; provided, however, that the 
Boston Public School district’s total charter tuition pay- 
ment to commonwealth charter schools may equal twenty 
(20%) percent of the school district’s net school spending 
if the Commonwealth’s Board of Elementary and Second- 
ary Education determines that a commonwealth charter 
school, for which the Boston Public School district pays 
tuition, demonstrates multi-year success in closing the 
achievement gap based on criteria established by the 
Board. Any increase in funds shall be solely dedicated 
to increasing enrollment at those commonwealth charter 
schools that have demonstrated to the Board a multi-year 
success in closing the achievement gap. If the aforemen- 
tioned multi-year success rate is established by the Board, 
the Commonwealth shall incur charter school tuition 
payments for siblings attending commonwealth charter 
schools to the extent that their attendance would other- 
wise cause the Boston Public School district’s charter 
school tuition payments to exceed twenty (20%) percent 
of the district’s net school spending. 


Section 2, 
The provisions of this act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage.

ORDER APPROVING PETITION FOR SPECIAL LAW 
RE: ACT AUTHORIZING RETIREMENT BOARD 
TO GRANT CERTAIN RETIREMENT BENEFITS 
TO BOSTON FIREFIGHTER ALLEN CURRY 
(DOCKET NO. 0814) 


Councilors YANCEY and TURNER offered the fol- 
lowing: 


HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, Firefighter Allen Curry, Engine company 
52, was severely injured on March 15, 1981, while on 
duty at the Franklin Field House; and 

WHEREAS, In February 1982, The Boston Retire- 
ment Board ruled in favor of Allen Curry and granted a 
disability retirement at 72 percent; and 

WHEREAS, As a result of a court judgment in Suffolk 
County Superior Court in June 1988, the City of Boston 
was negligent in the incident that resulted in the pen- 
nanent disability to Allen Curry. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of from only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE RETIREMENT 
BOARD OF THE CITY OF BOSTON TO GRANT 
CERTAIN RETIREMENT BENEFITS 


Section 1. 


Notwithstanding the provisions of any general or spe- 
cial law or rule or regulation to the contrary, and in order 
to promote the public good, the State/Boston Retirement 
Board is hereby authorized and directed to increase the 
accidental disability retirement allowance payable to Al- 
len Curry, a retired firefighter of the City of Boston who, 
as a result of injuries sustained by him while in the per- 
formance of his duties on March 15, 1981, is totally and 
permanently injured and incapacitated for further service 
as a firefighter. 


Section 2. 

The total annual amount of pension payable to Allen 
Curry shall be fixed at an amount equal to the regular rate 
of compensation which he would have received had he 
continued service as a firefighter in the City of Boston 
at the grade held by him at the time of his retirement. 
Such increase in retirement shall become effective com- 
mencing on the date for which he received an accidental 
disability retirement from the State/Boston Retirement 
Board. Upon enactment, the State/Boston Retirement 
Board shall forthwith pay to said Allen Curry the amount 
credited to him as accumulated total deductions in the an- 
nuity savings fund of the State/Boston Retirement Board. 
Said Allen Curry shall be entitled to receive indemnifl- 
cation for all hospital, medical and related expenses that 
have been or may be included after the date of his retire- 
ment as a result of said injuries, pursuant to the provisions 
of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. 


Section 3, 

Upon the death of Allen Curry should his wife sur- 
vive him, the State/Boston Retirement Board shall pay to 
her, so long as she remains unmarried, an annuity in the 
amount of three-fourths of the amount of pension payable 
to him, per month, at the time of his death. If said wife re- 
marries, said City shall pay, in lieu of the aforesaid annu- 
ity to her, an annuity of $550.00 dollars per month to her. 
In the event that Allen Curry’s wife does not survive him, 
then the City of Boston shall pay an annual amount equal 
to three-fourths of the amount of the pension payable to 
him at the time of his death for the benefit of the children 
of Allen Curry for such time as such child is either under 
18 years of age, under 22 years of age and a full time stu- 
dent at an accredited educational institution, or physically 
or mentally incapacitated from working. 


Section 4. 

This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Referred to the Committee on Government Opera- 
tions. 


ORDER REGARDING DEFINING TAX RECEIVABLE 
ASSIGNMENT CATEGORIES (DOCKET NO. 
0816) 


Councilors ROSS and YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS: The City is experiencing and unparallel 
financial crisis and must examine all sources of additional 
revenue during these difficult times to save services and 
jobs; and, 

WHEREAS: The City is authorized to assign delin- 
quent tax receivables under state law, chapter 60, section 
2C. The City Council, along with Mayoral and Depart- 
ment of Revenue Commissioner approval, may set the 
categories of tax receivables to be sold; and, 

WHEREAS: Setting the types of tax receivables that 
maybe sold will ensure that only those individuals that 
have failed to pay their taxes for an extended period of 
time or those corporations that are fully able to pay and 
aren’t as vulnerable as residents are held accountable; 
and, 

WHEREAS: The categories are only a benchmark and 
the City’s Collector-Treasurer will be responsible for de- 
termining which individual parcels within these catego- 
ries is best suited for assignment. These categories are a 
threshold and will not result in automatic of all parcels 
that fall within these classes; and, 
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WHEREAS: Selling these limited tax receivables will 
be more valuable than the 16% interest the City is cur- 
rently collecting through the internal collection process. 
THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED: That the City Council, pursuant to M,G.L. 
c. 60, s. 2C(b), hereby approves the assignment of the 
City’s right to receive payments owed by a taxpayer on tax 
receivables, but only if the parcel in question is either (1) 
used for commercial purposes and is at least five (5) years 
in arrears; or (2) used for residential purposes and is at 
least twenty (20) years in arrears, Nothing herein shall be 
construed to impede the City Collector-Treasurer’ s abil- 
ity to determine which parcels within the aforementioned 
categories shall be assigned and which shall not.

WHEREAS, The City of Boston, via the Boston Trans- 
portation Department, currently implements resident 
parking programs at the request of the residents, in neigh- 
borhoods where the demand for parking exceeds the num- 
ber of available parking spaces on the street; and, 

WHEREAS, The number of vehicles registered in the 
City of Boston has increased almost by almost 100,000 
since 1990; and, 

WHEREAS, Many neighborhoods that ultimately 
choose to enter the resident parking program do so to pro- 
tect the residents of the street from MBTA commuters, 
retail shoppers, and other temporary visitors who saturate 
the area’s parking and hence make it almost impossible 
for people who live in those areas to find parking; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston Transportation Department 
issues resident parking permits by neighborhood i,e. 
Dorchester, South Boston, Charlestown etc” in effect 
allowing all residents who are registered car owners in 
those neighborhoods to park in any “Resident Parking 
Area” within that neighborhood as long as they have a 
parking sticker, Residents of a neighborhood with a park- 
ing permit may park anywhere within that neighborhood, 
whether or not they actually live in the specific area in 
which they are parking; and, 

WHEREAS, Larger neighborhoods such as Dorchester, 
which has an estimated population of 92,570, are com- 
prised of many smaller distinct and identifiable sub-neigh- 
borhoods i.e, Columbia/Savin Hill (population: 17,007), 
Fields Corner (population: 9,068), Ashmont (population: 
7,112) which fall under the umbrella of a larger resident 
parking zone i,e. “Dorchester”, instead of each sub-neigh- 
borhood having its own designated zone; and, 

WHEREAS, In larger neighborhoods like Dorchester, 
which spans approximately 6.03 square miles, under the 
current resident parking program system, a resident of 
one sub~neighborhood of Dorchester who actually lives 
in a signed resident parking area would have absolutely 
no preference to on-street parking near there home over 
another resident who lives in a different sub-neighbor- 
hood of Dorchester three miles away, where there might 
not even be signed resident parking; and, 

WHEREAS, Breaking down larger neighborhoods into 
smaller, more specific zones for resident parking might 
alleviate the problems mentioned above; NOW THERE- 
FORE BE IT

ORDER FOR ANNUAL APPROPRIATION AND TAX 
ORDERS FOR FY2010 (DOCKET NO. 0865)

To the City Council. 
Dear Councillors: 

I retransmit herewith my Fiscal Year 2010 Recom- 
mended Budget for the City of Boston. The Recommend- 
ed Operating Budget totaling $2.4 billion is $26.3 mil- 
lion, or 1.1 %, less than the Fiscal Year 2009 Budget. This 
represents the first time in over 15 years that the City’s 
operating budget is lower than the previous year. 

The FY10 budget development process was one of the 
most challenging of the past few decades. All major reve- 
nue accounts, with the exception of property tax, are pro- 
jected to decline significantly in FY10. As the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts struggles with its own revenue 
challenges, State Aid to the City of Boston will decline 
sharply in FY1O. In the months following the Governor’s 
budget presentation in January, state receipts have fallen 
precipitously as the economy nationwide has continued 
to weaken. 

While the Commonwealth’s budget process is not yet 
complete, the City has used a prudent estimate of a loss of 
approximately $95 million in net State Aid for FY10 - an 
additional loss of $32 million from the estimates used in 
the City’s initial budget submitted in April. This decrease 
in net State Aid of more than 25% from FY09 levels is 
unprecedented. The City remains hopeful that local op- 
tion taxes, such as meals and hotel excise taxes may offer 
an opportunity to mitigate a portion of the losses in State 


Aid. However, it is important to note that no municipality 
will realize the full-year value of any new local option 
taxes in FY10 given that the new fiscal year is less than 
two weeks away. 

The strategies outlined in the City’s initial budget 
recommendation of April 8, 2009, reflect the hard work 
of all of the City’s departments to meet the challenge of 
balancing the budget in the context of sharply declining 
State Aid and other revenue sources, in combination with 
increasing fixed costs. In addition to departmental strat- 
egies to adjust to the reduction in resources, the City’s 
FY10 budget plan benefits greatly from the shared sac- 
rifice made by the employees of the 22 unions that have 
agreed to delay their FY 1 0wage increases. 

This resubmission includes critical adjustments to 
that plan in order to accommodate the further reduction 
in State Aid, while also preserving core services and pre- 
venting further job loss. These adjustments include both 
revenue and expenditure changes that combine for a bal- 
anced budget. Anticipating weakened revenue projections 
for this and subsequent fiscal years, the City will prudent- 
ly allocate $45 million, just over one-third, of its spend- 
able reserves in FY10, an increase of $5 million from our 
initial budget plan. Our approach to the use of reserves 
will help to ensure that core city services are sustainable 
in the difficult years ahead. The City will also make a 
onetime application of an additional $3 million from the 
Parking Meter Fund. 

On the expenditure side, the City will reduce non-per- 
sonnel spending from that which was originally planned 
in April and defer investments in equipment and vehicles. 
Other reductions will include capturing further savings 
from personnel attrition throughout the year. Addition- 
ally, while the City will continue to honor its commitment 
to support its portion of the Quinn education award, we 
are anticipating a significant reduction in the Common- 
wealth’s share, reflected in this resubmission. 

I wish to thank the City Council and the Ways and 
Means Committee for the time you have committed to 
understanding and evaluating the evolving economic en- 
vironment in which the City currently finds itself. Over 
the past two months, your thoughtful and thorough bud- 
get review process has allowed departments to articulate 
the challenges they face and the strategies they hope to 
implement to mitigate the effects of those challenges on 
services to the people of Boston. This has been an ex- 
tremely difficult year for budget development, but I re- 
main confident that our cooperative efforts have resulted 
in a budget plan that addresses the most critical issues for 
our City’s future. 

The recommended budget for Fiscal Year 2010 is 
soundly balanced within the City’s available resources. 
I respectfully request your favorable action on the FY10 
Operating Budget and the Five Year Capital Plan for 
FY10 to FY14.

I retransmit herewith an appropriation order for the 
Boston Public Schools for Fiscal Year 2010, in the amount 
of $817.1 million, submitted pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 224 of the Acts of 1936, as amended by Chapter 
190 of the Acts of 1982, as further amended by Chapter 
701 of the Acts of 1986, Chapter 613 of the Acts of 1987, 
and Chapter 108 of the Acts of 1991. 

This budget represents a decrease of $16.2 million 
from the FY2009 appropriation of $833.3 million. Even 
in this difficult economy, I remain firm in my commit- 
ment to improving education for Boston’s children. Ac- 
cordingly, the FY10 budget plan for the Boston Public 
Schools remains level with the resources allocated in the 
City’s initial FY10 budget submission, despite a deeper 
cut in net State Aid to the City of Boston than was initially 
estimated. This budget reflects my priority to support our 
schools to fullest extent possible, even in the face of un- 
precedented declines in revenue. 

Despite the fiscal challenges, the Boston Public 
Schools FY10 budget includes investments in important 
initiatives that accelerate academic achievement and help 
ensure all children reach their full potential. The FY10 
plan strengthens literacy programs and expands K-8 pro- 
grams and pilot schools. It supports graduation for all by 
providing safety nets such as credit recovery programs 
and improved offerings for English Language Learners. 

In addition to meeting the academic needs of today, 
the FY10 budget makes strategic investments that posi- 
tion the Boston Public Schools for the future. Investing 
in energy efficient technologies will reduce costs and free 
up resources for investing in schools. We will continue 
our multi-year effort to make improvements in student as- 
signment and transportation that will reduce costs while 
preserving high quality choices for families. Investments 
in technology and training will increase school inclusion 
practices for students with disabilities, improving educa- 
tional opportunities. 

Further, the Boston Public Schools will make wise use 
of all available resources from the American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act (ARRA).

This 
statewide legislation signed by the Governor in January 
2009, gives cities and towns the mechanism to invest 
under the “prudent investor rule,” allowing investment 
which typically would generate more substantial returns. 

OPEB is a part of the compensation that employees 
earn each year, even though these benefits are not received 
until after employment has ended. Unlike pensions, gov- 
ernments were never required to quantify and report what 
these costs are, as well as the cost associated with prom- 
ises already made. The City’s total OPEB obligation ac- 
cording to its actuary’s updated valuation as of June 30, 
2007, was estimated at over $5 billion on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. Assuming a rate of return indicative of returns ex- 
pected under the prudent investor rule, the OPEB liability 
is estimated at $3.1 billion. 

This year’s appropriation should be thought of as an 
acknowledgement payment, an amount which only par- 
tially funds the annual required contribution. The City’s 
OPEB financing plan continues to strive to balance the 
requirement to provide public services with providing 
health benefits for our employees both now and when 
they retire.

HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
through its General Court and Governor, approved the 
enabling legislation for the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority (BRA) St. 1957, c. 150 on March 4, 1957; this 
Special Act authorized the City of Boston to create the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority (BRA); on August 19, 
1957, the Boston City Council voted to organize the BRA 
because, as Mayor Hynes wrote, “The paramount impor- 
tance of urban renewal to Boston’s future demands that it 
be the sole responsibility of a separate agency;” and 

WHEREAS, The BRA assumed the powers of the 
Planning Board of the City of Boston when the City Plan- 


ning Board was abolished and all its property and City 
appropriations for its use were transferred to the BRA. 
pursuant to St. 1960, c. 652, s. 12 , further minimizing 
City Council and public intervention in the implementa- 
tion of the BRA’s urban renewal programs; and 

WHEREAS, As a result of this legislative action, the 
BRA became and is now the single agency responsible 
both for city-wide planning and development regulation 
throughout the city of Boston, a conflict of interest which 
invariably favors the development mission, particularly in 
view of the BRA’s dependence for funding on its develop- 
ment promotion activities; and 

WHEREAS, The BRA in its activities as a planning 
board is not fully accountable organizationally, function- 
ally, or financially to the Boston City Councilor to the 
residents of Boston; and 

WHEREAS, In 1993, pursuant to St. 1993, c. 341, the 
BRA merged with the Economic Development and In- 
dustrial Corporation of the City of Boston; consequently, 
the BRA became the single agency with responsibility for 
all of the city’s planning, zoning, economic development, 
and industrial development; and 

WHEREAS, The BRA owns hundreds of properties in 
Boston; as the owner, redeveloper, and planner, the BRA 
is confronted with incontrovertible conflicts of interest; 
and 

WHEREAS, The City believes that in order for Boston 
to benefit from comprehensive land use planning, plan- 
ning must be separated from the conflicting processes of 
promoting development, and must be accountable, as an 
integrated City function, for oversight and funding to the 
City Council and the Mayor; THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause I of Section 8 of 
Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
A PLANNING DEPARTMENT IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. Repeal of Boston Redevelopment Author- 
ity’s powers as planning board. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of any general or spe- 
cial law to the contrary, including, without limitation, the 
provisions of chapter one hundred twenty-one A of the 
general laws, by this act, the text and provisions of the 
second and third paragraphs of section twelve of chap- 
ter six hundred fifty-two of the acts of 1960, are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 2. Establishment of a Department of Commu- 
nity Development & Planning in the City of Boston 

The City of Boston, through its mayor, shall establish 
a Department of Community Development & Planning 
in the municipal government of the City of Boston which 
shall have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on planning boards of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws or special laws applicable 
to the City of Boston, including section seventy of chap- 
ter forty-one of the general laws, and shall also have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
statute or ordinance on the city planning board of the city 
of Boston; and for all purposes, this Department of Com- 
munity Development & Planning shall be deemed to be a 
planning board under Massachusetts law. 

The Department of Community Development & Plan- 
ning shall be given appropriate powers and responsibili- 
ties to ensure adequate and full public review processes 
at every step in the planning process. The Department 
of Community Development & Planning shall ensure 
full representation of each of the City’s neighborhoods 
in the City planning process. The Department of Com- 
munity Development & Planning shall assume primary 
responsibility for preparing master plans for the city as 
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a whole and for districts and neighborhoods as it deems 
appropriate; shall establish zoning ordinances; and shall 
review and have final approval over all proposed devel- 
opment projects, whether proposed by private parties, by 
other City agencies which solicit or assist development, 
or by the Boston Redevelopment Authority implementing 
development within its urban renewal areas, as consistent 
with City plans and regulations. 


Section 3. Complete transfer of powers, duties, funding 
appropriations, and property of the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority to the Department of Community Devel- 
opment & Planning. 

All property owned at any time by the City of Bos- 
ton which is currently in the custody of the Boston Re- 
development Authority, all private property acquired by 
the BRA by purchase or taking using City funds, all op- 
erational or capital appropriations by the City of Boston 
for the use of the Boston Redevelopment Authority for 
planning or development review or regulation purposes, 
all property and assets of the Economic Development 
and Industrial Corporation, all fees paid by developers 
for Department of Community Development & Planning 
application processing, and all State and Federal grants 
awarded to the BRA for planning- and development-re- 
lated activities not specifically related to urban renewal, 
are hereby transferred to and vested in the Department of 
Community Development & Planning created pursuant to 
this act. The City of Boston shall receive proposed project 
application fees from Urban Renewal Plan Area projects 
in the same manner as received from other development 
proposals, notwithstanding any fees paid by proponents 
to the BRA. 

All persons appointed by, or holding by, through, or 
under the Boston Redevelopment Authority acting as a 
planning board, are hereby transferred to, and made em- 
ployees of, the Department of Community Development 
& Planning without reduction in their rank, without re- 
duction in their compensation, without impairment of 
their civil service rights, without impairment of their re- 
tirement rights, and without impairment of their vacation, 
holiday, or sick leave rights. 

The BRA shall retain the power to acquire and dis- 
position properties within the Urban Renewal Plan Area 
boundaries as allowed by the respective Plans, and with 
City Council and State oversight over all modifications as 
per 760 CMR 12.00: Urban Renewal Regulations. How- 
ever, all development proposals within Urban Renewal 
Plan Areas shall be reviewed by the Department of Com- 
munity Development & Planning for consistency with 
general plans for the City as a whole. In the same manner, 
all “demonstration projects” outside of Urban Renewal 
Plan Areas which are proposed by the BRA under Chap- 
ter 121B Section 46 (f) shall be submitted to the Planning 
Department for review of their consistency with the City’s 
general plans for the city as a whole and for districts. As 
each individual Urban Renewal Plan expires, BRA pow- 
ers will expire in the relevant Plan Area, and full planning 
and project review process will revert to the Department 
of Community Development & Planning; and all Urban 
Renewal Plan Area properties shall revert to the custody 
of the City of Boston, for disposition consistent with City 
plans and zoning regulations; and all rental revenues for 
formerly BRA-owned properties under lease shall be re- 
ceived by the City of Boston. 

No City of Boston funds shall be appropriated to the 
BRA for planning; nor shall City of Boston funds be ap- 
propriated for BRA acquisition of property in implement- 
ing its Urban Renewal Plans. 


Section 3. Orders, rules, and regulations; promulga- 
tion. 

In addition to the powers and duties prescribed in this 
act, the City of Boston, through its mayor and/or the De- 
partment of Community Development & Planning estab- 
lished pursuant to this act, shall exercise its authority and 
promulgate orders, rules, and/or regulations to achieve 
the full implementation of this act. Each and every such 
order, rule, and/or regulation shall be delivered to the 


Boston City Clerk and the Boston City Council. 


Section 4. Severability. 

If any provision of this act or the application of such 
provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of this act and the 
applicability of such provision to other persons or circum- 
stances shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 5. Effective Date. 

This act shall be effective immediately upon passage.

RESOLUTION THAT THE CITY COUNCIL OPPOSE 
NUMBER OF ANTI-CONSUMER BILLS PEND- 
ING IN GENERAL COURT AND THAT COUN- 
CIL ASK BOSTON DELEGATION TO OPPOSE 
THEM AS WELL (DOCKET NO. 0880) 


City Councilor YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Massachusetts has previously responded 
to documentation of a number of serious consumer prob- 
lems by enacting Massachusetts General Law Chapter 
94, Section 184 B, C, D and E (known as the food store 
item pricing law) to require the accurate price marking of 
goods and to protect consumers from overcharging. This 
law has been in effect for over 20 years and has protected 
consumers from the worst effects of inadvertent and de- 
liberate overcharging of products. Since the passage of 
this landmark legislation, trade and industry groups have 
been seeking ways to water it down, increase exemptions 
or gut its protections; 

WHEREAS: The Division of Standards of the Office 
of Consumer Affairs and Business Regulation conducts 
thousands of random inspections throughout the Com- 
monwealth each year to ensure retailers honor marked 
or advertised prices. Each year, store scanners must meet 
the state accuracy standard of 98% based on a random 
sample of at least SO items or more depending on the size 
of the store. During the 2007 holiday season, the Divi- 
sion of Standards scanned more than 4,500 items from 
nearly 100 retail chains, resulting in a total of $3,500 in 
retailer fines; 

WHEREAS: We now have lobbyists and trade groups 
introducing at least 11 new bills at the State House to 
weaken one aspect or another of our consumer protection 
and item pricing laws. For example, some bills seek to 
exempt stores below a certain square footage from having 
to comply with the current item pricing law. The worst 
of this type - H. 289 seeks to exempt stores smaller than 
50,000 square feet. H 200 seeks to exempt any store that 
pays a waiver fee to the state and installs self-service price 
scanners in some store aisles. These very machines have 
been shown repeatedly to fail to function properly. At 
least four different bills seek some form of exemptions 
for warehouse clubs. Four bills seek to exempt sale items 
from the item pricing law. Amazingly, H 202 and S 123 
seek to limit inspections to only once a year and reduce 
fines by 90%. And finally, H 198 seeks to repeal the item 
pricing law entirely; 

WHEREAS: Lobbyists and trade groups would like to 
repeal the item pricing law entirely. If they can not muster 
support for that, they have devised a multitude of bills to 
weaken the law in nearly 30 different ways. If they can’t 
kill it out right they will do so by a thousand cuts as they 
have done over the past two decades; 

WHEREAS: Consumers have repeatedly expressed 
a preference for maintaining prices on goods, use item 
pricing to compare prices in the store, use the price on 
the product to catch overcharges at the register or when 
checking their receipts at home, and have rejected the 
use of self-service scanners in store aisle by a two to one 
margin; 

WHEREAS: Newly-appointed Undersecretary of 
Consumer Affairs Barbara Anthony when interviewed by 
the Boston Globe on May 31st has said that “item pric- 
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ing is tremendously important especially in this economic 
climate, consumers have a right to know the right price of 
an item. And there can’t be a discrepancy between what 
it says on the shelf and what you’re charged at the cash 
register. And frankly, if we are seeing repeat offenders, 
we may need tougher legislation, we may need to increase 
fines.” Therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council go on 
record in opposition to the various anti-consumer bills 
pending in the General Court including but not limited 
to: H198, H200 H202/S123 H212/S98,H 3544, H3545, H 
3649, S189, H 208 and furthermore that the City Council 
ask the Boston Delegation to oppose such measures.

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “Petition for a Special 
Law Re: An Act Further Defining the Membership of the 
Franklin Foundation.” 

The Franklin Foundation was established by the Legis- 
lature in 1908 to manage funds bequeathed to the City of 
Boston by Benjamin Franklin, and to manage the Franklin 
Institute of Boston, a technical institute established with 
those funds. The Foundation is currently comprised of 
twelve members, including the mayor of the City of Bos- 
ton, who serve terms for an undefined number of years. 
In the event ofa vacancy in membership, the Foundation 
must petition the Supreme Judicial Court to appoint new 
members. The Foundation must similarly petition the 
Court to remove members. 

The proposed legislation will allow the current mem- 
bers to appoint their own members, to set the length of 
members’ terms and other conditions of membership, and 
will allow for the removal of members by a two-thirds 
vote of the then-serving members. The legislation thus es- 
tablishes a more flexible means of appointing and remoy- 
ing members, without the need to petition the Court. 

The legislation further clarifies that the Foundation is 
the entity having the sole care and custody of the Franklin 
Institute of Boston. 

I urge your Honorable Body to assist the Franklin 
Foundation in effectively carrying out its duties by allow- 
ing it to further define the terms of its membership.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS MERITS 
OF HOUSE BILL 852 “AN ACT TO PROTECT 
GROUNDWATER LEVELS” AND ANY ADDI- 
TIONAL PENDING LEGISLATION AT STATE 
LEVEL ON THIS ISSUE (DOCKET NO. 0959) 


Councilors MURPHY, ROSS, FEENEY, LINEHAN, 
LAMATIINA, CIOMMO, CONSALVO, TURNER, 
YANCEY, YOON, CONNOLLY and FLAHERTY of- 
fered the following: 

Whereas Many of the buildings in the City of Boston 
were built on filled land and, as a result, those buildings 
are dependent upon ground water levels maintaining at a 
certain level; and 

Whereas When the ground water levels deplete, the 
wood pilings supporting house foundations are in jeopar- 
dy because of exposure to air which promotes the growth 
of fungi and bacteria that weaken the wood; and 

Whereas Ground water levels drop for a number of rea- 
sons, including water leaks into drains, sewers, subway 
tunnels or basements that are not watertight causing that 
water to be pumped away; and 

Whereas Repairing the pilings involves digging down 
below the foundation and replacing the rotted wood with 
steel supports encased in concrete which can lead to costs 
ranging from $250,000 to $1 million depending on the 
size of the building and the extent of the deterioration; 
and 

Whereas The Groundwater Trust has been successful 
with its mission and goals, but a long-term solution is 
needed to address this problem, and because the city and 
state are responsible for the underground infrastructure; 
and 

Whereas The Boston City Council has held numerous 
hearings since September 2005 on the ground water issue 
and, as a result, the “Groundwater Overlay District” was 
created and implemented by the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority; and 

Whereas House Bill No. 852, “An Act to Protect 
Groundwater Levels” for the purpose of protecting struc- 
tures supported by wooden pilings from damage due to 
lowered ground water has been introduced in the State 
legislature; and 

Whereas House Bill 852 requires the Department of 
Environmental Protection to develop and adopt regula- 
tions to plan and manage ground water to protect existing 
and new structures in the covered communities, establish 
a Groundwater Protection Fund for the purpose of dis- 
bursing low-cost loans to private property owners to in- 
stall recharge wells, requires owners and operators of un- 
derground infrastructure to inspect their buildings at least 
every five years, and establish a Groundwater Protection 
Board for the purpose of resolving disputes arising from 
alleged damage caused by lowered ground water levels; 
therefore be it 

Ordered That the appropriate committee of the Bos- 
ton City Council hold a hearing to discuss the merits of 
House Bill 852 and any additional pending legislation at 
the state level on this issue.

ORDINANCE REGULATING ZONING CODE 
COMPLIANCE (DOCKET NO. 0960) 


Councilors ROSS and FEENEY offered the follow- 
ing: 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 
ZONING CODE COMPLIANCE 


WHEREAS, In 2007 the City Council sponsored a 
text-amendment to the Boston Zoning Code that sought 
to confront overcrowding, escalating rents and home pric- 
es and the degradation of community life resulting from 
more than four individuals living together in a single fam- 
ily dwelling; and, 

WHEREAS, In 2008 this positive step towards con- 
fronting unruly off-campus student housing was adopted, 
but issues revolving enforcement have prevented this 
measure from having its full positive effect; and, 

WHEREAS, Earlier this year a measure was previous- 
ly introduced to help enforce the zoning code by requiring 
colleges and universities to monitor student directories for 
code compliance. During a public hearing on this matter, 
another enforcement tool was suggested; and, 

WHEREAS, As a compliment to university respon- 
sibility, the City must look to other involved parties re- 
sponsible for ensuring that the zoning code is complied 
with. Real estate brokers and salesman are licensed by the 
state, but are under no affirmative duty to comply with 
zoning laws. However, they are the ones in a position to 
help. Ensuring that their advertisements and negotiations 
comply with one part of the zoning law is a reasonable 
request; and, 

WHEREAS, Calling on these professionals to assist in 
ensuring that the relevant code provisions are complied 
with would be an easy step to take. These brokers and 
salespersons are the ones arranging these leases and are 
often the ones dealing directly with students. If more than 
four students sought housing, they could easily inquire 
into their student status to ensure that the renters are 
aware of this zoning law and take measures to comply 
with it. It is a simple question that is often already asked 
of prospective tenants and imposing the responsibility 
would be a positive addition to already proposed initia- 
tives. NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVII, section 17-7 is hereby amended by 
appending the following new section:- “17-7.2 

Regulation of Zoning Code Compliance. 


a. A real estate broker, salesman or property 
owner shall not advertise the leasing of any real estate lo- 
cated in the City of Boston that would result in a violation 
of the Boston Zoning Code’s applicable use regulations 
with regards to the Code’s definition of the term “fam- 
ily”, which provides that a group of five or more persons 
who are enrolled as full-time, undergraduate students at 
a postsecondary educational institution shall not consti- 
tute a family. Any real estate broker, salesman or property 
owner operating in the City of Boston shall maintain writ- 
ten records for each lease advertisement for a period of 
three years indicating compliance with this section. Any 
real estate broker, salesman or property owner operating 
in the City of Boston shall make copies of these lease ad- 
vertisements available upon request to the Commissioner 
of Inspectional Services, or his or her designee. 


b. Any property owner leasing property in the 
City of Boston shall not knowingly sign a lease agree- 
ment that will result in a violation of the Boston Zon- 
ing Code’s applicable use regulations with regards to the 
Code’s definition of the term “family”. At a minimum, 
any lease agreement containing the names of more than 
four full-time undergraduate students at a postsecond- 
ary education institution shall automatically constitute a 
violation of this subsection.

Any property 
owner leasing property in the City of Boston shall make 
copies of these lease agreements available upon request 
to the Commissioner of Inspectional Services or his or 
her designee. 


Cc Any real estate broker, salesperson or prop- 
erty owner found in violation of this section shall be 
punished by a fine in the amount of three hundred dol- 
lars ($300) per offense and, in cases involving brokers or 
salespersons, the Commissioner of Inspectional Services 
Department shall send written verified complaint of the 
violation to the Commonwealth’s Board of Registration 
of Real Estate Brokers and Salesman. Failure to provide 
required written records, prohibited advertising under 
subsection (a), or prohibited leases under section (b) 
shall each constitute a separate and distinct offense. 


d. The Commissioner of the Inspectional Ser- 
vices Department shall have the authority to enforce this 
section. Upon enactment of this section, the Commis- 
sioner of the Inspectional Services Department shall pro- 
vide written notification of this requirement and a copy 
of this ordinance to the Commonwealth’s Board of Reg- 
istration of Real Estate Brokers and Salesman requesting 
them to notify licensed real estate brokers and salesman 
operating in the City of Boston.”

Currently, the state sales and use tax on meals (pre- 
pared food or beverages sold ready for immediate con- 
sumption), is 5%. This state tax is scheduled to increase 
to 6.25% on August 1,2009. The order before you would 
add .75%, raising the total meals tax to 7.0% in cities and 
towns accepting this local option. All revenues generated 
from this local portion (.75%) of the tax are returned to 
the municipality where the sale originated. 

Given the continued decline in support from the Com- 
monwealth in the form of local aid since fiscal year 2002, 
and the resulting pressure on the City’s revenue structure 
due to a higher reliance on property taxes, it is prudent to 
leverage other local sources of revenue.

In 
Boston, Cambridge, Springfield, and Worcester there is an 
additional state-imposed convention center fee of 2.75%, 
increasing the total tax rate per hotel room night in those 
cities to 12.45%. In cities and towns accepting the law, 
the local tax can increase by up to 2.0%. Therefore, by ac- 
cepting the local option and increasing by 2.0%, Boston’s 
total tax per hotel room night will increase from 12.45% 
to 14.45% 

Given the continued decline in support from the Com- 
monwealth in the form of local aid since fiscal 2002, and 
the resulting pressure on the City’s revenue structure due 
to a higher reliance on property taxes, it is prudent to le- 
verage other local sources of revenue.

WHEREAS, States with deposit laws have higher resi- 
dential recycling rates of beverage containers than non- 
deposit states; and, 

WHEREAS, Non-redeemable containers significantly 
contribute to litter and increased cost to municipal bud- 
gets in cities and towns across Massachusetts, while lit- 
ter from similar containers decreases in states with Bottle 
Bills; and, 

WHEREAS, Through the Massachusetts Bottle Bill, 
we recycle over 80% of deposit containers, but only 25% 
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of non-deposit containers; and,

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is committed to 
avoiding labor relations lawsuits and limiting its financial 
exposure in litigation; and, 

WHEREAS, The Office of Labor Relations adminis- 
ters collective bargaining agreements and appears in all 
grievance, arbitration and court proceedings involving 
labor relations; and, 

WHEREAS, Most labor disputes proceed through the 
complaints and appeals process of the Massachusetts 
Department of Labor’s Division of Labor Relations or, 
alternatively, are resolved in arbitration. However, these 
decisions are judicially reviewable; and, 


WHEREAS, Corporation Counsel must appear on the 
City’s behalf in any labor relations case once judicial pro-

WHEREAS, Litigation is a time-intensive process

WHEREAS, During these tough fiscal times we, as 
City leaders, have been forced to look at all possible ways 
to increase revenues and cut costs. More should be exam- 
ined regarding high litigation expenditures surrounding

WHEREAS, Many Boston residents utilize two- 
wheeled motor vehicles, specifically scooters, in neigh- 
borhoods across the city; and, 

WHEREAS, A new State of Massachusetts law will 
require all SOcc model scooter owners to insure their ve- 
hicles and register them with license plates. These new 
regulations bring to light a set of issues regarding scooter 
parking across the city; and, 

WHEREAS, In various parts of the country, including 
Portland, Annapolis, Seattle, Baltimore, Cincinnati, Co- 
lumbus, Austin and San Francisco, the voices of citizens 
have grown louder and cities have responded with plans 
to accommodate scooter owners; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has not allocated an 
appropriate amount of designated street space for riders to 
park their scooters in a safe a secure location; and, 

WHEREAS Currently, “scooterists” are parking on 
city sidewalks due to the lack of parking opportunities and 
for the security of locking their property to a permanent 
structure. The vehicles’ small size and light weight have 
allowed riders to park in unusual off-street sites; and, 

WHEREAS There are many environmental benefits to 
riding scooters rather than driving full-sized vehicles, in- 
cluding reduced green house gas emissions and a reduced 
impact on traffic congestion; and, 

WHEREAS, In an effort to preserve public safety on 
and off the roadways, promote a high quality of life for all 
residents and work collaboratively with community stake- 
holders, the City of Boston must work with scooter riders 
to establish feasible options to efficiently and safely park 
their vehicles; NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss and exam- 
ine how the city’s Transportation Department plans to ac- 
commodate scooter parking on sidewalks and designated 
street areas.

WHEREAS, Keno is a “lotto” style game in which 
winning numbers are drawn approximately every four 
minutes and is conducted by the Massachusetts State 
Lottery. Many restaurants, bars and convenient stores 
across the City offer the game to patrons and attract par- 
ticipants with high graphic monitors and comfortable 
seating arrangements to lure people to play the game 
and to encourage patrons to spend their time in the stores 
watching the numbers in an atmosphere similar to a ca- 
sino; and, 

WHEREAS, Revenues from Keno directly benefit lo- 
cal aid to cities and towns, such as Boston, and although 
the financial support helps to provide services and meet 
budgetary demands of municipalities, there is a problem 
when Keno seating areas lead to crowded stores and ca- 
sino-like atmospheres; and, 

WHEREAS, The Massachusetts Lottery Commission 
receives applications for Keno licenses and monitors, 
which then offers local licensing boards the opportunity 
to object to such applications pursuant to M.G.L. c. 10 
§27A; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston Licensing Board is 
the local licensing agency in the City of Boston that has 
the authority to raise objections, if necessary. The City 
of Boston Licensing Board does not appear to object to 
these Keno seating arrangements in convenient stores 
that closely resembles a casino and more should be in- 
vestigated to see where such seating is appropriate and 
where it is not; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the City of Boston Licensing Board’s Keno 
license review process, especially as it pertains to Keno 
seating arrangements. Representatives from the City of 
Boston Licensing Board, the Massachusetts State Lot- 
tery, convenient store owners, and restaurant and bar 
owners, past and present applicants and other interested 
parties shall be invited to attend.

ORDER TO DISCUSS SOCIAL SERVICES AVAIL- 
ABLE TO VICTIMS OF VIOLENCE (DOCKET 
NO. 1006) 


Councilors YANCEY, MURPHY, LINEHAN, TURN- 
ER, YOON, LAMATTINA, CONSALVO, FEENEY, 
FLAHERTY and ROSS offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Community violence includes acts such 
as rapes, beatings, shootings and stabbings; And 

WHEREAS: One study found that over 75 percent of 
those in high-violence neighborhoods had been exposed 
to community violence; And 

WHEREAS: Past research has documented that expo- 
sure to community violence may have enduring conse- 
quences on children’s development, beginning in the pre- 
school years and continuing through adolescence; And 

WHEREAS: The research has demonstrated that al- 
though some children may internalize problems and 
become anxious, fearful or withdrawn, others may ex- 
ternalize problems and learn to use violence to attain 
their wishes, or to identity with the aggressor, as a way to 
solve interpersonal conflict with the adult world or with 
their peers; And 

WHEREAS: Community violence is recognized as a 
public health issue, especially among the young; Be It 
Therefore 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council holds a 
hearing to discuss social services available to victims of 
community violence; Be It Further 

ORDERED: That members of the Boston Health De- 
partment, the Boston Police Department, anti-violence 
groups, and community members be invited to testify 
about the forms of individual and group treatments that 
are available for Boston youths suffering from posttrau- 


matic Stress Disorder resulting from community violence; 
And Be It Further, 

ORDERED: That members of the Boston Health De- 
partment, the Boston Police Department, Anti-violence 
groups, and community members be invited to testity 
about whether of not the City of Boston is providing suf- 
ficient support for violence and sexual assault prevention 
programs in the City of Boston . 

Referred to the Committee on Human Rights and 
Services.

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has had only three dif- 
ferent Mayors serve during the same time span as the last 
nine United States Presidents, and therefore bold and cre- 
ative leadership should reclaim the Office of the Mayor 
of the City of Boston with new ideas and lively debate.

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only:

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is committed to lead- 
ership in protecting the environment; and 

WHEREAS, Green roofs contribute positively to the 
quality of life and environment by promoting energy ef- 
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ficiency, reducing stormwater runoff, improving air qual- 
ity, lessening the urban heat island effect, reducing noise, 
promoting productivity, beautifying rooftops, and extend- 
ing roof life; and 

WHEREAS, Many Boston community members have 
led the way in green roof installation, including the Bos- 
ton Children’s Museum, the Boston World Trade Center’s 
West Podium, the Four Seasons Hotel, MGH Yawkey 
Center for Outpatient Care, the MassArt Green Roof Pi- 
lot, Simmons College, WBGH Boston, and the Manulife 
Financial United States Headquarters building; and 

WHEREAS, Other cities, such as New York, Portland, 
OR, Annapolis, MD, and Chicago, implemented initia- 
tives to promote green roofs as part of their environmental 
consciousness; and 

WHEREAS, Countries with longstanding policies in- 
centivizing green roofs experience longterm success and 
substantial growth of a green industry; and 

WHEREAS, Such blossoming of the green roof indus- 
try stimulates economic activity, creating “green collar” 
jobs and spurring a new market for green roof products; 
and 

WHEREAS, The creation of a property tax incentive 
will help stimulate the green industry and encourage 
green roofs to better Boston’s environment. THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION FOR GREEN ROOFS 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. Property Tax Exemptionfor Green Roof 
Installation and Maintenance. Notwithstanding the provi- 
sions of chapter 59 of the Massachusetts General Laws 
or any other general or special law to the contrary, the 
City of Boston shall provide for a property tax exemp- 
tion as established by this act known as “The Green Roof 
Tax Exemption.” This shall be made available to an ap- 
plicant on a one-time tax exemption of five dollars ($5) 
per square foot. 


Section 2. Definitions. 

As used in this act, the following words shall, unless 
the context clearly requires otherwise, have the following 
meanings: 


(a) “Abatement application filing period” shall mean 
the period during which an applicant may file an appli- 
cation for tax exemption for the following fiscal year. 
The application shall be filed with the Assessor after the 
property tax assessment date for the following fiscal year. 
The abatement filing period ends when 3rd Quarter taxes 
are due, unless the due date falls on a weekend; if the 
due date falls on a weekend, then the filing deadline is the 
first business day following the deadline date. This period 
shall conform to the Assessor’s abatement application fil- 
ing period as it may be changed from time to time. 


(b) “Applicant” shall mean (1) with respect to an eligi- 
ble building held in the cooperative or condominium form 
of ownership, the board of managers of a condominium or 
the board of directors of a cooperative apartment corpora- 
tion, or (2) with respect to any other eligible building, the 
owner of such building. 


(c) “Application for tax exemption” shall mean an ap- 
plication for a green roof tax abatement pursuant to the 
statutory exemption created by this act. 


(d) “Architect” shall mean a person licensed and regis- 
tered to practice the profession of architecture under sec- 


tions 60A through 600, inclusive, of chapter 112 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 


(e) “Assessor” shall mean the City of Boston’s Com- 
missioner of Assessing. 


(f) “Compliance period” shall mean the tax year in 
which a tax exemption is taken. 


(g) “Designated agency” shall mean the city depart- 
ment designated by the Mayor of the City of Boston to ex- 
ercise the functions, powers and duties of the designated 
agency pursuant to this act. 


(h) “Eligible building” shall mean any residential, in- 
dustrial or commercial real property located within the 
City of Boston. Both new construction projects and exist- 
ing buildings with green roof retrofitting are eligible for 
tax exemption under this act. No building shall be eligible 
for more than one tax abatement pursuant to this act. 


(i) “Eligible rooftop space” shall mean the total space 
available on an eligible building to support a green roof, 
as certified by an engineer or architect or other certified 
or licensed professional whom the designated agency as- 
signs by rule. 


(j) “Engineer” shall mean a person licensed and regis- 
tered to practice the profession of engineering under sec- 
tions 81 D through 81 T, inclusive, of chapter 112 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 


(k) “Green roof’ shall mean an addition to a roof of an 
eligible building that covers at least fifty percent (50%) of 
such building’s eligible rooftop space, is compliant with 
applicable state and local construction, environmental 
and fire codes and includes: 

(1) weatherproof and waterproof roofing membrane 
layer; 

(2) root barrier layer; 

(3) insulation layer; 

(4) drainage layer designed so the drains may be in- 
spected and cleaned; 

(5) growth medium, including natural or simulated 
soil, with a depth of at least two inches; 

(6) if the depth of the growth medium is less than three 
inches, an independent water holding layer that is de- 
signed to prevent the rapid drying of the growth medium 
unless the green roof is certified not to need regular irrita- 
tion to maintain live plants; 

(7) vegetation layer, at least eighty percent (80%) of 
which must be covered by live plants such as sedum or 
equally drought-resistant and hardy plant species; and 

(8) any other requirements as promulgated by the des- 
ignated agency. 


Section 3. Eligibility and Application for the Exemp- 
tion. 

To obtain a tax exemption pursuant to this act, an ap- 
plicant shall file an application for tax exemption during 
the abatement application filing period as determined by 
the Assessor. The application shall be submitted during 
the abatement filing period for the fiscal year in which 
the green roof was installed. The application shall be in 
the format prescribed by the Assessor, and shall contain 
the following: 


(a) The name and address of the applicant and the loca- 
tion of the green roof; 


(b) Proof that the applicant received all required cer- 
tifications, permits and other approvals to construct the 
green roof; 


(c) Certification, in a form prescribed by the designat- 
ed agency, from an engineer or architect or other licensed 
professional whom the designated agency assigns. The 
designated professional(s) shall certify: 

(1) amount of eligible roof top space; 
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(2) that a structural analysis of an eligible building was 
performed, establishing that the building can sustain the 
load of the green roof in a fully saturated condition, in- 
cluding anticipated load of projected snow accumulation; 

(3) that the green roof was constructed on an eligible 
building in accordance with this act, the rules promulgat- 
ed hereunder, and local construction and fire codes; and 

(4) that the green roof comports with subsection (k) of 
section two of this act; 


_(d) An agreement and plan by the applicant to main- 
tain the green roof during the compliance period and for a 
minimum of four years thereafter in such a manner that it 
continuously constitutes a green roof within the meaning 
of this act and the rules promulgated hereunder; 


_ (e) An agreement to permit the designated agency or 
its designee to inspect the green roof and any related 
structures and equipment upon reasonable notice; and 


(f) Any other information or certifications required by 
the designated agency pursuant to this act and the rules 
promulgated hereunder. 

No applicant shall submit an application, certification, 
report or other document containing a false or misleading 
statement as to a material fact or omitting to state any 
material fact necessary to make the statement therein 
not false or misleading. The applicant bears the burden 
of proof to show by clear and convincing evidence that 
the requirements for granting a tax exemption have been 
satisfied. 


Section 4. Certification and Approval. 

The designated agency shall certify the applicant’s 
compliance upon determining that the applicant has sub- 
mitted adequate proof that the requirements under this act 
and its accompanying rules have been met. 

The Assessor, upon notification from the designated 
agency of such certification, shall review the application 
and apply the tax exemption, provided there are no out- 
standing liens on the property. 


Section 5. Continuing Requirements. 

The tax abatement shall be conditioned upon contin- 
ued compliance with all applicable provisions of law, in- 
cluding local construction, fire, and safety codes, during 
the compliance period and for a minimum of four years 
thereafter (a total period of five years). The applicant 
must maintain the green roof in such a manner that it 
continuously constitutes a green roof within the meaning 
of subsection (k) of section two of this act and the rules 
promulgated hereunder, permitting the designated agency 
or its designee to inspect the green roof and any related 
structures and equipment upon reasonable notice. 


Section 6. Calculation and Amount of the Exemption. 

An eligible building shall receive an exemption of real 
property taxes as provided in this act and the rules pro- 
mulgated hereunder. The Assessor shall apply the amount 
of the exemption to the actual amount of property tax li- 
ability assessed to the applicant. The amount of the tax 
abatement shall be five dollars ($5) per square foot of a 
green roof pursuant to an approved application for tax ex- 
emption; provided, however, that the amount of such tax 
exemption shall not exceed the lesser of (a) one hundred 
thousand dollars or (b) the tax liability for the eligible 
building in the tax year in which the tax exemption is 
taken. The tax exemption shall not exceed one year. 

With respect to any eligible building held in the con- 
dominium form of ownership that receives a tax exemp- 
tion pursuant to this act, such tax exemption benefits shall 
be apportioned among all of the condominium tax lots 
within such eligible building. 

If the assessment value for the fiscal year in which the 
tax exemption is taken is reduced after the assessment roll 
becomes final, the Assessor shall recalculate the exemp- 
tion so that the exemption granted shall not exceed the 
annual tax liability as so reduced. The amount equal to the 
difference between the exemption originally granted and 


the exemption as so recalculated shall be deducted from 
any refund otherwise payable or remission otherwise due 
as a result of such reduction in assessment value. 


Section 7. Revocation. 

The Assessor shall revoke, in whole or in part, any tax 
exemption granted pursuant to this act whenever the des- 
ignated agency has determined and notified the Assessor 
that an applicant has failed to comply with a requirement 
of this act or any rule promulgated hereunder. 


Section 8. Enforcement and Administration. 
In addition to any other functions, powers, and duties 
that may be conferred by law: 


(a) The Assessor shall have the following functions, 
powers and duties to be exercised in accordance with this 
act: (1) to approve and apply a tax exemption; (2) to re- 
voke all or part of any such tax exemption; (3) to make 
and promulgate rules pursuant to this act; (4) any other 
function, power or duty necessarily implied by this act; 
and 


(b) The designated agency shall have the following 
functions, powers, and duties to be exercised in accor- 
dance with this act: (1) to receive, review, and certify for 
compliance applications for tax exemption; (2) to inspect 
green roofs and any related structures and equipment; 
(3) to prescribe forms and make and promulgate rules to 
carry out the purposes of this act; (4) to make determina- 
tions provided for in sections four, five, and seven of this 
act; and (5) any other function, power or duty necessarily 
implied by this act; and 


(c) The designated agency may provide for reason- 
able administrative charges or fees necessary to defray 
expenses of administering the tax exemption program 
established by this act. 


Section 9. Severability. 

If any provision of this act or application of such provi- 
sion to any person or circumstance shall be held invalid, 
the validity of the remainder of this act and the applicabil- 
ity of such provision to other persons or circumstances 
shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 10. Implementation. 

This act shall take effect upon passage and shall be in 
effect for a period of five years. This act referred to the 
Committee on Governmewntr Operations installed on or 
after the effective date of this act.

WHEREAS, Approximately 1.5 million barrels of oil 
are used annually to make bottled water containers, ninety 
percent of which go into land fills instead of being recy- 
cled, combining with fossil fuels needed for production, 
shipping, and disposal of bottled water to contribute to 
increased greenhouse gases in the atmosphere, and; 

WHEREAS, Municipal bottled water usage is expen- 
sive, costing Boston tax payers thousands of times more 
per gallon than getting it from the tap, and; 

WHEREAS, Boston would better serve the population 
by refurbishing existing water fountains and building new 
water fountains, and; 

WHEREAS, The Boston Police Department has al- 
ready implemented a switch from bottled water to tap 
water as a cost saving measure, and; 

WHEREAS, Boston tap water has a level of purity 
that exempts it from EPA mandated testing requirements, 


and; 
WHEREAS, the cities of Seattle, San Francisco, and 
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Davis, CA, have signed an executive directive prohibit- 
ing city money from being spent on single serving bottled 
water, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the Boston 
City Council urges the Mayor to take all necessary steps 
to convert from bottled water to tap water in municipal 
facilities and to promote consumption of tap water by 
Boston residents & visitors whenever possible. 

Referred to the Committee on Environment and 
Health.

VIDING INSPECTIONS FOR ENTIRE BUILD-

WHEREAS: In recent days, two of those aging struc- 
tures have suffered unexpected collapses of their facades 
and rooflines, which, if not for sheer luck, could have had 
a devastating and potentially fatal impact on passersby; 
and 

WHEREAS: Professional inspectors who are employed 
in The City of Boston’s Inspectional Services Department 
regularly perform inspections on all types of buildings, 
developments and businesses throughout the city; and 

WHEREAS: These inspectors also provide sugges- 
tions and demands upon property owners to ensure the 
safety and health of all who may enter the premises and 
surrounding of these properties; and 

WHEREAS: The task of inspecting all of the existing 
buildings along with providing substantive guidance on 
all new developments can be overwhelming; and THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

ORDERED: That the appropriate Committee of the 
Boston City Council invite officials and representatives 
from the Boston Inspectional Services Department, and 
hold a hearing regarding the feasibility of providing in- 
spections for entire buildings and particularly for the fa- 
cades of buildings. 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighbor- 
hood Services.

OF PROTECTING RESIDENTS FROM SIM 
CARD FRAUD (DOCKET NO. 1011)

SIM cards contain subscriber information, authentica- 
tion information, text messages and phone book contacts;

WHEREAS: SIM card fraud has led authorities in sev- 
eral nations to implement consumer protection measures 
that require buyers to have valid identification, such as a 
licenses or a voter registration cards, when registering for 
a mobile phone; And

prepay SIM cards to register their identities, physical ad- 
dresses and cellular phone numbers with retailers. Exist- 
ing customers will have 18 months to register prepaid and 
contract SIM cards or their SIM cards will be deactivated; 
And 

WHEREAS: The Boston Police have reported that cell 
phone theft is a serious problem in the City of Boston; 


And 

WHEREAS: Owners of stolen cell phones are respon- 
sible for all calls made up until the phones have been re- 
ported stolen; Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council holds a pub- 
lic hearing to investigate means of protecting consumers 
from SIM card fraud; Be It Further 

ORDERED: That members of the cellular phone in- 
dustry (Sprint, T-mobile, AT&T, and Verizon Wireless), 
Boston Police Department, and general public be invited 
to testify about whether or not SIM card legislation may 
be employed to help reduce cellular phone theft in the 
City of Boston.

ORDINANCE PROHIBITING USE OF NON-RECY- 
CLABLE AND EXPANDED POLYSTYRENE 
FOOD SERVICE CONTAINERS (DOCKET NO. 
1083) 


Councilors MURPHY, CONSALVO, LINEHAN, 
CIOMMO, YOON, TURNER, YANCEY, LAMATTINA, 
CONNOLLY and ROSS offered the following: 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND NINE 


AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING THE USE OF 
NON-RECYCLABLE AND EXPANDED 
POLYSTYRENE FOOD SERVICE CONTAINERS 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston is at the forefront of 
making our community a leader in safeguarding the en- 
vironment and strives to enact policy and legislation that 
promotes a green lifestyle for all citizens; and, 

WHEREAS, Continued production, use and disposal 
of expanded polystyrene food service products and dis- 
posable food service ware have significant adverse im- 
pacts on the environment that last for hundreds of years; 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston currently has no fa- 
cilities which are capable of recycling expanded polysty- 
rene foam (Styrofoam), expanded polystyrene and certain 
other types of plastic. Costs associated with the use and 
disposal of expanded polystyrene food service products 
creates a burden on the City’s solid waste disposal sys- 
tem; and 

WHEREAS, Compostable or recyclable alternative 
food service products are readily available; and, 

WHEREAS, Other Cities, such as Santa Monica; San 
Francisco; Portland, Oregon; and Seattle, Washington 
have successfully implemented similar prohibitions on 
the use of expanded polystyrene disposable food service 
containers; 

WHEREAS, To discourage the use of expanded poly- 
styrene food service products and 

disposable food service ware in the city, it is necessary 
to regulate such use; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of the health, 
safety and welfare of the people of the City of Boston that 
regulations prohibit certain use of expanded polystyrene 
food service products to reduce the cost of solid waste 
disposal to the City and to protect the environment; NOW, 
THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston that the 
City of Boston Code be amended by adding the follow- 
ing ordinance: 


CBC Chapter VII is hereby amended by appending the 
following: 


7-15.1 Prohibition Against the Use of Expanded Poly- 
styrene and Non-Recyclable Plastics by Certain Food 
Providers 


7 -15.2 Purpose. 

It is the intent of this section to protect and preserve 
the environment and public health, safety, and wellness 
by eliminating unnecessary waste and safety hazards to 
taxpayers, who are often left to finance the collection of 
unused, unwanted items that create safety hazards and ex- 
cess trash on our City’s sidewalks and properties. 


7-15.3 Definitions. 

When used in this section only, unless a contrary inten- 
tion clearly appears, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 

(a) Biodegradable means the ability of a material to 
decompose into elements normally found in nature within 
a reasonably short period of time after disposal. 

(b) Disposable Food Service Container means single- 
use, non-recyclable disposable products used in the res- 
taurant and food service industry for serving or transport- 
ing prepared, ready-to-consume food or beverages. 

(c) Expanded Polystyrene “EPS” means blown poly- 
styrene and expanded and extruded foams (sometimes 
called Styrofoam) which are thermoplastic petrochemical 
materials utilizing a styrene monomer and processed by 
any number of techniques including, but not limited to, 
fusion of polymer spheres (expandable bead polystyrene), 
injection molding, foam molding, and extrusion-blow 
molding (extruded foam polystyrene). 

(d) Non-Recyclable Plastic means any plastic which 
cannot be feasibly recycled by a municipal recycling pro- 
gram in the City of Boston, including polystyrene and 
expanded polystyrene. 

(e) Prepared Food means any food or beverage pre- 
pared on the food provider’s premises for consumption on 
or off said premises, using any cooking or food prepara- 
tion technique. This does not include any raw uncooked 
meat, fish, or eggs unless provided for consumption with- 
out further food preparation. 

(f) Food Service Businesses means a retail establish- 
ment located within the City of Boston that sells food for 
consumption on or off the premises and that either (1) 
has over five thousand square feet of retail or wholesale 
space; or (2) has more than five locations located within 
the City of Boston that either conduct business under the 
same name or operate under common ownership or man- 
agement or pursuant to a franchise agreement with the 
same franchisor. 


7-15.4 Prohibition against Use of Polystyrene or Non- 
Recyclable Plastic Disposable Food Service Containers. 

Food service businesses shall be prohibited from sell- 
ing prepared food to customers in disposable food service 
containers made from expanded polystyrene or other non- 
recyclable plastics. 


7-15.5 Exemptions. 

Prepackaged soups and other foods that food service 
businesses sell to their customers in expanded polysty- 
rene containers or disposable food service containers that 
have been filled and sealed prior to the receipt by the food 
service businesses shall be exempt from the prohibition. 


7-15.6 Inspections, Enforcement and Penalties 

The Commissioner of the Inspectional Services De- 
partment and any designees thereof shall have the author- 
ity to inspect, enforce and impose penalties under this 
section. 


7-15.7 Penalties. 

If the Commissioner, or his or her designee, deter- 
mines that a violation of this section occurred, he or she 
will issue a written notice of violation to the owner and/or 
manager of the food service business, which will specify 
the violation and the appropriate penalties in the event 
of future violations. A second violation shall result in a 
fine of one hundred fifty dollars and no cents ($150.00). A 
third violation or any violation thereafter shall result in a 
fine of three hundred dollars and no cents ($300.00). Each 
day that a violation occurs shall be considered a separate 
and distinct violation. 
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7-15.8 Severability. 

If any provision of these sections shall be held to be 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
provision shall be considered separately and apart from 
the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


7-15.9 No conflict with Federal or State Law 

Nothing in this Ordinance shall be interpreted or ap- 
plied so as to create any requirement, power or duty in 
conflict with any federal or state law. 


7 -15.10 Implementation. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective nine- 
ty (90) days after enactment.

Councilors CONNOLLY and TURNER offered the 
following: 

WHEREAS, Public health is jeopardized when those 
workers most frequently in direct public contact must at- 
tend work while sick because they cannot avail themselves 
of “paid sick days,” resulting in the spread of contagious 
diseases such as influenza; 

WHEREAS, Over 40% of Massachusetts workers in 
the private sector and nearly 80% of workers in service 
industries do not have any paid sick days; 

WHEREAS, Cases of the HINI virus are expected 
to reoccur during the 2009-2010 flu season and public 
health officials recommend the sick to stay home for at 
least seven (7) days; workers without paid sick days will 
not be able to heed this advice for fear of lost payor loss of 
employment, nor will they be able to stay home with their 
children who have been sent home due to illness; 

WHEREAS, The threat of an epidemic of HINI re- 
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inforces the immediate need for a state paid sick days 
policy; 

WHEREAS, Parents who are able to stay home in order 
to care for their children who become ill reduces recovery 
time for children, prevents more serious illness from de- 
veloping, and promotes and improves overall mental and 
physical health and is good public policy; 

WHEREAS, Parents who cannot afford to miss work 
must send children to childcare or school despite being 
sick with a contagious or other serious illness, which con- 
tributes to a higher rate of infections in child care centers 
and schools; 

WHEREAS, A “paid sick day” policy will benefit the 
elderly who receive care directly from working family 
members, as those caregivers will be able to care for el- 
derly family members without fear of losing compensa- 
tion or employment;

Councilors ROSS, FLAHERTY, LAMATTINA,

WHEREAS, A lack of stable housing has a severe and 
lasting impact on the health and well-being of an indi- 
vidual homeless person and affects the community as a 
whole; and, 

WHEREAS, The chronically homeless make up 10% 
of the overall homeless population, yet cost 50% of all 
resources dedicated to helping the homeless; and, 

WHEREAS, Housing First provides permanent hous- 
ing to the homeless, saving Massachusetts taxpayers 
money both in the short- and long-term, improving health 
and quality of life, and helping people achieve more sta- 
ble, productive lives; and, 


WHEREAS, In a recent study, the Boston Health Care 
for the Homeless Program followed 119 homeless people 
in Boston, finding that they accounted for over 18,000 ER 
visits and 871 hospitalizations over that 5 year period; 
and, 

WHEREAS One hospital emergency room doctor re- 
ported that 25 patients visited their ER between 20 and 50 
times each over a one-year period. Even though this doc- 
tor knows the names of each patient, there has never been 
a direct housing referral made from the ER; and, 

WHEREAS The Massachusetts Housing and Shel- 
ter Alliance (MHSA) reports that the average annual 
Medicaid costs for homeless individuals in the Home & 
Healthy for Good program is $26,124 before housing, as 
compared to $8,500 annual costs for those who are taken 
off the street and provided housing. The annual overall 
cost savings per Home & Healthy for Good participant 
are $8,900 per person; and, 

WHEREAS According to a study of homeless individ- 
uals in New York City, homeless individuals placed into 
permanent housing show a 35% decrease in the need for 
medical and mental health services and a 38% reduction 
in incarceration costs. Data from the State of Massachu- 
setts Home & Healthy for Good Housing First program 
shows an 84% residential stability rate; and, 

WHEREAS, Currently emergency rooms do not make 
referrals to Housing First programs. Promoting and ac- 
cepting referrals from emergency room professionals will 
enhance the ability of the MHSA and other likeminded 
organizations to better care for the homeless, reduce the 
burden on our medical facilities and neutralize those who 
are the most vulnerable and would benefit the most from 
permanent housing; NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee ofthe 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss and ex- 
amine how Housing First referrals can be made directly 
from hospital emergency rooms in order to best serve the 
homeless population in Boston.

WHEREAS, The Boston Housing Authority seeks to 
participate in a redevelopment using federal funds to re- 
vive the severely distressed Old Colony public housing 
development. This redevelopment necessitates certain 
exemptions from the Commonwealth’s contract procure- 
ment and award laws; and 

WHEREAS, Participating in the redevelopment will 
revitalize the development and surrounding community, 
furthering the aims of the Commonwealth’s public hous- 
ing initiatives; and 

WHEREAS, The exemptions will not contravene the 
legislative intent behind the affected procurement and 
public contract laws because the additional regulation and 
public oversight that accompanies the Boston Housing 
Authority’s funding sources minimizes the risk of unfair 
competition and misuse of taxpayer funds. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That a peti- 
tion to the General Court, accompanied by a bill for a 
special law relating to the City of Boston to be filed with 
an attested copy of this order be, and hereby is, approved 
under Clause I of Section 8 of Article II, as amended, 
of the Articles of Amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to the end that legisla- 
tion be adopted precisely as follows, except for clerical or 
editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
AN ACT RELATIVE TO CERTAIN AFFORDABLE 
HOUSING IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


SECTION 1. Construction and development activity 
related to redevelopment by the Boston Housing Author- 
ity of the federally-funded Old Colony public housing 
project, or any part thereof, shall not be subject to any 
general or special law related to the procurement and 
award of contracts for the construction, reconstruction, 
installation, demolition, maintenance, or repair of build- 
ings by a public agency, but shall be subject to sections 26 
to 27H, inclusive, of chapter 149 of the Generals Laws. 
Contracts for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, 
remodeling, or repair of any publicly owned public works 
that service this project and would otherwise be subject to 
section 39M of chapter 30 of the General Laws shall be 
subject to said section 39M if the redevelopment of the 
project is funded in part by state or federal government 
low-income housing tax credit, grant, or loan, or pursuant 
to the issuance of tax-exempt bonds authorized by general 
law. A conveyance of the project, whether by leasehold 
or fee estate, to an urban redevelopment corporation or- 
ganized under chapter I2IA of the General Laws or to a 
nonprofit state and federally tax-exempt corporation orga- 
nized for the purpose of revitalizing the project, shall be 
subject to chapter 30B of the General Laws to the extent 
that the project is conveyed to an entity that is not owned, 
controlled, or managed by the Boston Housing Authority 
on the date of the conveyance. 


SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage.

WHEREAS Regulations are in place to provide resi- 
dential renters the choice of the lowest cost telecommu- 
nications carrier. However, in some instances, apartment 
building owners have entered into long-term agreements 
with RCN Boston which ultimately prevents residents 
from choosing their preferred service provider; and, 

WHEREAS, M.G.L. c. 166A, s. 22 prohibits cable 
operators from entering into an agreement with property 
owners that would directly or indirectly interfere with ex- 
isting rights of tenants as it pertains to the use of antenna 
equipment. Property owners also have other duties under 
this law, which prohibits discriminate against tenants 
based on cable choices. In addition, owners have duties 
to allow operators access for system installation. Clearly, 
property owners and companies have a responsibility to 
ensure that the rights of these tenants are not compro- 
mised; and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council holds firm its 
commitment to protect the most vulnerable among us, in- 
cluding our disabled, elderly and low-income residents; 
NOW THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss and exam- 
ine how the city monitors and protects the public interest 
related to fairness for customers and open competition for 
consumers.

RESOLUTION URGING GENERAL COURT TO EN- 
CACT CRIMINAL OFFENDER RECORD IN- 
FORMATION ACT REFORM AS SOON AS POS- 
SIBLE (DOCKET NO. 1264) 


Councilors MURPHY, ROSS, TURNER, FEENEY, 
CIOMMO, CONSALVO, FLAHERTY, LINEHAN, LA- 
MATTINA, TOBIN, YOON, CONSALVO, CONNOLLY 
and YANCEY offered the following: 


WHEREAS, The Massachusetts State Legislature 
passed the Criminal Offender Record Information Act to 
create CORI system in 1972 in order to improve the flow 
of information within the criminal justice system by com- 
puterizing all criminal records to make them more readily 
available and systematically tracked for the use of police 
prosecutors, probation officers and judges; and 

WHEREAS, Despite the original intentions of the 
CORI system, this mechanism has expanded beyond its 
original mission and capacity. Increased CORI requests 
from both public and private entities has had a dramatic 
effect on the agency charged with running it. The increase 
in CORI requests has led to inaccurate reports, misunder- 
standings and has severe consequences on the citizens of 
Boston; and 

WHEREAS, Individuals are being denied employ- 
ment and housing because of inaccurate information or 
criminal information that is not germane to the inquiry at 
hand. Often times, the background information released 
contains information about dismissed cases or cases that 
were continued without a finding. Release of this infor- 
mation is unwarranted and has a catastrophic effect on 
individual lives; and 

WHEREAS, There are several Senate and House Bills 
pending before the Commonwealth’s Legislature attempt- 
ing to bring the system up-to-date by making key changes 
that serve CORI’s original purpose while not unduly ham- 
pering individuals’ lives; and 

WHEREAS, In 2005 the City of Boston established a 
new model for CORI reform for City practices and ven- 
dors doing business with the City to ensure fair policies 
for all individuals. This template of reform must be ex- 
panded to better the lives of all Commonwealth citizens; 
and 

WHEREAS, First, the Commonwealth must eliminate 
cross identification within the CORI system; and, 

WHEREAS, Second, any CORI reform must reduce 
record sealing times. Current sealing time standards mean 
individuals must wait an inapt amount of time to move 
forward. Currently, individuals have to wait ten years to 
seal a record of misdemeanors and fifteen years in felony 
cases. Changes to the CORI system should include re- 
ducing these sealing times to seven years for felonies and 
three for misdemeanors; and, 

WHEREAS, Third, all CORI requests must be relevant 
to the original purpose of the search. Record reports can 
be detailed and contain excess information that employers 
or housing entities don’t need and shouldn’t be entitled 
to; and, 

WHEREAS, CORI reform must include a provision 
that allows candidates applying for employment to desig- 
nate, at the beginning of the employment process, that any 
CORI record should not be considered until the end of 
the hiring procedure. By checking off a so-called “black 
box” individuals receive a fair opportunity to be consid- 
ered for employment, as opposed to automatically being 
eliminated at the beginning because of any CORI history. 
These individuals must also be afforded an opportunity to 
discuss any negative history should they make it through 
the hiring process to the final stage; and, 

WHEREAS, Finally, only open cases and actual con- 
victions should be allowed to stay on an individual’s 
CORI report. Including irrelevant information, such as 
dismissed cases and cases continued without a finding, 
only leads to inaccurate presumptions of guilt and preju- 
dice; and, 

WHEREAS, On October 5, 2009 the Boston City 
Council’s Committee on Public Safety held a hearing to 
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discuss important CORI changes, specifically addressing 
these four needed areas of reform. THEREFORE BE IT 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council urges the 
General Court to enact Criminal Offender Record In- 
formation Act reform as soon as is humanly possible, 
specifically during the current legislative session. BE IT 
FURTHER 

RESOLVED, That any CORI legislation passed by 
the Commonwealth include these four necessary com- 
ponents and that the City Clerk deliver a copy of this 
Resolution to the Chairs of the Judiciary Committee, the 
General Court and the Governor.

WHEREAS, Among other requirements, part of this 
ordinance requires that the City determine a candidates 
qualifications prior to conducting a CORI check to en- 
sure every individual is reviewed on their merits. Failure 
to comply with CBC 4-7 may be grounds for rejection, 
revocation or termination of the contract; and, 

WHEREAS, The ordinance also requires written feed- 
back on the provisions of CBC 4-7, which is to be sum- 
marized by the Office of Civil Rights and delivered to the 
Council every six months. This ordinance became effec- 
tive July 1, 2006. After more than three years, a review 
of this 2005 initiative is imperative to determine what is 
working and what changes may be required. NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the Commit- 
tee of Government Operations of the Boston City Coun- 
cil hold a hearing to discuss the implementation and ef- 
fectiveness of the 2005 CORI ordinance and to review 
possible issues and changes to CBC 4-7.

and low-cost access to bicycles; and 

WHEREAS, The Metropolitan Area Planning Coun- 
cil is the officially designated regional planning agency 
for 101 cities and towns in the Boston metropolitan area; 
and 

WHEREAS, The Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
acting on behalf of the City of Boston invited proposals 
from qualified firms or bike-sharing systems and ulti- 
mately selected the Public Bike System Company to pro- 
vide a bike-sharing system in Boston; and 

WHEREAS, The Public Bike System Company will be 
largely responsible for selecting the sites for its bike share 
stations and will determine how to expand the program 
throughout the City and into neighboring cities, such as 
Somerville, Cambridge, and Brookline; and 

WHEREAS, All of Boston’s neighborhoods have a 
strong interest in having convenient access to the new 
bike-sharing stations. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing on 
the City’s development of a bike-share program and the 
proposed sites for bike-share stations within the City. The 
appropriate City departments, members of the public, and 
other interested parties shall be invited to attend.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS LANDLORD 
ACCOUNTABILITY FOR PROBLEM PROPER- 
TIES (DOCKET NO. 1338) 


Councilors FEENEY, CONSALVO, CIOMMO, LINE- 
HAN, MURPHY, TURNER, YOON, YANCEY, CON- 
NOLLY and ROSS offered the following: 

WHEREAS, This body endeavors to enact the most re- 
sponsive policies that address resident concerns, includ- 
ing noise complaints, disturbing the peace violations and 
other quality of life issues; and, 

WHEREAS, The City Code, along with state law, 
prohibits excessive noise and disturbing the peace in 
residential settings, Enforcement of these laws falls on 
the Boston Police Department, the Air Pollution Control 
Commission or the Commissioner of Inspectional Servic- 
es. Unfortunately, many times the disturbances surround- 
ing residential properties often involve tenants whose 
landlords are absentee or out-of-state; and, 

WHEREAS, If a landlord isn’t made aware of residen- 


tial disturbances, they cannot work to resolve the prob- 
lem. The City’s Code on noise and disturbing the peace 
provides for some landlord notification and penalties, 
including a provision that imposes a fine of $150 at the 
time of the third violation and $300 per violation each 
time thereafter within a twelve month period. However, 
this landlord fine structure is somewhat unclear as to what 
types of violations it applies to; and, 

WHEREAS, The Code also describes a landlord no- 
tification process, but it is not a definite and guaranteed 
notification to the landlord because the language of the 
provision does not explicitly state the criteria for report- 
ing the violation to the violator’s landlord. This leaves 
open the possibility that notification may not be received 
by the landlord; and, 

WHEREAS, Landlord notification and accountability 
for residential noise problems, disturbing the peace vio- 
lations and other problem property issues is essential to 
improving the quality of life for all Bostonians. Although 
there are some provisions on the books providing for 
landlord accountability, the enforcement and scope of 
these laws remain unclear. The City of Boston must ex- 
amine the current process of landlord accountability and 
seek to improve and expand the process to strengthen our 
neighborhoods; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine how landlords are notified and held accountable 
for problem properties under the City’s existing noise and 
disturbing the peace laws and how the City can expand 
the scope of these laws to hold landlords responsible for 
other quality of life problems related to these residences 
and tenant behavior. 

Referred to the Committee on Housing.

Councilors TURNER, CONNOLLY, LINEHAN,

ROSS, FEENEY, CONSALVO, CIOMMO, TOBIN and 
YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Senator Edward Kennedy was our tireless 
champion for unemployed workers and led the charge to 
ensure that laid off workers receive extended unemploy- 
ment benefits while they search for a new job, and in his 
honor we must all do our part to take up the struggle; 
and 

WHEREAS: 39,530 workers in Massachusetts are ex- 
pected to collect their last unemployment check by the 
end of December; and 

WHEREAS: unemployed workers across the state and 
especially in our communities of color struggle to find 
work and pay their bills in the midst of the most severe 
economic downturn since the Great Depression; and 

WHEREAS: Massachusetts’ working families are

FOR TENANTS FACING DISPLACEMENT BY 
CONDOMINIUM OR COOPERATIVE CONVERSION

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
Ows: 

WHEREAS, Chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 1999 pro- 
vided certain protections for tenants facing displacement 
by condominium or cooperative conversion pursuant to 
St. 1983, c. 527 through December 31, 2004; and 

WHEREAS, Chapter 12 of the Ordinances of 2004 
extended those protections through December 31, 2009; 
and 

WHEREAS, the City Council hereby declares, in ac- 
cordance with St. 1983, c. 527, § 2, 4, that current condi- 
tions in the City of Boston continue to constitute an acute 
rental housing emergency requiring action by the City, on 
account of the impact of the high prices of condominium 
and rents especially relative to the incomes of low-income 
and elderly renters, the increased cost of new housing 
construction and finance, and the reduction of the rental 
housing stock through the conversion of rental housing 
units into condominiums or cooperatives, thus resulting 
in threats of displacement to existing tenants, particularly 
those of low to moderate income and those who are el- 
derly or handicapped, and an inability of those tenants to 
secure comparable rental housing, even through the use of 
alternative forms of rental assistance; 

NOW, THEREFORE, Chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 
1999 is hereby extended as follows: 

Section 1. Section 5 of Chapter 8 of the Ordinances 
of 1999 is revised such that the phrase “December 31, 
2009” is stricken, and the phrase “December 31, 2014” 
is substituted.

WHEREAS, Lieutenant Kelley was the fourth most 
senior lieutenant with the Boston Fire Department and 
served for almost twenty years at the Huntington Street 
firehouse, one of the busiest firehouses in the City, and on 
Ladder 26, the most active of the ladder units; and, 

WHEREAS, Lieutenant Kelley demonstrated excep- 
tional courage in a tragic crisis on January 9, 2009, when 
Ladder 26 lost control while descending the steep incline 
of Parker Hill Avenue and crashed into an apartment 
building on Huntington Avenue. During these extreme 
circumstances, Lieutenant Kelley instructed the driver to 
avoid pedestrians warned other firefighters to brace for 
impact; and, 

WHEREAS, Lieutenant Kelley’s death in this hor- 
rible accident reminded Boston of the great sacrifices that 
public safety officers make in the line of duty. Lieuten- 
ant Kelley’s quick thinking, years of expertise and self- 
less sacrifice likely prevented the deaths of many more 
citizens; and, 

WHEREAS, Lieutenant Kelley was posthumously 
awarded the Martin E. Pierce Medal of Valor for his hero- 
ism and sacrifice on January 9, 2009. His long history of 
public service and valor warrants the utmost respect and 
honor by the City he served; NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston: 

That the Boston Transportation Department ceremoni- 
ally designate Huntington Avenue, from Longwood Av- 
enue to Ruggles Street, as “Lieutenant Kevin M. Kelley 
A venue” to honor and commemorate his honorable sac- 
rifice in the line of duty.

TECHNOLOGY TO PROTECT PROPERTY AND 
REDUCE COSTS THROUGHOUT CITY (DOCK- 
ET NO 1384) 


Councilors CONSALVO, FLAHERTY, FEENEY, 
CIOMMO, LAMATTINA. LINEHAN, TOBIN, YANC- 
EY and YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS, While neighborhood safety and qual- 
ity of life issues remain a top priority of this body, the 
City of Boston must take more aggressive action to not 
only reduce crime and limit vandalism, but also work to 
eradicate these nuisances and urban blight through new 
technology; and, 

WHEREAS, According to a survey conducted by The 
Nograf Network Inc., U.S. cities spend over $12 billion 
dollars on graffiti abatement alone; and, 

WHEREAS, While the City of Boston does utilize 3 
cameras to address illegal dumping, we must invest in 
new technology, such as Q-Star, FlashCam Technology, 
as a strategy to better deter criminal activities, including 
vandalism, graffiti and trash dumping; and, 

WHEREAS, This type of portable, wireless technol- 
ogy works by installing and programming a camera in an 
area know for being a hot spot for illegal dumping, exces- 
sive graffiti or vandalism. During scheduled times of sur- 
veillance when motion is detected a bright light flashes, 
an optional recorded message booms out informing the 
intruder of their crime and an image is captured. Systems 
are solar-powered, have no hard-wiring, downloads wire- 
lessly and function in daytime and/or night time; and, 

WHEREAS, This technology has the ability to reduce 
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urban blight by catching predators in the act of graffiti, 
construction site theft, trash dumpers and general vandal- 
ism by taking high-resolution, prosecution-worthy pho- 
tographs; and, 

WHEREAS, Thousands of digital crime deterrent 
technologies have been installed in cities across the na- 
tion in an effort to limit illegal activities, such as graffiti, 
dumping, etc.; and, 

WHEREAS, Several major cities across the U.S. use 
this technology, including: New York City (all five bor- 
oughs), Los Angeles, Philadelphia, Phoenix, Dallas-Fort 
Worth, Las Vegas, Denver, Cincinnati, Kansas City, Hart- 
ford and Providence to name a few; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment, three cameras installed in 2007 led to an 85% 
reduction in graffiti at those high-crime locations in the 
following year; and, 

WHEREAS, This cost-effective technology can actual- 
ly save money by reducing graffiti removal, maintenance/ 
repairs of City property, replacing equipment, the clean- 
ing up at taxpayer expense of illegal dumping and the 
ee with its removal; NOW THEREFORE 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the pur- 
chase, installation, rotation and utilization of vandalism 
deterrent technology to protect property and reduce costs 
throughout the City of Boston. 

Referred to the Committee on City and Neighbor- 
hood Services. 


RESOLUTION SUPPORTING PRESERVATION OF 
USS CONSTITUTION’S HERITAGE AND TIME- 
HONORED TRADITIONS OF DAILY GUN 
SALUTES AND PLAYING OF NATIONAL AN- 
THEM IN BOSTON’S CHARLESTOWN NAVY 
YARD (DOCKET NO. 1385) 


Councilor LAMATTINA, MURPHY, FEENEY, 
CIOMMO, CONSALVO, FLAHERTY, LINEHAN, 
YANCEY, TURNER, YOON, TOBIN and ROSS offered 
the following: 

WHEREAS, The USS Constitution is one of America’s 
greatest national treasures; and, 

WHEREAS, The USS Constitution’s construction was 
authorized as a result of the Navy Act of 1794 and was 
named by President George Washington after the United 
States Constitution; and, 

WHEREAS, This frigate was built in Boston at Ed- 
mund Hartt’s shipyard, and her first duties with the newly 
formed United States Navy were to provide protection for 
American merchant shipping during the Quasi War with 
France and to defeat the Barbary pirates in the First Bar- 
bary War; and, 

WHEREAS, The ship is most famous for her actions 
during the War of 1812 against Great Britain, when she 
captured numerous merchant ships and defeated five Brit- 
ish warships which earned her the nickname “Old Iron- 
sides,” because cannon balls repelled off her thick hull; 


and, 

WHEREAS, The USS Constitution is the oldest com- 
missioned naval vessel afloat in the world. The officers 
and crew are all active-duty US Navy personnel and the 
assignment is considered special duty in the Navy; and, | 

WHEREAS, The USS Constitution’s mission today is 
to promote understanding of the Navy’s role in war and 
peace through educational outreach, historic demonstra- 
tion, and active participation in public events. Her crew of 
60 officers and sailors participate in ceremonies, educa- 
tional programs and special events while keeping the ship 
open to visitors year-round and providing free tours; and, 

WHEREAS, The Charlestown Navy Yard was built on 
what was once Mouton’s or Morton’s Point, the landing 
place of the British army prior to the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. It was one of the first shipyards built in the United 
States. Today, thirty acres of the Navy Yard are preserved 
by the National Park Service as part of Boston National 
Historical Park; and, 


WHEREAS, The USS Constitution’s, daily gun salutes 
dates back to 1798. The ritual requires the ship’s officers to 
fire one of its working guns every day at dawn and again 
at sunset, along with playing the national anthem; and, 

WHEREAS, Recently, a few Charlestown residents 
have attempted to silence the USS Constitution’s can- 
nons and end the patriotic rituals of the ship dating back 
to the 18th Century. These complaints threaten not only 
generations of US Naval traditions, but also erode the his- 
torical preservation of one of Boston’s greatest treasures; 
THEREFORE BE IT 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council supports 
and relentlessly defends the preservation of the USS 
Constitution’s heritage and time-honored traditions of 
daily gun salutes and playing the national anthem in 
Boston’s Charlestown Navy Yard.

Notwithstanding section 13 of chapter 90 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, or any other general or special law to the con- 
trary, a person operating a moving motor vehicle in the 
City of Boston who, by means of a mobile telephone or 
an electronic wireless communications device, other than 
a voice-activated global positioning or navigation system 
that is permanently affixed to the vehicle, sends, reads, or 
writes a text message, shall be guilty of a civil automobile 


law violation as defined in M.G.L. c. 90C, s. 1. As used in 
this act, a mobile telephone means an electronic wireless 
device that has an internal feature or function for wireless 
communications that shall include, but is not limited to 
talking or listening to another person on the telephone, 
text messaging, or sending an electronic or text message 
to another mobile wireless telephone or other electronic 
communication devices. 


Section 2. 

Violations of section | of this act shall be punished 
by a fine of one hundred ($100) dollars for the first of- 
fense, two hundred ($200) dollars for a second offense, 
and three hundred ($300) dollars for subsequent offenses 
committed during any twelve-month period. The fines im- 
posed pursuant to this act shall be divided as follows: sev- 
enty-five (75%) percent of the fines shall be paid over to 
the treasury of the City of Boston; and twenty-five (25%) 
percent of the fines shall be paid over to the treasurer of 
the commonwealth to be deposited in the highway fund. 


Section 3. 

Any law enforcement officer with jurisdiction in the 
City of Boston is authorized to enforce the provisions of 
this act. Said law enforcement officer may stop the motor 
vehicle and issue a citation to the operator, but only if the 
officer observes the violation, as defined in section one, 
or has reasonable grounds to believe that a violation of 
section one has been committed, is being committed or 
is about to be committed. Notwithstanding the provisions 
of this act, all other administrative enforcement and ap- 
peal procedures that apply to chapter 90, section 13 of the 
General Laws shall apply to this act.

The provisions of this act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage.
